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The  Journal  of  the  29th  of  December 
last  printed  this  pleasing  notice: 
Henry    Frew  to  Retire. 

Pioneer  in  Express  Business,. Manager 

Here  for  Adams  Company. 
Henry  Piew,  one  01  the  pioneers  in 
the  express  business  in  this  city,  one  of 
the  original  promoters  of  the  firm  of 
Earle  &  Prow,  express  forwarders  with 
headquarters  in  this  city  and  for  some 
iime  past  the  manager  of  the  local  office 
of  the  Adams  Express  Company  with 
which  the  Earle  &  Prew  concern  was 
assimilated,  is  to  retire  to-morrow  from 
active  business. 

Mr.  Prew,  as  a  member  of  the  Earle 
&  Prew  Company,  started  primarily  an 
express  business  between  this  city  and 
Boston,  doing  a  general  business  of  for- 
warding between  those  two  points  for 
some  years,  until  the  business  began  to 
increase  and  it  became  necessary  to  ex- 
tend the  concern's  field  of  usefulness." 

I  propose  to  change  the  structure  of 
these  paragraphs.  There  dwelt  on  South 
Main  street,  two  men  before  tin's  rail- 
way to  Boston  was  constructed,  named 
Benjamin  D.  Earle,  and  George  B. 
Earle.  As  soon  as  the  trains  were  start- 
ed Benjamin  D.  Earle  began  going  down 
to  Boston  every  morning  with  orders  and 
bringing  back  the  packages  at  night,  I 
saw  such  work  done.  It  began  in  1843. 
In  the  Providence  Directory  for  184.5  ]"t 
was  called  B.  D.  Earle's  Boston  Express. 
The  next  year,  or  in  1845.  George  B. 
Earle  gave  up  the  grocery  store  which 
he  kept  and  went  with  his  brother  into 


the  Boston  Express  Business.  There 
was  at  that  time  no  person  living  named 
Prew,  nor  Preulx  living  in  Providence. 
I  Benjamin  D.  Earle  died  in  1S51  ;  and 
his  brother  GeOrge  B.  Earle  carried  on 
the  Express  Business.  So  things  ran 
along  until  the  year  1867,  in  which 
George  B.  Earle  ran  his  Boston  Ex- 
press. In  that  same  year  he  had  a  horse 
and  wagon  with  which  he  did  errands 
about  the  streets  for  people ;  he  took  or- 
ders at  34  Dor  ranee  street.  I  have  my- 
self sent  orders  there  to  him.  George 
B.  Earle  died,  and  his  son  William  took 
Henry  Prew  in  1867  into  business,  as  the 
Earle  &  Prew  Express;  they  ran  the  ex- 
press to  Boston,  which  had  been  estab- 
lished by  the  Earles  twenty-five  years 
(nearly),  before  Henry  Prew  was  known 
in  Providence.  There  are  many  other 
things  connected  which  I  could  touch. 
But  I  will  mention  only  one.  The  Banks 
here  in  Providence  all  issued  Paper  Bills 
representing  money.  There  was  no  ex- 
change. Exchanges  were  made  by  the 
Merchant's  Bank.  Every  morning  Ben- 
jamin D.  Earle  went  into  the  Merchant's 
Bank  before  7  o'clock  in  the  morning, 
opened  the  Bank  Vault,  to  both  entrances 
hf  had  keys;  took  out  a  package  of 
money  to  Boston  and  at  night  brought 
back  the  returning  bills  to  the  Merchants'. 
I  saw  all  this  done  for  years  before 
Henry  Prew  came. 


The  following  clipping  from  the  Jour- 
nal of  June  12  last,  is  interesting  to  me. 
'*lf.  a  Providence  Department  Store  were 
to  sell  its  Dry  Goods  at  so  much  below 
cost  that  its  competitors  were  hopelessly 


outdistanced,  what  would  happen  ?"  Let 
me  consider  it  a  moment.  I  was  a  Book- 
seller hei'o  in  Providence  when  three 
Scotchman,  called  Calleiicler,  McAuslan 
&  Troup,  came  here  to  start  a  "Depart- 
ment Store."  These  "departments"  con.- 
sist  of  Dry  C.oods ;  Men's  Clothing;  Car- 
pets; Crockery;  Hats  and  Caps;  Books; 
Millinery;  Boots  and  Shoes;  House. 
Paper;  Furniture;  and  by  development, 
a  Bakeshop;  a  Wholesale  Department; 
and  a  Retail  Department.  These  men 
could  lower  the  prices  in  one  department, 
while  keeping  the  prices  up,  in  ten  other 
partments.  The  drop  in  the  price  of  one 
department  led  everybody  to  think  there 
was  the  same  drop  in  the  other  depart- 
ments, and  so  fled  to  a  Department  Store. 
Their  business  grew  rapidly,  while  other 
men's  shops  shrank  out  of  sight;  and 
al  last  killing  out  men's  shops,  among 
them  Crockery  Shops;  Carpet  Shops; 
Furniture  Shops;  Clothing  Shops  and 
many  other  kinds  among  them  Book 
Shops.  Harper  &  Brothers,  then  pub- 
lished far  above  the  "tone"  of  the  liter- 
ature published  by  somebody  now  under 
the  same  name,  sent  a  man  to  me  to  buy 


some  copies  of  the  "Rime  of  the  An- 
cient Mariner,"  written  by  Samuel  Tay- 
lor Coleridge,  illustrated  by  Gustavc 
Dore,  the  most  celebrated  illustrator  of 
Books  of  oar  time.  It  was  a  Folio. 
actually  magnificent,  and  the  price  was 
$10.00.  1  bought  30  copies.  I  was  the 
lr.rgest  purchaser  in  Xew  England ;  these 
Scotchman  bought  one  copy,  but  no; 
from  the  publishers,  and  placed  it  in 
their  front  window,  at  the  price  which 
they  paid  for  it.  It  was  the  beginning 
of  my  financial  ruin;  and  a  gang  of 
thieves  in  my  employment  finished  the 
business.  The  starting  of  this  Depart- 
ment Store,  was  a  positive  disaster  to 
the  People  of  Providence,  and.  in  truth, 
of  the  whole  country;  some  da)-  I  will 
give  my  reasons  for  my  belief. 


— The  newspaperdom  of  to-day  is  a  dis- 
grace to  civilization.  It  is  a  fraud  and 
a  deceit.  It  is  denouncing  "Bill  Po?ter>" 
while  it  is  itself  the  worst  "bill  poster" 
that  ever  existed.  It  is  controlled,  or 
owned  by  corrupt  corporations  all  en- 
gaged in  picking  the  pockets  of  men 
who  work.     The  McXamara  affair  is  but 
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a  part  of  it.  It  suppresses  all  reference 
to  things  which  hear  so  heavily  against 
the  public  welfare.  Never  was  there 
a  clay  when  so  few-  men,  or  women,  can 
secure  a  Home  of  their  own:  while 
Frick,  and  Senator  Aldrich,  and  Car- 
negie, and  the  Rockefellers  and  the 
C.ugger.heims,  are  building  themselves 
million  dollar  '•Homes"  all  over  the 
country.  Here  in  Providence,  the  news- 
papers are  printing  pictures  of  the  same 
men  twenty-five  times  a  year;  and  the 
"country"  newspapers  suppress  all  refer- 
ence to  "news,"  which  bears  so  heavily 
upon  the  people.  The  real  fact  is  the 
"Country  Press"  has  been  bribed  by  a 
political  gang  here  in  Rhode  Island  for 
years.  Here  within  a  month,  a  news- 
paper came  from  Boston,  to  me,  in 
which  the  same  portrait  represented  two  j 
different  men.  Of  course  there  are  ex- 
ceptions; as  for  instance,  the  Springfield 
Republican ;  and  I  whisper  it,  the  Provi- 
dence Journal. 

Xo  man  living  has  a  greater  knowledge 
of  the  political,  and  intellectual  work  of 
the  Journal,  from  the  day  of  its  birth 
until  to-day ;  and  J  will  say  that  never  in 


its  exister.ee  lias  it  been  at  all  comparable 
to  the  present  time.

Cardanus  Rider's  British   Merlin 

For  the  Year  or  Our  Lord  God, 

1752. 


The  Calendar  under  which  we  now 
live,  was  invented  by  a  man  who  was 
a  Doctor  of  Medicine,  living-  at  Verona, 
in  Italy,  named  Aloysius  Lilins;  he  died. 
leaving  a  brother,  who  presented  it  to 
Pope  Gregory,  XIII.  The  Pope  called 
his  prelates  otherwise  Bishops  and  Arch- 
bishops to  overhaul  the  work  and  in 
1577  all  Roman  Catholic  Princes  adopted 
it,  and  five  years  later,  in  1582,  the  Pope 
Gregory,  named  it  the  Gregorian  Calen- 
dar. It  was  to  drop  ten  days  from  the 
year  1582  and  one  day  for  each  suc- 
ceeding year,  or  365  days.  It  was 
in  use  at  once  in  all  Roman  Countries. 
In  England  it  was  not  adopted  until 
the  year  1752,  and  so,  by  adding  one 
day,  every  fourth  year,  we.  keep  in  line 
with  the  Sacred  Days  of  the  Roman 
Catholic  Church.  The  English  law  ex- 
tinguished the  last  eleven  days  of  the 
month  of  September  ending  with  the 
19th,  the  day  following  was  October  1st. 
It  was  on  the  14th  of  May,  1007,  that  I 
received  this  too  brief  note  from  a  most 
esteemed  and  excellent  friend.  Provi- 
dence Public  Library.

20S7  above  quoted  is  a  book  of  210 
pages,  having  this  antique  style  of  the 
Title  Page:  Rider's  British  Merlin; 
For  the  Year  of  Our  Lord  God,  1752, 
Being  Bissextile  or  Leap- Year.  Adorned 
with  many  delightful  and  useful  Veri- 
ties, fitting  all  Capacities  in  the  Islands 
cf  Great  Britain's  Monarchy  with  notes 
of  Husbandry.  Fairs,  Mart?  ('markets 
we  call  them),  High  Roads,  and  Tables 
for  many  necessary  uses.  Compiled  for 
his  Country's  Benefit  by  CARDANUS 
RIDER.  London  printed,  by  XUTT, 
17  52.  There  was  probably  no  man  ever 
i  amed  Cardanus  Rider.  The  name  was, 
like  that  of  Robert  B.  Thomas,  used  by 
the  makers  of  Almanacks.  This  name, 
Cardanus  Rider,  had  been  in  use  in 
England  for  three-quarters  of  a  cen- 
tury when  this  British  Merlin  was  pub- 
lished in  1752.  The  word  Cardanu-  was 
constructed  from  two  Latin  words  Car- 
dinalis  and  Cardo.  which  treated  of  the 
cardinal  points  of  the  Earth  as  a  centre 
of  the  Universe.  The  word  Merlin,  has 
a.  different  but  quite  as  interesting  an 
origin.  William  Lilly,  one  of  the  -most 
famous  English  Astrologers,  wrote  a 
book,  which  was  published  in  London,  in 
1044.  under  the  title  "England's  Pro- 
phetical Merlin."  Lilly  also  used  this 
pseudonym,  "Merlinus  Anglisis,"  the 
idea  came  to  him  from  a  reference  in 
Spensers'  Fairy  Queen,  published  in 
1500.  On  the  title  page  of  this  Rider's 
British  Merlin  is  a  .beautiful  immersion 
o:  the  British  Stamp  Tax  Seal.  Turn- 
ing to  the  month  September,  it  has

Dates  of  Births, 
Deaths,  or  other  remarkable  Events  in 
the  Regal  or  Chronological  Tallies  prior 
to.  or  upon,  the  2nd  of  September,  1752. 
are  to  understood  according  to  the  Jul- 
ian Account,  or  Old  Style;  but  after 
nidi  time  the  .t\nnual  Returns  of  these 
are  to  be  placed  in  the  Calendar  part  of 
the  Almanack  according  to  the  New 
Style,  Eleven  Nominal  Days  Eater." 
The  original  owner  of  this  book  was 
George  Friend,  and  his  autograph  is 
written  on  the  last  leaf.  On  the  first 
blank  leaf,  Mr.  Friend  had  written  the 
introduction  and  abatements — "As  ye 
alteration  of  Stile  took  place  on  Thurs- 


day &  as  many  persons  will  chuse  to 
compute  their  Rent,  Interest,  Annuities, 
Wages,  Pensions,  Salaries,  etc.,  from 
New  Michaelmas  Day  and  not  from  ye 
Old  (.Michaelmas'),  the  following  Table 
will  shew  what  must  be  abated  for  any 
sum  from  10  s.  (shillings),  to  5001 
(pounds  sterling)  on  account  of  the 
anticipation  of  11  Days  made  by  the  said 
Act." 

On  this  first  page  are  the  autographs 
of  two  men,  both  members  of  Parlia- 
ment, when  the  law,  changing  the  Cal- 
endar was  enacted.  The  book  is  packed 
full  of  historic  notes.  Two  of  which 
I  will  mention.  "There  was .  a  Great 
Plague,  whereof  died  in  one  year  in 
London,  30578  persons."  Again,  "The 
sad  mortality  that  followed  whereof 
died  of  the  Plague  that  were  taken  no- 
tice of,  besides  many  others  (no  notice 
taken  of),  98,596,"  Evidently  Jenner 
with  his  "matter"  out  of  a  sore  on  a 
Cow,  was  not  then  known.  One  more 
curious  work  I  will  mention;  the  Month- 
ly ^Health  Notes  : 
January.     "Eet    not   Blood,   and    use    no 

Physick   unless   there   be    a   necessitv; 
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and  beware  of  taking  Cold.  Eat  of- 
ten.    Keep  your  self  warm. 

February.  "Be  sparing  in  Physick,  and 
avoid  letting  Blood.  Eat  not  Slimy 
Fish,  or  Foods  that  thicken  the  Blood. 

March.  "The  Blood  and  Humors  in- 
crease in  this  month ;  so  that  you  may 
now  purge,  and  bleed;  use  not  gross 
meats;  eat  in  the  morning  your  drink, 
and   forbear  all  things   salt. 

April.  "It  is  now  a  good  time  to  bleed 
and  take  physick;  abstain  from  much 
wine,  or  other  strong  Liquors ;  they 
will  cause  a  Ferment  in  your  Blood 
and  ruin  your  Constitution. 

May.  "The  Blood  and  Humours  being 
now  in  motion,  we  must  be  careful  to 
avoid  salt,  strong  or  stale  meats ;  fat 
People  must  avoid  excess  of  Liquors 
of  any  kind. 

June.  "Cooling  Sallads,  as  Lettice,  Sor- 
rel, Purselane,  etc.,  will  prevent  too 
great  a  Perspiration,  and  throw  off 
Feverish  Disorders. 

July.  "Shun  all  broil' d  Salt  and  Strong 
Meats ;  drink  good  Small  Beer,  and 
such  Liquors  as  will  Dilute.  Sage  is 
excellent. 


August.  "If  you  have  occasion  to  bleed 
or  purge,  it  may  be  done  as  safely  in 
tin's  month  as  any  other;  the  appre- 
hension of  the  Dog  Days  or  Cosmical 
Rising  of  the  Dog  Star  and  his  Influ- 
ence over  us  is  a  Superstition  and 
Groundless  Fancy. 
September.     There    being    only   nineteen 

days  no  Health  Xote  was  given. 
October.  "Avoid  being  out  late  at 
•Nights  or  in  Foggy  Weather;  for  a 
Cold  now  got  may  continue  the  whole 
Winter, 
November.  "The  best  Physick  this 
Month  is  good  Exercise,  Warm 
Clothes  and  Wholesome  Diet;  but 
if  any  Distemper  affects  you  fin- 
ish your  Physick  and  so  rest  till 
.March. 
December.  Oid  Pars  Maxims  of 
Health.  Keep  your  Feet  warm  by  Ex- 
ercise. Your  Head  cool  through 
Temperance  Xever  eat  till  you  are 
hungry,  or  drink  but  when  Xature 
requires   it." 

There  are  a  vast  amount  of  interest- 
ing things.  Such  as  the  South  Sea 
Company  with  its  Thirty  Directors,  and 
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the  Royal  College  of  Physicians  estab- 
lished in  3523,  as  it  existed  in  17.5?.  Bill 
my  space  is  small,  so  that  1  cannot  men- 
lion  more.  It  was  the  gift  of  Mr.  Fos- 
ter, that  led  me  to  look  into  it;  now.  it 
shall  be  placed  in  the  Sidney  Smith 
Rider  Collection  in  the  Brown  Uni- 
versity Library,  John  May  Building,  so 
that  through  all  ages  to  come  his  name 
shall   ride  on  RIDERS  to  the  end. 


A  long  letter  written  by  Thomas  \V. 
Bicknell,  a  "Record"  Breaker  in  Rhode 
Island  "Barringtonian"  History,  has 
been  published  in  the  Providence  Jour- 
nal on  the  name  Pappasquash.  He  says. 
"The  earliest  use  of  the  word  in  a  le- 
gal Document  is  found  in  the  Deed  of 
Osamequin"  (given  to  some  men  grasp- 
ing for  all  the  land),  in  1653.  If  Mr. 
Bicknell  will  take  trouble  to  examine 
a  Deed,  which  is  a  "legal  document"  on 
pages  45-6.  ( R.  1.  Col.  Rec.  v.  1.)  he 
will  find  that  the  Date  of  a  Deed,  is 
March  24.  1637;  that  the  name  of  a 
place  spelled  "Paupausqutch."  Here  is 
the  Indian  name  of  the  locality  to  which 


Bicknell  refers.  The  spelling  is  radi- 
cally different.  All  variety  oi  spelling 
Indian  names  is  the  work  of  the  English 
settlers.  This  of  16:j?  is  sixteen  years 
earlier  than  the  Osamequin  deed  which 
was  destroyed  by  the  Plymouth  court  in 
a  large  degree.  Again,  Mr.  Bicknell  says 
"A  facsimile  copy  of  the  Ousamequin's 
Deed  of  1653,  may  be  found  in  my 
book  Soivams.  It  is  not  a  facsimile  of 
the  Original  Deed  ;  nor  is  it  a  facsimile 
of  the  copy  of  the  Ousamequin  Deed  as 
exists  in  the  Record  Book,  which  Bick- 
nell took  from  Sowams,  now  Warran, 
and  gave  it,  or  left  it,  in  Barring-ton. 
As  it  is  in  Bicknell's  Sowams  it  is  a 
Historical  fraud.  The  clause  beginning 
"An  Agreement,  249  June  1653"  is  not  on 
either,  the  original  nor  on  the  Morton 
copy.     (Sowam's.  p.  36.)

Late  in  December  the  writer  received 
a  letter  from  the  Smithsonian  institu- 
tion at  Washington,  D.  C,  asking  in- 
formation concerning  aboriginal  remains 
in  Rhode  Island. 

After  consideration  I  selected  four 
objects,  first,  the  well-known  burial 
ground  in  the  town  of  Charlestown.  in 
Rhode  Island;  second,  the  Queen's  Fort. 
This  Queen  was  Quiapen,  the  sister  of 
Miantunnomi.  She  was  murdered  by  a 
squad  of  Connecticut  armed  men,  on 
horseback,  near  the  village  of  Xatic. 
She  was  the  last  of  the  great  Xarragan- 
setts.  This  fort  stands  on  the  boundary 
line  between  the  towns  of  North  Kings- 
town and  Exeter,  at  the  enfcreme  north 
end.  It  was  built  in  1675.  Its  structure 
was  the  work  of  Stonewall  John.  I 
must  refer  my  readers  to  an  elaborate 
account  of  this  fort  in  my  book,  ''The 
Lands  of  Rhode  Island,  as  they  were 
known  to  Caunonnicus  and  Miantun- 
nomi/' (1904),  pp.  £36-244. 

It  is  a  genuine  aboriginal  Indian  re- 
main. The  Queen's  bed  chamber  was 
formerly  under  the  fort.  It  is  now 
destroyed  by  a  convulsion  shaking  up  or 
down  the  huge  boulders  of  which  it  was 
constructed  by  nature;  personally  the 
writer  has  been  twice  within  it.     It  had 


a  floor  space  of  sand  covering  not  less 
than  SO  or  90  square  feet. 

Third,  A  Tackhunck;  this  word  in  the 
Indian  language  means  a  '"stone  pound- 
ing mortar"  (Roger  Williams  Key  to 
Indian  Language,  eh.  6,  p.  6.*5,  ed.  1S66)  ; 
Webster  defines  a  mortar  as  being  "a 
stronge  vessel  commonly  in  the  form  of 
an  inverted  bell,  in  which  substances  are 
pounded."  Williams  says  the  Indians 
had  two  words  meaning  a  mortar;  the 
second  was  "Westhunck."  They  had  no 
name,  so  far  as  I  can  now  find,  for  an 
"Indian  pestle."  of  which  I  have  two 
line  specimens  and  half  of  a  third. 

But  I  must  relate  the  story  of  the 
rinding  of  a  Tackhunck,  here  in  John- 
ston, about  the  year  1880.  W  hen  the 
Danielson  Street  Railway  was  being  con- 
structed they  were  prevented  the  run- 
ning of  their  passenger  cars  into  the  city 
of  Providence  by  the  Union  Railroad 
Company.  So  they  were  forced  to  build 
a  car  barn  in  Johnston  just  over  the 
line  between  Johnston  and  Providence. 
When  the  track  was  laid,  in  order  to 
escape  a  huge  hill  in  the  highway,  the 
track  was  turned  from  the  direct  west 
to  the  direct  north;  on  the  left  side  of 
the  track,  heading  to  Danielson,  and 
about  300  feet,  more  or  less,  from 
the  roadway,  a  man  began  the  digging 
of  a  cellar  on  which  to  build  a  house. 
Me  soon  struck  a  ledge  of  rock,  in  ge- 
ology called  steatite.  On  the  top  of  this 
rock  was  cm  what  looked  like  the  round- 
ed top  of  a  hat  inverted.  It  was  an 
Indian  Tackhunck,  or  Weskhunck  in 
nrocess    of     construction.       There    were 


ether  relics  found  there,  but  they  dis- 
appeared as  fast  as  found.  But  this 
Tackhunck  could  not  be  easily  lugged 
away.     It  Was  rock  bound  to  a  ledge. 

It  was  cut  out  on  a  good  square  block 
of  stone  and  sent  to  the  Smithsonian 
Institution;  it  must  he  there  now,  and 
this  story  tells  of  the  place  of  its  discov-  ] 
ery  and  the  interesting  conditions  (Book 
Notes,  y.  2,  p.  31.) 

Fourth.  I  come  last  to  a  Pesuponck. 
This  Indian  word  is  defined  by  Roger 
Williams  as  "An  hot  house."  In  a  note 
Mr.  Williams  gives  us  the  wonderful 
character  of  the  work  and  actions  of 
the  Indians  in  its  construction  and  use 
(Key  to  Indian  Languages.  1S66,  p.  211). 

"This  hot  house  is  a  kind  of  little  cell 
or  cave,  six  or  eight  foot  over,  round. 
made  on  the  side  of  a  hill  (commonly 
by  some  rivulet  or  brook')  ;  into  this  fre- 
quently the  men  enter  after  they  have 
exceedingly  heated  it  with  store  of 
wood,  laid  upon  an  heape  of  stones  in 
the  mijdle.  When  they  have  taken  out 
the  fire,  the  stones  keepe  still  a  great 
heate;  ten,  twelve,  twenty,  more  or  lesse 


enter  at  once  stark  naked,  leaving  their 
coats,  small  breeches  or  (aprons)  at  the 
doore,  with  one  to  keepe  all." 

There  appeared  in  Harper's  Young 
People,  a  periodical  published  in  Xew 
\ork,  on  the  18th  of  December,  1S92,  an 
account  of  an  Indian  structure,  then  in 
use  among  the  Indians  of  California. 
The  name  of  the  structure  was  Temes- 
cal,  meaning  "A  Sweat  House."  It  was 
usually  constructed  near  the  stream  on 
which  the  Indian  village  was  always 
situated.  I  give  this  extraordinary  clip- 
ping: 

"But  its  most  extraordinary  use,  and 
the  one  which  gives  it  its  name,  is  a 
ceremony,  conducted  in  the  following 
manner:  A  lire  is  built  in  the  centre 
and  the  smoke  hole  closed  over  and 
made  air  tight  with  mud.  The  devotees, 
stripped  naked,  range  themselves  in  a 
circle  round  the  fires.  Then  the  door 
is  closed  and  plastered  with  mud  from 
the  outside." 

The  aborigines  in  California  in  1892 
were  using  the  very  structures  for  the 
same    purposes    that    the    Xarragansetts

and  Xiantics  used  them  here  in  Rhode 
Island  in  1636.  This  may  not  be  an 
aboriginal  remain;  but  it  is  a  fact  of 
greater  moment.  How  many  Turkish. 
Bath  fellows  of  to-day.  knnw  tli.it  they 
are  actually  doing-  what  the  Xiantic  In- 
dians did  here  Three  Hundred  Years 
ago. 

I  do  not  mention  sundry  articles  made 
by  the  Indians  and  in  common  use  to 
all  Indians  and  not  confined  to  Rhode 
Island  as,  for  instance,  arrowheads, 
tomahawks,   etc. 

These  subjects  were  selected  because 
of  the  peculiar  Rhode  Island  interest 
which  they  possess,  especially  that  of 
the  Indian  Burial  Ground  at  Charles- 
town. 

Having  fixed  upon  the  four  subiects  to 
be  handled  for  the  Smithsonian,  I  went 
to  the  Sidney  Smith  Rider  collection  of 
Rhode  Island  History,  now  in  the 
Brown  University  library  building,  to 
get  the  facts  about  the  Indian  burial 
ground  in  Charlestown,  R.  I.  Almost 
instantly  I  came  upon  this  sentence: 
"Quite  a  large  collection  of   relics  were 


taken  out  of  this  gra\e  and  carried  t  - 
the  village  of  Cross's  -Mill,  whence  a 
portion  of  them  were  sent  to  Brown 
University  in  Providence."  (Tucker'd 
History,  Charlestown,  R.  I.,  ]S7G,  p.  Sd). 
Instantly  there  came  to  my  thought  ma- 
chine this  question:  "Don't  you  remem- 
ber Parsons  and  the  skull?"  Of  course 
I  remembered  the  incident. 

It  was  this:  on  the  evening  of  the 
?th  of  October.  1SG2,  nearly  .30  years  ago, 
the  Rhode  Island  Historical  Society  held 
a  meeting  to  listen  to  a  paper  from  i3r. 
Usher  Parsons  about  the  opening  of  a 
grave.  On  the  table  in  front  of  himself, 
Parsons  had  placed  "a  skull.  I  was  a 
member,  and  present,  there  were  JS 
members  present.  1  was  the  lSth—  not 
one  of  these  rnernbers,  myself  excepted 
is  now  living.  I  took  up  the  skull  and 
found  on  the  back  of  it  a  small  bunch 
of  what  I  took  to  be  earth,  but  it 
proved  to  be  filled  with  short  pieces  of 
black  hair;  with  my  knife  I  lifted  a 
bit  and  carried  it  home.  I  brought  my 
microscope  to  bear  upon  it.

in  Canada  balsam,  in  a  "slide"  for  use 
under  my  microscope,  which  3  was  then 
much  interested  in  using.  I  can  show 
that  the  hair  was  jet  black;  like  that 
of  all.  Indian  women;  and  that  it  is  a 
hair.  I  can  show  that  it  is  tubercular,  I 
have  the  "slide,"  and  the  microscope,  to 
this  day.  All  this  came  to  me  when  I 
read  the  clause  in  Tucker's  History,  and 
I  rushed  at  once  to  find  the  skull.  But 
nobody  had  ever  heard  of  it.  I  ran, 
actually  ran,  to  Rhode  Island  Hall,  to 
see  their  skulls.  Dr.  Mead  led  me  to 
them,  and  there  I  found  one.  beneath 
which  was  a  card,  on  which  was  writ- 
ten, "Skull  of  Sachem  Xinigret' s  Daugh- 
ter, Charlestown.  Prof.  C.  W.  Parsons, 
AT.  13.,  see  Historical  Magazine,  Feb. 
18G3."  It  was  the  skull  of  Weunquesh, 
the  daughter  of  Ninigret ;  she  became 
the  Queen  of  the  Xiantics  upon  her 
father's  death  in  1G7G. 

There  were  five  Indian  tribes  living 
upon  the  lands  of  Rhode  Island  when 
the  English  planted  upon  them..  The 
names    of    these    tribes,    known    to    the 


English,  were  the  Xarragansetts,  the 
YVampanoags,  the  Nipmucs,  the  Xiantics, 
and  a  fragment  of  the  PequotS.  Pew  In- 
dians had  names  known  to  the  English, 
chiefly  >  acquired  from  their  great 
achievements  in  war;  on  their  acquisi- 
tion of  powers  over  the  masses.  The 
most  celebrated  Sachems  were  Canani- 
cus,  Miantinomi,  Ousamiquin  and  later 
Masasoit,  Sassacus,  Aganemo,  Canan- 
chet,  Xinigret  and  Philip  of  Pokanoket. 
The  greatest  of  the  Sunck-scjuaws  were 
Wetnorno,  Wawalome,  Weunsquash  and 
Quiapen.  The  "Aboriginal  Remains"  of 
but  one  of  these  celebrated  Indians,  and

Dr.  Parsons  thus  describes  the  open- 
ing the  the  grave,  its  structure  and  the  re- 
lics which  were  found.  "Two  years  ago 
some  men  in  Charlestown,  R.  I.,  stimu- 
lated by  curiosity  as  they  say,  to  learn 
the  posture  of  deceased  Indians  in  their 
graves;  whether  it  be  horizontal,  or 
sitting,  proceeded  to  the  Sachems  burial 
ground  with  spades  and  crowbars  to 
open  one  of  the  graves.  They  began  at 
the  west  end  of  the  Sachems  ground,, 
where  first  commenced  in  the  cemetery. 
After  descending  four  iett,  they  came 
to  a  layer  of  large  flat  stones,  forming 
a  floor  or  covering  to  the  grave.  On 
raising  these  they  delved  about  four 
feet  more,  when  they  struck  a  metallic 
substance,  which  proved  to  be  a  large 
iron  pot,  of  capacity  to  hold  four  or  five 
gallons,  filled  with  other  iron  or  copper 
or  brass  veesels,  as  skillets,  numerous 
small  kettles  and  saucepans:  near  this 
was  a  brass  kettle  quite  as  capacious  as 
the  pot,  filled  with  glass  bottles,  pewter 
porringers  and  small  kettles.  Under  the 
larger  vessels  was  decayed  wood  in  the 
form  of  a  large  log  surrounded  with  an

iron  chain.  On  one  side  of  the  log  was 
a  pair  of  iron  hinges,  and  on  the  opposite 
side  a  padlock.  On  breaking  the  chain  the 
wood  was  easily  raised  with  the  hands, 
and  it  soon  appeared  that  the  log  had 
been  split  into  two  nearly  equal  halves; 
each  half  then  excavated  so  as  to  admit 
its  receiving  the  body  of  an  adult. 

"Over  the  remains  of  a  body,  as  it 
appeared  to  be,  was  a  robe  of  green 
silk,  and  upon  the  head  a  square  silk 
cloth.  From  this  there  descended  down 
to  the  sole  of  a  foot,  a  silver  chain, 
which,  was  there  made  fast  to  the  toe 
of  a  outside  copper  sole,  of  what  appears 
to  have  been  a  moccasin.  Inside  of  this 
moccasin  was  a  leather  sole,  exhibiting 
neat  workmanship,  and  indicating  a 
slender  and  delicately  formed  foot 
Around  the  waist  were  the  remains  of 
a  belt,  covered  with  wampumpeage  or 
Indian  coin,  made  of  sea  shells  and  re- 
sembling in  form  and  size  small  glass 
beads! 

"A  similar  article  ornamented  the  low- 
er part  of  the  nek.  above  which  was  a 
large  copper  necklace  and  bracelets  of 
wampumpeage  surrounding  the  arms.  On 
the  belt  that  surrounded  the  waist  were 
fastened  siller  brooches  as  ornaments, 
of  various  sizes  from  one  to  two  inches 
in  diameter.  At  the  wrrists  were  silver 
sleeve  buttons.  Two  coins  were  found, 
one  of  them  a  copper  English  farthing 
and  the  other  a  French  silver  half-livre, 
scarcely  at  all  worn  and  bearing  date 
1650,  letter  Ludovicus  X1IIL,  whose 
reign  began  1043. 

"The  letters  were  entirely  fresh  and 
their  wear  indicates  recent  coinage,  say 
from  five  to  ten  years,  and  show  the 
interment  to  have  been  about  1660.  In- 
side of  this  wooden  sarcophagus  were 
also  found  a  set  of  Dtuch  tablespoons, 
a  fork  and  some  Dutch  pipes,  made  of 
copper,  and  several  thimbles.  The 
amount  of  wampumpeage,  or  shell  beads 
was  very  large,  and  at  the  time  of  their 
interment  would  pass  as  legal  tender  for 
perhaps    ten    or    twenty    dollars,    three 
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black  beads  being  equal  to  an  English 
penny,  and  double  the  value  of  three 
white  ones.  One  glass  hermetically 
sealed  contains  a  fluid  resembling 
brandy.  Xo  degree  of  winter  frost  con- 
geals it. 

"The  only  articles  of  unquestionable 
Indian  manufacture  were  wampumpeage. 
and  stone  morter-pestles,  the  others  be- 
ing all  of  Dutch  origin,  excepting  the 
English  and  French  coins.  The  morter- 
pestles  were  used  to  pulverize  their 
corn  in  wooden  morters,  the  Indians  be- 
ing destitute  of  grinding  mills.  There 
were  many  other  articles,  and  fragments 
that  might  be  mentioned.  The  fine  state 
of  preservation  of  many  of  them  is  prob- 
ably attributed  to  the  manner  of  exca- 
vating the  sarcophagus,  or  log.  which 
was  done  by  heated  stones,  that  charred 
the  whole  cavity,  giving  it  an  antiseptic 
i  and  preservative  quality.

I  come  now  to  the  Second  Part,  of  my 
work  on  the  "Aboriginal  Remains  in 
Rhode  Island."  the  first  paper  of  which 
was  printed  in  Book  Notes,  v.  29,  No.  3. 
1  will  consider  first  the  Petition  sent 
Charles  the  Second,  the  King  of  England 
in  1680.  Mr.  Arnold  discovered  it  in 
the  British  State  Paper  Office  when  he 
was  gathering  materials  for  his  History 
of  Rhode  Island,  (v.  1,  p.  4603);  and 
had  a  copy  made  for  John  Carter  Brown 
Library.  From  it  I  have  made  three 
verbatim  extracts.  There  are  three 
forms  of  spelling  the  name  of  the  Queen, 
in  this  Petition  thus,  Weeounkhass,  We- 
unkash,  and  Weunquesh.  Mr.  Arnold 
uses  the  first  form  in  his  note.  The 
Queen  signed  the  Petition  with  her  mark 
"with  the  consent  of  her  Cotinsell,  John 
Babcock." 


"Our  father  Nenegrat  by  name  De- 
ceased before  the  war  was  fully  ended 
and  left  nice  as  Cheef  in  his  Room  un- 
till  my  younger  brother  did  come  to 
agge:  and  with  all  did  give  me  speciall 
commandment  to  be  true  and  faithful 
to  King  Charles."

Three  things  are  now  for  the  first  time 
made  clear  in  History.  The  time  of 
the  Death  of  Ninigret,  1776,  and  the 
time  Weunquesh  became  Queen,  in  1776. 
The  "war"  to  which  the  Queen  referred, 
was  "King  Philip's  War."  King  Philip 
was  shot  and  killed  by  one  of  his  own 
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This  mark  was  the  work  of  a  young 
Indian  woman.  It  is  of  peculiar  beau- 
ty, and  in  itself,  an  evidence  of  intellect- 
ual strength.  I  will  give  three  illus- 
trations verbatim  as  I  have  before 
stated. 

"Our  father  was  the  Great  and  Chief- 
c'st  Sachem  of  the  Nihantic  Countries." 


Tribe  in  the  latter  days  of  August,  1676; 
and  his  death  was  practically  the  end 
of  the  war.  In  September  1670,  Queen 
Weunquesh  appeared  at  a  Court,  held 
a:  Westerly,  then  a  town.  This  court 
consisted  of  John  Cranston,  then  Gov- 
ernor of  the  Colony  and  six  of  the  ten 
Assistants.  The  record  reads  as  fol- 
lows:   "The    Sunck    Squaw    Ninecrafts 
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Daughter    appearing'    in    this    court    and    | 
complaining  about  some  injury  done  her 
by  Herman  Garretts  claiming  part  of  her 
tends;    she    produced    some    writings    in 
Court     to     evince    her    complaint;     this 
court  do  order,  that   the   Secretary  take 
copies   thereof."    (R.    1.   Col.    Rec,   v.   3, 
p.  68.)     The  court  did  nothing.     It  was 
because   of   this   inaction    by   the    Rhode 
Island  court  that  Weunquesh  petitioned 
to   the   King   of   England.      The   mother 
of 'Weunquesh.     was    the     daughter    of 
Herman    Garrett;    hence    the   latter   was 
the  (/.rand- father  of  Queen  Weunquesh. 
On  this   foundation  Garrett's  claim  was 
founded.      The    King    in    Council,    sent 
the    case   to   the    Xarragansett    Commis- 
sioners,   who   on   the   20th    October,    re- 
ported thtrir  opinion   of  the  case    which 
was  in  these  words:  "We  find  that  Har- 
rnan    Garrett,    or    his    son    had    not    any 
right,  or  power  to  dispose  of  any  of  the 
lands,  the  same  having  been  beyond  the 
memory  of  man   possessed  by   Xinigret. 
the     other    Indians     acknowledging    the 
STune."  (R.  I.  Col.  Rec.  v.  3,  p.  144.)    The 
name  Weunquesh  does  not  appear  in  the 
Colony    Records.      This    appears.    i4The 
Suncksquaw  Xinecrafts  daughter  appear- 
ing in  court."    The  Rhode  Island  Court 


did    nothing,    but    Charles    the    Second, 
cleared   her  lands  at  once. 

In  my  former  article  I  gave  Dr.  Usher 
Parson's  account  but  I  omitted  this 
closing  paragraph,  "It  occured  to  me 
that  if  the  skeleton  in  the  next  grave 
answered  to  that  of  the  old  Sachem, 
her  father,  the  point  would  be  settled 
that  this  skeleton,  and  all  the  relics 
found  with  it  belonged  to  his  daughter 
Accordingly  with  some  pains  and  trouble. 
I  ha\e  in  obtaining  from  the  next  grave 
a  skull  and  other  bones  that  present  ex- 
actly the  appearance  we  might  expect  to 
see  in  the  skeleton  of  Xinigret.  the  Sach- 
em of  the  Xyantics.  The  bones  denote 
the  right  age.  viz,  over  seventy  years, 
as  decided  by  an  eminent  dentist  and 
ni^o  by  the  angle  of  the  lower  jaw.  The 
os-femoris  denotes  a  man  of  large  stat- 
ure, and  more  than  six  feet  high." 

There  is  a  note,  on  page  61.  of. this 
Historical  Magazine,  with  reference  to 
the  Parson's  account.  "On  the  evening 
of  the  7th  of  October,  1836,  by  Dr.  Ush- 
er Parsons  on  Indian  Graves  in  Rhode 
Tsland.  with  some  notices  of  Xinigret 
Sachem  of  the  Xyantics,  and  his  daugh- 
ter, who,  so  far  as  is  known  was  the 
only  Indian   ever  buried  in  a   Sarcopha- 
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gtis."  This  report  was  written  probably 
by  Edwin  M.  Stone.  I  take  no  stock 
in  him,  now ;  but  the  point  made  is 
positively  conclusive. 

I  come  now  to  the  second  history.  It 
is  taken  from  Tucker's  Historical  Sketch 
of  the  Town  of  Charlestown  in  Rhode 
Island  from  1636  to  1876.  pages  70-S3. 
h  was  published  in  1877.  fifteen  years 
after  the  Parson's  History.  There  are 
material  differences  between:  but  they 
are  not  fatal;  morover  Tucker  tells 
things  which  Parsons  either  did  not 
know,  or  suppressed  them.  The  Tucker 
article  is  entitled. 

Indian  Burying  Ground. 

About  one  mile  to  the  north-east  of 
Cross  Mills  and  nearly  the  same  dis- 
tance to  the  north  of  the  late  Gen.   To- 

Doct.  John  A.  Wilcox,  is  located  the 
ancient  burial  place  of  the  royal  family 
of  the  Narragansett  Indians.  It  is  on  a 
pleasant  elevation,  which  commands  an 
extensive  view  of  the  ocean  and  coun- 
try. There  is  a  little  pond  to  the  south 
of  if,  and  perhaps  within  eighty  rods 
or   the    famous  burying  ground.     There 


is  one  row  of  mounds  raised  above  the 
next,  where  Indian  tradition  identifies 
them  as  the  tombs  of  the  sachems,  great 
men.  and  their  families.  Many  of  the 
graves  are  very  lengthy.  The  hill  was 
formerly  covered  with  wood,  but  during 
the  great  gale  of  the  Sth  of  September 
1869,  some  of  it  was  prostrated  and  since 
then  Joseph  H.  and  George  W.  Cross, 
proprietors  of  the  land  (now  deceased), 
have  cut  oft  a  portion  of  the  timber. 
j  his  property  however,  was  recently  sold 
at  auction  to  Edward  T.  Burdick  and 
Benjamin  B.  Greene.  In  May,  1859,  an 
event  of  a  peculiar  nature  which  has  a 
direct  bearing  upon  this  subject  tran- 
spired in  this  town  (Charlestown.  R.  I.). 
and  it  may  with  propriety  be  mentioned 
here.  The  following  citizens,  Joshua  P. 
r->r,!  Charles  Cross.  George  F.  Babcock 
John  Congdon,  Asa  Xoyes.  Christopher 
I -.  Card,  Oliver  Fisk,  Samuel  Xoca  and 
Benoni  Henry,  who  formed  a  company 
of  nine  members,  repaired  to  the  noted 
Indian  Burying  Hill,  and  there  opened 
a  grave,  to  ascertain  in  what  manner  the 
Indians  buried  their  dead,  and  to  ob- 
tain, or  collect,  if  possible  a  few  of  the 
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relics  said  to  be  deposited  in  the  graves, 
as  it  was  customary  for  them  so  to  do. 
The  grave  which  they  opened  was  cov- 
ered with  large  flat  stones,  and  contained 
a  log  coflin.  Two  logs  were  split  open 
making  four  pieces;  these  pieces  served 
as  bottom,  sides  and  top  of  the  coffin ; 
and  were  firmly  bound  together  with 
iron  chains.  A  Brass  Kettle  was  found 
at  one  end  of  the  coffin,  and  an  iron 
kettle  at  the  other  end.  Quite  a  large 
collection  of  relics  were  taken  out  of  this 
grave  and  carried  to  the  village  at  Crows 
Mills,  whence  a  portion  of  them  were 
sent  to  Brown  University,  in  Providence, 
as  I  have  been  in  formed.  A  suit  was 
brought  against  these  men,  by  Henry 
Hazard,  John  Xoca  and  Gideon  Am- 
nions of  the  tribe,  for  opening  the  grave 
and  taking  therefrom  sundry  articles,  or, 
in  other  words  for  crime  and  misde- 
meanor against  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
Rhode  Island.  They  were  arraigned  be- 
fore Joseph  H.  Griffin,  Justice  of  the 
Peace,  examined,  and  held  to  answer 
therefor  before  the  Supreme  Court,  at 
Kingston,  where  they  were  duly  acquit- 


ted, and  exonerated  from  blame.  The 
Justice  court  over  which  Mr.  Griffin  pre- 
sided was  held  in  the  Ocean  Hou>e,  at 
Cross  Mills  for  the  special  occasion. 

Subsequently  Dr.  Parsons  of  Provi- 
dence opened  quite  a  number  of  graves, 
to  obtain  a  supply  for  a  repository  of 
scientific  curiosities.  Those  who  saw  his 
collection,  make  the  assertion  that  he  did 
not  accumulate  one-half  as  many  relics 
as  the  party  found  in  the  first  grave, 
against  whom  the  prosecution  was  di- 
rected. 

There  is  another  Indian  burying 
ground  on  Fort  Neck,  near  the  site  of 
the  old  Fort,  where  several  graves  are 
now  visible!  On  one  of  the  grave  stones, 
and  the  only  one  on  which  there  seems 
1o  be  any  letteis  is  uie  following  in- 
scription. Here  lies  the  body  of  George, 
the  son  of  Charles  Xinigret,  King  of 
the  Natives,  and  of  Hannah  his  wife, 
eked  December  the  22nd,  1732,  aged  6 
mo. 

The  Church  for  the  Niantic  Indians, 
built  of  stone  in  1859,  is  now  the  club 
house   of   the   Xinigret   Club.      There   is 
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come  interest  here  about   it.   beause  the 

c'hib  is  largely  composed  of  leading  men 
here  in  Providence. 

The  Church  is  within  a  short  distance 
of  the  Grave  of  the  Indian  Queen  \Ve- 
unquesh.  First,  I  will  give  the  Indian 
succession,  following  Elisha  R.  Potter. 
(Early  Hist.  Xarragansctt.  p.  99.)  "On 
Xinigret's  death  the  firs'-  named  daugh- 
ter succeeded  him,  and  the  ceremonies  of 
her  inauguration  took  place  on  the  hill 
Chemunganock.  Upon  her  death  she 
was  succeeded  by  her  brother  Ninigret, 
or  her  half  brother  of  the  same  name; 
the  last  one  died  in  1722.  He  was  suc- 
ceeded by  his  son,  Charles  Augustus, 
"vho  died  about  1727.  The  young  Sach- 
em, Xinigret,  who  died  in  1722,  had 
s=ked  the  General  Assembly  to  permit 
him  to  give  twenty  acres  of  land  for  a 
church.  (R.  I.  Col.  Rec.  5,  p.  182.)  But 
nothing  came  from  it  until  five  years 
after  the  death  of  the  second  young  Sa- 
chem Ninigret.  At  the  October  session, 
1727,  the  General  Assembly  passed  this 
Preamble:  "This  Assembly  being  in- 
formed that  some  persons  have  spread 
a  report  tending  to  the  prejudice  oi  the 
present  Constitution  of  this  government, 
viz;   that  the   General   Assemble  of  this 


government  is  against  the  settling  of  a 
church  by  any  persons  wnatsoever,  m 
the  township  of  Wester!}-;  (Char'estown 
was  set  Off  in  1735),  which  is  false  and 
groundless."  Then  followed  this  law:  "It 
is  enacted  and  declared  by  the  General 
Assembly  of  this  Colony  that  ten  or 
twenty  acres  of  Land  be  laid  out  in  the 
town  of  Westerly,  out  of  the  land  of 
Xinigrct  (he  desiring  the  same),  for  the 
erecting  thereon  of  a  house  for  worship 
according  to  the  form  of  the  Church  of 
England,  or  for  erecting  a  meeting 
house  thereon  (he  desiring  it),  for  the 
use  of  any  other  society,  or  societies; 
and  the  trustees  that  are,  or  shall  be  ap- 
pointed to  manage  Xinigret's  affairs  by 
the  government,  to  lay  it  out  where  they 
shall  think  it  most  convenient  for-  a 
church,  or  meeting  house  upon  said  Xini- 
gret's request."  ( R.  I.  Col.  Rec.  v.  1, 
p.  396-397.)  But  nothing  came  from  this. 
Charles  Augustus,  was  ultimately  suc- 
ceeded by  his  brother  George,  in  1735. 
In  June.  1745,  this  George,  then  Chief 
Sachem  "did  represent  to  this  General 
Assembly"  that  his  late  brother  Charles, 
who  was  Sachem  did  in  his  life  time 
give  Twenty  acres  of  land  as  a  gift  to, 
and   for,    the    Church     of     England    in 
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Charkstown ;  but  his  brother  dying  be- 
fore lie  had  made  and  executed  a  deed 
for  the  same,  the  said  George.  Xinigret 
therefor  requested  leave  of  the  General 
Assembly  that  he  might  be  a  proper 
Deed  for  that  purpose,  establish  said 
twenty  acres  to,  and  for  said  Church. 
<R.  I.  Col.  Rec.  5,  p.  122.)  George  Xini- 
gret, then  the  Sachem,  on  the  14th  of 
January  executed  the  Deed.  (Tucker's 
Hist.  Charlestown.  p.  64.)  The  first  old 
Indian  Church  was  built  in  1749-50.  It 
stood  for  more  than  a  century ;  the 
present  Stone  Church  was  built  in  1850. 
Its  size  is  28x40.  and  twelve  feet  high. 

The  trickery  and  rascality  of  the  En- 
g'ish  settlers  in  getting  this  land  out  of 
their  possession  at  Xiantic  was  never 
surpassed  in  Rhode  Island.  Just  read 
Pages  222,  223,  R.  J.  Col.  Rec,  v.  5,  in 
case  you  desire  a  specimen.  If  that 
does  not  satiate,  I  can  give  you  another 
twice  as  bad. 

The  portrait  which  accompanies  this 
article,  is  of  Xinigret,  the  First  Great 
Sachem  of  the  Niantics;  one  of  the 
Greatest  Sachems  ever  known  to  the 
English.  It  is  claimed  to  have  been 
painted  in  1647,  and  produced  at 
Xew  York  by  the  descendants  of 
Gov.  John  YYinlhrop,  Jr.,  with  the  in- 
teresting tradition  that  the  life  of  their 
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ancestor    was    once    saved    by    Xinigret. 
This   can   be    found   in    Savage's   I'M.   of 
Winthfop's  Journal,  1825-6,  note  308;  and 
also  in  Potter's  Hist.  Narragansett  under 
the  date  August  3,  1647.    John  Winthrop, 
Jr..  was  Governor  of  Connecticut,  at  the 
time,  living  in   New   London,  and.   Xini- 
gret  lived  but  a  short  distance,  eastward. 
Potter  did  not  make  the   statement;   he 
merely  quoted   it   from  Winthrop's   His- 
tory,   Savage's    edition   of    iS2.5.      There 
are    two    statements    made    by    the    New 
York  Winthrop's  to  Savage.     One  is  the 
date   of   the    Portrait/  to   wit,    1647;    the 
other   is   that   "the  life  of   our  ancestor, 
Gov.  John  Winthrop  of  the  Mass.  Bay. 
was    once    saved   by   Xinigret."      Savage 
says  in  a  note  that  it  is  tradition.     There 
was  not  a  word  of  truth  in  the  statement. 
i'Ottci    copieci  it,  uiinM.m   loiiowed  Pot- 
ter so  that  now  everybody  writes  it  1647. 
1   am  going  to  awaken  inquiry.     On  the 
1  ith  of  July.  1637,  Roger  Williams  wrote 
a   letter   to   Gov.   John   Winthrop.   intro- 
ducing the  bearer  as  Juanemo.    Williams 
continues,    "This   Juanemo    is   a    notable 
Instrument  among  the  Indians."     A  few 
days   later,    Winthrop   wrote   a    letter   to 
Williams  and  sent  it  by  Ayanemo.     In  it 
Gov.  Winthrop  says:  "He  (the  Sachem), 
made     divers     propositions.      The    next 
morning  he  offered  all  that  we  desired." 
He    closes    with    this    remarkable    para- 
graph,    "lie  was  lovingly  dismissed  with 
some  small   things  given  them,  meaning 
his    companions.''      (Potter's    Xarragan- 
sett,  p.  25),  taken  from  Winthrop.     For 
their   letters    see    (Xarr.    Club.    ed.    Wil- 
liams   Letters,   pages   45-48.)      I   believe 
the  portrait  was  the  result  of  this  visit. 

Several  of  the  Pequots  had  fled  down 
into  the  Xiantick  country,  where  Xine- 
gret  was  Sachem.  This  chief  was  desir- 
ous to  shield  them  from  destruction,  and 
at  the  same  time  be  at  peace  with  the 
English.  He  therefore  came  to  Boston 
with  seventeen  of  his  men.  bringing  a 
present  of  ten  fathoms  of  wampum.  The 
authorities  refused  to  treat  with  him 
unless  he  would  now  agree  to  give  up  to 
the    Pequots.      He    at    first    declined    the 


proposition,  but  the  next  day  he  sub- 
mitted to  it.  His  present  was  then  re- 
ceived, but  lie  was  referred  to  the  com- 
manders of  the  army  at  Pequot  to  treat 
further;  for  which  purpose  instructions 
were  sent  .to  them  by  Xinegrct.  Then 
"he  was  lovingly  dismissed,  with  some 
small  things  given  him."  (Drake's  His- 
torv  of  Antiquities  of  Boston,  1856,  p. 
215.) 

Drake  has  inserted  this  portrait  in  his 
book  at  the  period  1637,  which  indicates 
that  he  believed  that  was  the  correct 
date. 

This  is  the  first  time  this  portrait  has 
ever  been  reproduced.

JttNlGRET. 


The  following  letter  was  written  to  me 
by  George  C.  Cross,  Esq.,  Town  Clerk  of 
Charlestown.  It  is  of  historic  value,  and 
when  clearly  understood  is  most  inter- 
esting. 

"I  have  seen  Mr.  Asa  X'oyes,  the  sole 
survivor  of  the  party  who  opened  the 
grave  at  Indian  Burial  Hill  in  this  town. 
i  lis  memory  is  quite  good  and  he  gave 
me  a  list  so  far  as  he  can  remember,  ot 
what  was  found  in  the  grave.  At  one 
end  of  the  grave  was  an  iron  kettle  full 
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o*  a  substance  resembling  tar.  at  the 
other  end  was  a  brass  kettle.  A  stone 
pestle  about  two  feet  long-,  with  a  pro- 
file cut  in  it.  Twenty-six  glass  bottles 
ranging  in  capacity  from  one  ounce  to 
one  quart  and  of  unusual  shape.  Fve 
skillets  with  handles,  one  handle  about 
five  feet  long,,  all  made  of  a  composition 
like  bell  metal.  A  rattle  box.  Pair  of 
gold  earrings  from  the  position  in  which 
•  hey  were  found  were  undoubtedly  in 
the  ears  of  the  person  when  buried.  A 
large  cushion  of  silk  covered  with  beads 
of  all  sizes.  Some  old  copper  coins.  A 
glass  hat  with  a  rosette  on  the  side.  A 
hatchet.  A  silver  chain  about  five  feet 
long.  The  hod}'  was  apparently  buried 
m  a  green  silk  dress.  There  were  some 
<.tber  small  articles.1  but  he  could  not 
remember  them  all."

Account    of   Wampum  -  peague, 
the  Indian  Money  of  the 
Nar  rag  an  setts. 


When  the  Englishmen  came  to  dwell 
on  these  Rhode  Island  lands,  they  found 
m  use  among  the  Indians  an  article  made 
from  shells,  which  the  Indians  used  in 
exchange  tor  tilings,  among  themselves. 
This  article  was  of  two  colors,  white, 
which  the  Indians  called  wampum,  and 
hi ack,  or  blue,  which  they  called  suckau- 
hock.  The  Englishmen  soon  found  an- 
other name  under  which,  he  designated 
either  color,  thus  peag,  or  peage,  or 
peague.  Whence  the  Englishman  ob- 
tained this  name,  is  doubtful:  possibly 
it  may  be  a  corruption  of  the  word 
poquauhock.  a  shell  fish,  the  name  of 
which  we  have  now  shortened  to  qua- 
hang;  for,  "broken  out  neere  the  eyes" 
of  the  shell  of  this  fish,  was  the  part 
used  by  the  Indian  for  the  making  of 
their  "black"  peague.  Practically  all  that 
is  known  about  this  singular  circulating 
medium  has  been  told  us  by  Roger  Wil- 
liams. Whoever  writes  upon  the  subject 
must  follow  him;  and  nobody  will  ever 
write  more  quaint,  or  more  entertaining 
account  than  Mr.  Williams  wrote.  The 
authority  then,  for  all  that  immediately 
follows,  will  be  Mr.  Williams',  and 
whenever  his  own  words  can  be  prop- 
erly used,  they  will  be  used,  but  with 
quotation    marks. 

The  Indian  had  no  knowledge  of  tin- 
English  coin,  nor  had  they  a  word 
equivalent  to  the  English  word,  money  ;

they  at  once  made  a  word,  half  Indian, 


and  half  English,  to  represent  it,  thus, 
'moneash."  Then,  continues  Mr.  Wil- 
liams, "their  owne  is  of  two  sorts;  one 
white,  which  they  make  of  the  stem,  or 
stocke.  of  the  periwinkle  which  they  call 
metauhock,  when  all  the  shell  is  broken 
o'ri ;  and  of  tins  sort  six  of  their  small 
bccxdo,  which  thev  make  with  holes  to 
string  (into)  bracelets,  are  current  with 
the  English  for  a  penny;  the  second  is 
black,  inclining  to  blew,  which,  is  made 
of  the  shell  of  a  fish  (called  by  them) 
poquauhock:  and  of  this  sort  three 
make  an  English  penny."'*  Thus 
wampum.  that  is  white  peague. 
was  worth.  and  passed  currently, 
for  exactly  one-half  the  value  at 
which  the  black  peague  passed.  This 
ratio  was  not  materially  changed  until 
the  thing  became  a  "commodity."  For 
several  years  (until  about  1070)  the 
English  also  used  this  money;  lands 
were  not  thus  paid  for  among  the  Eng- 
lish. In  fact.  lands  were  not  then  sold 
as  now  we  sell ;  the  fee  simple  had  not 
been  discovered.  But  the  Indians  were 
paid  for  their  lands  in  their  own  "coin" 
Thus  the  lands  of  Warwick,  then  in- 
cluding what  is  now  Coventry,  were 
bought  by  Mr.  Gorton,  and  eleven  of  his 
friends,  for  "one  hundred  and  forty- 
four  fathum  of  wampum-peagtie ."  The 
meaning  of  this  word  fathom  will  pres- 
ently appear.  Mr.  William?  continues. 
•'The\'  that  live  upon  the  sea  side  gen- 
erally make  of  it  and  as  man)'  as  wil 
Hence  the  Xarragansetts  wen 
makers  of  peague,  beo  >i  1 
the  natural  advantage  which  then  i; 
on   the  shores  of  the  Narragansett   Ba? 
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gave  to  them,  the  waters  of  which 
readied  so  far  into  the  heart  of  New 
England,    and    toward      Northern      Xew 

York.  From  these  regions  "The  Indiana 
bring  downe  all  their  sorts  of  furres 
which  they  take  in  the  country,  both  to 
the  Indians  and  to  the  English,  for  this 
Indian  money;  this  money  fi:fe  English, 
French  and  Dutch  trade  to  the  Indians. 
six  hundred  miles,  in  several  parts, 
North,  and  South,  from  Xew  England 
lor  their  furres.  and  whatsoever  they 
stand  in  need  of  from  them,  as  corne. 
venison,  etc.*'  The  Indian  had  no 
knowledge  of  arithmetic,  nevertheless 
had  an  unwritten  table  of  moneys. 
made,  doubtless,  after  the  English  came. 
Here  are  some  specimens  taken  from 
Mr.  Williams:  Nquittcn:  pscat,  equal  to 
1  penny:  quttauatu,  equal  to  6  pence; 
qiuckquamscat,  equal  to  12  pence,  or  1 
shilling:  5  piuckuaumscat.  or  10  qnt- 
tauatues.  equals  one  qiuckquat.  "This 
piuckquat  being  sixtie  pence  they  call 
nquittompeg.  that  is  one  fathom  equal 
to  five  shillings."  Warwick,  including 
Coventry,  cost  as  herein  stated  144 
fathoms  of  wampum-peague,  which  we 
can     now   easly     calculate     in     English 


money.  36  pounds  sterling.  "'Concerning 
this  'fathom'  of  their  stringed  money 
now  (1643)  worth  oi  the  English  but 
live    shillings    (sometimes    more)    some 

few  years  since  was  worth  nine,  and 
sometimes  ten  shillings  per  fathom;  the 
fail  (decline  in  value)  is  occasioned  by 
the  fall  (in  value)  of  beaver  (skins)  in 
England."  Such  an  operation  oi  the 
natural  laws  of  trade  was  entirely  in- 
comprehensible to  the  Indians.  Mr. 
Williams  says.  "1  have  labored  to  make 
them  understand  the  reason  of  it."  but 
they  could  not  understand  ''why  for 
English  commodities  they  pay  so  much 
more  of  their  money,"  and  they  "say 
tlie  English  cheat,  or  deceive  them."  A 
precisely  similar  condition  existed  cou- 
ccruiiig,  silver  in  tut  senate  in  1893, 
when  Jones,  Peffer,  Teller  and  Colquitt, 
played  the  part   of  the   barbarians. 

Before  the  coming  of  the  English  the 
Indians  "made  shift  to  bore  their  shell 
money  with  stone:"  but  the  English 
brought  them  awl  blades,  as  Mr.  Wil- 
liams calls  them,  which  the  Indians 
named  Puckwhegansh.  these  blades,  or 
aiws,  were  of  the  greatest  value  to  the 
Indians.     In  a  letter  written  in  1G49  Mr. 
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Williams  informs  John  Wirithrop,  Jr., 
that  he  (Williams)  gave  the  Indian 
messenger  six  "awl-blades"'  to  carry  the 
letter  to  Ninegret  and  he  was  to  have 
six  more,  for  carrying  the  letter  from 
Xinegret  to  Winthrop.  The  distance 
covered  was  about,   fifty  miles. 

There  was  another  great  use  of  wam- 
pum mentioned  by  Mr.  Williams;  it  was 
in  the  making  of  girdles,  necklaces,  belts 
or  scarfs,  as  we  now  call  such  things. 
"They  hang  these  strings  of  money 
about  their  necks  and  wrist;  as  also 
upon  the  necks  and  wrists  of  their  chil- 
dren ;  a  girdle  which  they  make  curious- 
ly of  one,  two,  three,  foure.  '  or  five 
inches  thickness  (width)  and  more 
of  this  money  which  sometimes 
to  the  value  of  ten  pounds, 
or  more,  they  wear  about  their  middle, 
and  as  a  scarf  about  their  shoulders  and 
breasts."  The  most  celebrated  of  these 
belts  in  Xew  England  history,  are  those 
captured  when  Annawon  was  taken  by 
Capt.  Church,  after  the  death  of  King 
Philip,  August  12.  1676.  Capt.  Church 
thus  describes  them :  "Then  Annawon, 
opening   his    pack,    pulled    out      Phillip's 


|  belt  curiously  wrought  with  wampum, 
!  being  nine  inches  broad  wrought  with 
!  black  and  white  wampum  in  various 
'   figures,   and    flowers,   and     pictures     of 

1  many  birds,  and  beasts;  this  when 
!  hanged  upon  Capt.  Church's  shoulders 
reached  his  ancles;  and  another  belt  of 
wampum  wrought  after  the  former 
I  manner  which  Philip  was  wont  to  put

'  back  part,  which  hung  down  his  back; 
[  and  another  small  belt  with  a  star  upon 
j  the  end  of  it  which  he  used  to  hang  on 
;  his  breast  ;  and  these  were  all  edged 
j  with  red  hair,  got  as  Annawon  said  in 
'  the  Mohock's  country." 
i    (Church's   Indian   Wars,   1827,  p.   141. ) 

Concerning  such  things  Mr.  Williams 

I    says,   "Yea   the   Princes  make   rich  caps 

I    and   aprons,  or  small    breeches   of   their 

•    beads   thus    curiously   strung   into    many 

|    forms  and  figures,  their  black  and  white 

|    finely    mixt    together."    Thus,    with    the 

j    assistance  of  Mr.  Williams,  can  be  given 

j    an   account   of   wampum,   or   the   India?! 

money  so  far  as  relates  to  the  origin  of 

it,  and  to  its  use  among  the  Indians.  It 

only   remains  to   show  how  the   English 
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settlers  used  it,  and  what   ultimately  be- 
came of     it.       Mr.     Williams'     account  | 
closes  practically  with  the  rear  1643.  He  ; 
states   that   a   material   decline      ( 50  per 
cent.)   had  taken  place  by  thai  time,  and 
it  continued  to  decline. 

In    May.    164!),   the   General    Assembly 
found    it   necessary   to    fix  a      rate      for 
black  peague;  the  use  here  of  the  term 
"black"   indicates  that  in   common   prac- 
tice  then,   there   was    a   "white"    peague. 
In  other  words,  that  the  word  "peague" 
did   not   mean   specifically,   black  money. 
The    rate    was    hxed    in    this    form:    "If 
any   shall   take  black   peague    from     the 
Indians    under    four   a   penny,   he      shall 
forfeit  the  said  peague,  one-half  to  the 
informer,   the   other  half   to   the    State." 
(.Q0l  pec    y  r    217.)   The  relative  value 
between  peague,  and  English  silver,  con-  j 
tinned  changing,  the  peague  declining,  or  i 
being  at  a  discount,  or  as  we  now  write  t 
it.   there   was  a  premium  on   silver.     Bi-  j 
metalism   began   thus   early    to   play   sad  j 
tricks   with    men.      This    rate    was    hxed   | 
because    the    Massachusetts    Colon}'    had 
just  fixed  such  a  rate,  and  asked  Rhode 
Island  to  "follow  suit." 


The  decline  continued,  as  is  shown  in 
a  provision  incorporated  into  a  liquor 
law.  enacted  in  May,  1055.  thus:  "it  is 
farther  agreed  that  what  liquors  are  re- 
tayned  in  this  Colonic,  shall  not  be  sold 
to  exceed  four  shillings  a  quart,  at 
peague  six  per  pennie."  (Col.  Rcc.  1,  p. 
308.) 

In  165S,  so  great  had  this  shrinkage 
hecome.  that  the  General  Assemhly 
found  it  necessary  to  make  a  new  rate 
at  which  it  was  to  he  taken  ;  it  was  in 
fact  a  legal  tender.  This  was  the  law  : 
"and  further  seeing  that  peague  is  fal- 
len at  soe  low  a  rate  it  is  ordered  that 
from  and  after  the  25th  of  December 
next  (it  was  then  Nov.  2nd)  all  fines, 
rates,  (taxes)  fees,  damages,  and  cost? 
of  court  in  actions,  shall  be  accounted 
and  payd  in  peague  at  eight  per  penny, 
white,  or  in  other  pay  equivalent."  (Col. 
Rec.  1,  p.  400.)  Matters  continued  to 
grow  worse,  so  the  General  Assembly 
met  in  May  1662  and  enacted  this  law 
"vpon  the  consideration  that  peague  is 
fallen  to  so  loe  a  rattc,  and  it  cannot  but 
bee  judged  that  it  is  but  a  commodity, 
and  that  it  is  vnreasonable  that  it  should 
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be  forced  vpon  any  man:  it  is  therefore 
ordered  that  henceforth  from  the  time 
this  order  shall  stand  and  bee  in  force 
according  to  order,  that  all  fines,  rates. 
(taxes)  fees,  damages,  and  cost  of  court 
in  all  actions  shall  bee  accounted  and 
payd  in  currant  pay  according  to  mar- 
chants  pay;  or  as  pay  doth  pass  betwixt 
man,  and  man,  at  money  price." 

There  was  a  rate,  fixed  by  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  in  May  1659,  winch  is 
mentioned  by  Mr.  W.  B.  Weeden  in  his 
essay  on  Indian  money  (p.  29)  which 
shows  an  apparent  appreciation  in  the 
value  of  peague.  The  statement  is,  that 
in  the  payment  of  court  fees,  in  165S, 
the  rate  was  at  eight  a  penny,  and  in 
1659.  at  six  a  penny.  This  is  an  error;  by 
examining  the  authority  to  which  Mr. 
Weeden  refers,  to  wit  (Col.  Rec.  1.  p. 
412)  practically  this  state  of  facts  will 
appear;  the  case  was,  in  fixing  the  pun- 
ishment of  an  Indian  for  stealing,  thus : 
"If  any  Indian  take  away  the  goods, 
monies,  cattell,  or  other  things  that 
amount  to  the  vallew  of  twenty  shillings 
or  more,  accordinge  to  white  peague.  six 
a  penny,  said  Indian  shall  be  apprehend- 
ed, brought  to  tryall  and  beinge  con- 
victed and  not  presently  able  to  pay,  and 


discharge  all  damage,  shall  be  sotild  as  a 
slave  to  any  foraigne  country  of  Eny 
Hsh  subjects."  Thus  it  will  be  seen  that 
in  estimating  the  damage  the  rate 
was  eight  a  penny.  The  law 
of  165S  was  not  changed  in  this  re- 
spect; thus  the  decline  of  peague  was 
continuous.  Whether  the  rate  which  Mr. 
Weeden  gives  (page  29)  at  sixteen  a 
penny  in  1670,  under  an  Act  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  was  the  ruling  rate,  or 
not,  is  more  than  doubtful;  the  case  was 
that  of  Quinapin,  an  Indian  of  much 
prominence,  who  being  in  prison  for 
some  punishment,  on  the  night  of  the 
26th  of  December  1070  "brocke  the 
prison."  in  company  with  an  Englishman 
named  John  Carr,  at  Newport,  and 
escaped  into  the  Xarragansett  country. 
The  General  Assembly  resolved  that  "it 
is  thought  good  to  mittigate  somewhat  of 
the  riggor  that  might  be  vsed  against 
Quinapin,  in  hopes  of  his  future  refor- 
mation, and  good  behavior,  in.  case  hee 
pay,  or  cause  to  be  payd  to  Thomas 
Flounders  fifteen  pound  in  peague  at  the 
rate  of  sixteen  a  penny,  his  other  ex- 
travagant carriage  will  be  past  by." 
Quinapin  never  settled  this  judgment. 
In  1075  he  purchased  the  celebrated  cap- 
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tire  Mrs.  Mary  Rowlandson,  and  after- 
ward surrendered  her  to  her  friends,  the 
English,  through  the  Governor  of  Rhode 
Island.  He  .was  afterward  captured, 
tried  by  court-martial  at  Newport  on  the 
24th  of  August  1676,  and  shot  the  next 
day.  That  these  rates  were  erratic,  and 
fixed  by  the  General  Assembly,  or  by 
parties,  for  special  cases,  is  clear  from  an 
entry  in  R.  I.  Col.  Rec.  V.  2,  p.  270  where 
a  settlement  was  mode  with  Ninegret,  by 
the  Long  Island  Indians,  in  1669,  a  year 
before  the  rate  sixteen  a  penny  was 
made,  in  "white  peague  at  six  per  penny." 
.My  point  is  that  the  decline  of  peague 
was  continuous,  until  its  extinction,  as 
an  equivalent  for  debts  or  payments  of 
any  kind.  The  General  Assembly  could 
easily  increase  a  man's  fine  by  lowering 
the  value  of  the  peague  in  which  the  man 
was  to  pay  the  fine.  .This  Quiriapin  case 
is  a  fine  illustration  of  such  an  act. 

It  is  clear  from  these  old  chronicles 
that  the  Indians  had  no  banks,  save  only 
clam  banks;  nevertheless  these  seem  to 
have  been  quite  as  servicable,  even  more 
serviceable ;  they  seem  to  have  had 
"clearings"  for  they  planted  corn;  hence 
"clearings"  were  discovered  in  Xew 
England  before  banks  were  invented. 
Having  no  banks,  or  other  secure  places 
of  deposit  for  his  surplus  wealth  it  be- 
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came  a  question  of  curiosity  how  he 
guarded  this  wealth.  The  belts,  or  gir- 
dles, or  other  similar  things  explain  it,  in 
a  measure;  but  there  is  a  paragraph  in 
Mrs.  Rowlandsori's  narrative  of  her  cap- 
tivity, which  fully  explains  it;  she  relates 
that  on  one  occasion  her  master,  the  very 
Quinapin  of  whom  we  have  above  writ- 
ten came  forth  from  his  wigwam,  with 
his  money  dangling  about  his  knees.  He 
carried  his  wealth  about  him  wherever  he 
went,  and  his  tomahawk  defended  it; 
whenever  he  preferred  to  pay  for  a  pig, 
than  steal  it;  he  cut  from  his  belt  a 
fathom  or  two  of  wampum;  Scott  relates 
a  similar  financial  system,  in  Quentin 
Durward,  Quentin' s  uncle.  Le  Balafre, 
an  archer  in  the  famous  Scottish  Guard 
of  Louis  XI.  carried  his  entire  wealth  in 
a  massive  gold  chain  about  his  neck  and 
whenever  he  paid  for  a  pater  noster,  or 
other  valuable  property,  he  wrenched 
with  his  teeth,  a  link  or  two  from  this 
chain  of  gold. 


I     500,  501,  502 — by  an  accident  I  laid  them 
!     aside  but  forgot  to  use  them. 


Mr.  Henry  C.  Dexter,  of  Central  Falls, 
R.  T.t  points  out  a  serious  blunder  made 
by  myself  on  the  article,  on  Ninigret  of 
the  17th  of  February  I  said  : 

"The  Church  for  the  Xiantic  Indians, 
built  of  stone  in  1859,  is  now  the  club 
house  of  the  Xinigret  Club."  He  thus 
explains  the  error,  "the  last  paragraph  on 
page  28  edition  of  February  17th,  wish 
to  correct  by  stating  that  the  Xinigret 
Country  Club  occupies  the  original 
wooden  building  which  was  built  by  some 
English  church  or  religious  society  for 
the  propagation  of  the  gospel  in 
foreign  parts;  as  I  understand  the  deed 
read;  it  was  afterwards  used  as  a  school 
house  for  the  Indians,  long  since  aban- 
doned however,  the  stone  church  a  short 
distance  away,  built  in  1859.  the  date  is 
plainly  marked  on  the  large  building- 
stones,  is  used  now  for  religious  pur- 
poses about  once  a  month  in  good 
weather."  For  the  real  records  of  action 
by  the  General  Assembly  on  these  mat- 
ters, covering  the  years  1727-17:55  see 
(R.  I.  Col.  Rec.  v.  4,  pages  396,  397.  451, 


Macmillan  &  Co.,  Publishers,  in  Lon- 
don, England,  have  recently  published  a 
little  book,  which  will  be  of  acute  inter- 
est to  all  thinking  men  in  Rhode  Is- 
land, and  in  truth,  to  all  thoughtful  men 
in  Xew  England  The  name  of  the. 
book  is  "The  Referendum  Among  the 
English;"  a  manual  of  "Submissions  to 
the  People"  in  the  American  States. 
The  author  of  the  book  is  Samuel  Rob- 
ertson Honey.  The  humble  gentleman 
was  a  resident  for  years  of  Newport,  R. 
I.,  aud  held  high  political  positions 
here.  His  essay  opens  with  an  elaborate 
recount,  now  for  the  first  time  given,  of 
the  work  of  the  Referendum  in  the 
English  Colonies  of  Xew  England,  be- 
ginning with  Massachusetts,  and  her 
Bill  of  Rights  of  1780,  with  its  splendid 
Declaration,  "The  people  of  this  Com- 
monwealth have  the  sole  and  exclusive 
right  of  governing  themselves,  all  power 
residing  originally  in  the  People,  and 
being  derived  from  them.  The  People 
have  an  incontestable,  inalienable,  and 
indefeatable  right  to  institute  govern- 
ment, and  to  reform,  alter,  or  totally 
change  the  same."  The  learned  gentle- 
man says,  "Herein  lies  the  whole  story 
of  American   Democracy." 

He  follows  with  the  Referendum  work 
in  New  Hampshire;  and  in  Connecticut: 
closing  practically  with  Rhode  Island. 
His  chapter  on  this  last  State  is  heroic 
truth  ;  it  touches  things  of  which  feu- 
men  even  in  Rhode  Island  have  ever 
heard,  and  states  them  so  well,  and  so 
thoroughly,  that  their  value,  in  a  histor- 
ical sense,  to  all  thoughtful  men  here 
has.  never  been  surpassed.  The  price  of 
the  little  book  I  do  not  yet  know;  but 
I  will  mention  it  in  the  next  coming 
Book  Notes,  in  which  I  will  give  a  care- 
ful analysis  of  the.  learned  gentleman's 
Rhode  Island  Chapter,  the  scope  of 
which  few  of  us  understand. 

This  little  Post  Card,  came  to  me 
promptly  from  a  friend  of  many  years;

The   Famous   Indian    Chief   Wallopo- 

LOOLA. 


An  important  archaeological  discovery 
in  Indian  History  was  announced  in  the 
Evening  Bulletin  of  February,  8,  1012. 
At  least  that  was  the  heading  of  the 
article.  I  will  reprint  the  chief  points  in 
the  valuable  paper. — "On  Prudence  Is- 
land last  week  resulted  in  the  find- 
ing by  William  A.  Smith  of  the  an- 
cient council  seat  of  the  famous  Indian 
chief  Wallopaloola,  once  the  Sachem  of 
Prudence.  Conanicut  and  all  the  smaller 
islands  of  the  bay. 

Last  Saturday  William  was  out  in  the 
woods  in  search  of  rotundoxica  bark,  a 
product  now  very  scarce  on  the  island, 
but  which  is  used  in  several  of  the  reme 
dies  for  obesity  and  brings  a  high  price. 
A  little  back  of  the  schoolhouse  is  a 
swamp  known  as  the  "Crow  Roost," 
which  on  account  of  its  excessively  miry 
character  and  the  comparatively  warm 
springs  which  feed  it.  rarely  is  frozen 
over,  is  believed  never  to  have  been  pene- 
trated by  white  men.  There  has  always 
been  a  tradition  on  the  island,  however 
that  Wallopaloola  once  held  his  councils 
in  the  fastnesses  of  this  swamp 

After  working  his  way  for  some  dis- 
tance through  the  jungle  of  underbrush, 
he  came  upon  an  open  space  of  consid- 
erably higher  ground,  and  in.  its  centre 
was  a  rough  stone  seat,  which,  beyond 
all  doubt  was  the  old  chief's  council 
chair.  Ranged  in  a  semi-circle  around 
it  were  12  rocks,  each  about  the  height 
of  an  ordinary  stool,  which  were  doubt- 
less the  seats  of  the  Honorable  Council 
of  12.     The  old  chief's  throne  is  an  ex- 


ceedingly rough  affair,  but  still  shows 
unmistakable  evidence  of  having  been 
fashioned  in  some  slight  measure,  by  the 
act  of  man.  The  scat  is  so  large  that 
if  Wallopaloola  fitted  it.  and  the  rest  of 
him  was  in  due  proportion,  he  must  have 
been  of  gigantic  size.  This  would  seem 
to  explain  the  phrase  used  en  the  islands 
and.  perhaps,  to  some  extent,  elsewhere. 
'There  with  the  Wallop.'  " 

It  is  a  real  pleasure  to  see  the  Bulle- 
tin so  willing  to  print,  for  nothing,  in  re- 
muneration, everything  which  everybody 
wants  I  have  myself  suffered  from  the 
former  tightness;  and  it  is  that,  which 
has  led  me  to  read  with  delight  this  in- 
structive paper.  There  are  a  few  dis- 
crepencies  in  it  which  I  will  note. 

1st.  There  was  never  a  Sachem  of 
Prudence,  Conanicut  and  all  the  other 
islands  of  the  Bay  They  were  all  lands 
of  the  Xarragansetts,  and  Canonicus 
and  Miantonomi  were  the  only  sachems 
of  all  these  lands. 

2nd.  "'Rotundoxica,"  the  Bark  of 
which  "wipes  out  obesity."  The  Bark  of 
a  dog  will  do  it  just  the  same.  Rotund 
means  round,  but  what  "oxica,"  means, 
is  too  much  for  my  seventeen  diction- 
aries. 

3rd.  "Crow  Roost  Swamp."  Who 
ever  heard  of  crows  roosting  in 
swamps. 

4th.  "This  wonderful  Swamp  is  be- 
lieved never  to  have  been  penetrated  by 
white  men."  Roger  Williams  was  all 
over  it. 

5th.  Wallopaloola,  "the  Historic  Sa- 
chem," once  held  his  councils  in  the 
''fastnesses"  of  tin's  swamp." 

6th.     There  was  never  an   Indian  Sa- 
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chem  named  Wallopaloola,  on  Prudence 
Island,  or  anywhere  else. 

7th.  A  swamp  is  not  a  "fastness."  A 
fastness,  is  a  Fort,  or  a  PWtress.  on  a 
mountain  stronghold,  for  defence. 

Sth.  There  is  nothing  in  Botany 
named  Rotundoxica.  There  is  "'Rhus 
Toxicodendron."  This  shrub  is  not  con- 
fined to  Prudence  Island,  but  grows  all 
over  the  land,  from  Canada  to  Florida. 

10th.  Then  comes  this  "Old  Historic 
Sachem's  Council  Chair,"  a  huge  rock, 
''around  which  in  a  semi  circle,  were  12 
Rocks:'  How  can  a  semi-circle,  which 
is  a  half  circle,  go  around  anything? 

11th.  This  stuff  about  the  "Old  His- 
toric Sachem's  Council"  is  unaduiterable 
rot.     Who  ever  heard  of  an  Indian  Gov 


ernment. 
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a  little  island. 

The  Indian  name  of  "Prudence"  Is- 
land was  Chibachuesa.  Roger  Williams 
named  it,  as  he  did  also  "Patience"  and 
"Hope." 

I  come  now  to  History.  "The  24th  of 
ye  1st  month  called  March  in  ye  yeare 
(soe  commonly  called  1636-37."  Memo- 
randum. That  we  Canonicus  and  Mian- 
tunnomu,  ve  two  chiefe  Sachems  of  the 


Xanhiggansitts,  by  vertue  of  our  general 
command  of  this  Bay,  as  allso  the  per- 
ticular  subjectinge  of  the  Dead  Sa- 
chims  of  Acquednccke  and  Kitackam- 
uckqutt,  themselves  and  land,  unto  us, 
have  sold  unto  Mr.  Coddington  and  his 
friends  united,  unto  him  the  great  is 
land  of  Acquednccke  lying  from  hence 
Eastward  in  this  Bay,  as  also  the  marsh 
or  grass  upon  Quinnunicutt  and  the  rest 
of  the  Islands  in  the  Bay,  excepting 
Chibachuesa  formerly  sold  unto  Mr. 
Winthrop.  the  now  Governor  of  Massa- 
chusetts, and  Mr.  Williams  of  Provi- 
dence; also  the  grass  upon  the  rivers  and 
coves  about  Kitickamuckqutt,  and  Pau- 
pausquatch,  for  the  full  payment  of 
forty  fathom  of  white  peague  to  be 
erntally  divided  !>et\veen  us.  Tn  witness, 
we  have  here  subscribed.  •  Item.  That 
by  giveinge  by  Miantunnomies  ten  coates 
and  twenty  howes  to  the  present  inhab- 
itants the}'  shall  remove  themselves  from 
off  the  island  before  next  winter. 

Witness  the  markes  of 
Caunonnicus       Miantunnomu 

That    was     the   Deed   of     the    Island 
Aquidneck.      (R.   I.   Col.   Rec,   1,   p.   45- 
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-30.)  This  Deed  was  written  by  Roger 
Williams.  It  was  written  on  the  24lh 
March,  £636-7.  In  it  occurs  this  Indian 
word,  as  it  sounded  when  spoken  hy  an 
Indian,  to  Roger  Williams.  Panpau- 
squatch.  In  the  Providence  Sunday 
Journal  of  the  31st  of  December,  last,  is 
an  elaborate  account  of  the  word 
'Poppasquash"  written  by  the  "Record 
Breaker"  in  History.  T.  W.  Bickneil ;  in 
it  he  informs  ns.  that  "the  word  is  de- 
rived from  the  two  Indian  words  pap- 
poose,  a  baby,  and  c'squa.  a  woman."  It 
is  a  great  pity  that  this  learned  scholar 
could  not  have  informed  Roger  Wil- 
liams how  to  write  the  word.  Mr.  Wil- 
liams in  his  "Indian  Key"  says  "Okasu" 
means  a  woman,  and  a  mother.  Bick- 
neil   ought    to    keep    Williams    straight.

I  come  now  to  the  acquisition  of 
Chibachuwesa.  otherwise  "Prudence"  Is- 
land. It  was  acquired  by  Gov.  Winthrop, 
and  Roger  Williams  (the  latter  doing  the 


buying),    which    was    done    before    the 
I  24th  of  March.  1636-37.     In  a  letter  writ- 
I   ten    by    Roger    Williams    to    Gov.    Win- 
throp. the  last  of  the  week,  I  think  the 
28ih  or  the  8th." 

Sir:— This  bearer,  Miantunnomu,  re- 
solving to  go  on  his  visit,  1  am  bold  to 
request  a  word  of  advice  from  you,  con- 
cerning a  proposition  made  by  Canani- 
cus.  and  himself  to  me.  some  half  year 
since.  Canonicus  gave  an  island  in  this 
Bay  to  Mr.  Oldham,  by  name  Chiba- 
ehuesa,  upon  condition  as  it  should  seem, 
that  he  would  dwell  there  near  unto 
them.  The  Lord,  in  whose  hands  all 
hearts  are  turning  their  affections  to- 
ward myself,  they  desired  me  to  remove 
thtither  and  dwell  nearer  to  them.  I 
have  answered  once,  and  again  that  for 
present  i  mind  not  to  remove;  but  if 
I  have  it  (the  island),  from  them,  1 
would  give  them  satisfaction  for  it  and 
build  a  little  House,  and  put  in  some 
swine  as  understanding  the  place  to  have 
store  of  fish  and  good  feeding  for  swine. 
Of  late  I  have  heard,  that  Mr.  Gibbons, 
upon  occasion,  motioned  your  desire  and 
his  own  of  putting  some  swine  on  some 
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of  these  islands,  which  hath  made  me 
since  more  deire  to  obtain  it,  because  I 
might  thereby  not  only  benefit  myself, 
but  also  pleasure  yourself  whom  I  more 
desire  to  pleasure  and  honor.  I  snake  of 
it  to  this  Sachem,  and  he  tells  me,  that 
because  of  the  store  of  fish,  Canonicus 
desires  that  I  would  accept  half,  it  being- 
spectacle  wise,  and  between  a  mile  or 
two  in  circuit  I  guess,  and  lie  would  re- 
serve the  other;  but  if  I  go  over  I  shall 
obtain  the  whole.  Your  loving  counsel, 
how  far  it  mey  be  in  offensive,  because 
it  was  once,  upon  a  condition  not  kept. 
Mr.  Oldhams.  So.  with  respective 
salutes  to  your  kind  self,  and  Mrs.  Win- 
throp,  I  rest,  Your  worships,  unfeigned 
in  all  I  may. 

Roger  Williams. 
(Letters  of  Roger  Williams,  Narr. 
Club,  ed.  v.  .6,  p.  70,  71.)  From  the 
year  1637  Roger  Williams  owned  the 
Islands  "Hope,"  "Patience"  and  one-half 
of  "Prudence;"  Gov.  Winthrop  owned 
the  other  half  of  the  latter.  Williams 
sold  all  these  islands  to  get  money  to  go 
to  England  in  1643  to  serve  the  People 
in  obtaining  practically  a  Charter  of 
government.  (Arnold  Plist.  R.  I..  1,  105.) 
Gov.  Winthrop  held  his  half  of  Prudence 
during  his  life,  leaving  it  by  will  to  his 
son  Stephen.  In  1047,  Prudence  Island 
was  added  to  the  town  of  Portsmouth. 
Such  is  the  curious,  and  interesting  his- 
tory of  the  island.  There  was  never  a 
day  after  the  years  1G36-7,  when  any 
Indian  Sachem  could  do  there  what  the 
Bulletin  informs  us  Wallopoloola 
did.  Never  in  all  the  years  of  my  limited 
experience  in  historical  research,  have  I 
seen  such  a  mass  of  error  in  so  short  a 
paper  as  that,  which  I  have  described. 
But  this  was  not  the  fault  of  the  men 
who  control  the  contents  of  the  paper. 
They  printed  what  they  did  not  know 
was  false  historical!}-.  I  can  do  them  no 
wrong  by  exposing  the  condition,  so  that 
men  will  not  be  deceived  by  it.

"The  full  particulars  of  these  cen 
suses,"  the  report  quoted  says,  "were 
published  in  1850.  in  the  appendix  to  a 
report  upon  the  Census  of  the  City  of 
Providence,  taken  in  July,  1855;  with,  a 
brief  account  of  the  Manufacturers, 
Trade,  Commerce  and  other  Statistics  of 
the  city;  by  Edwin  M.   Snow,  M  .D." 

Dr.  Chapin,  Superintendent  of  Health 
has  one  of  Dr.  Chapin's  reports  for  1855, 
which  gives  some  details  of  these  seve- 
ral early  city  censuses.

PETITION  FOR  A  DIVISION   OF 

PROVIDENCE,  1770. 
To  the  Honorable  General  Assembly,  to 

be  held  at  South  Kingstown  on  the  last 

Monday   of   February,   1770. 

The  humble  Petition  of  a  number  of 
Freemen  and  others,  living 'in  that  part 
of  the  Town  of  Providence  which  lieth 
on  the  west  side  of  Weybosset  Bridge, 
showeth, — 

That  the  inhabitants  in  that  part  of 
the  town  amount  to  the  number  of 
twelve  hotmdred,  among  whom  are  at 
least  one  hundred  freemen,  altho  it  is 
but  a  few  years  since  building  houses 
took  place  there.  As  the  Point  (so 
called)  was  very  uneven,  the  water  very 
shoal  on  that  side,  and  a  want  of  fresh 
water  in  a  great  part  of  it.  tradesman 
chiefly  fixed  themselves  there.  How- 
ever, by  diligence  and  industry,  they  sur- 
mounted many  difficulties  to  effect  a  set- 
tlement. They  levelled  several  hills, 
which  stood  in  their  way,  filled  up  sunk- 
en and  low  places,  laid  out  and  made 
divers  commodious  streets  and  lanes,  and 
extended  their  settlement  to  a  degree  in 
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which  it  appears  at  this  day;   and  have 

reason  to  hope  that  with  a  blessing  on 
their  future  industry  they  will  in  a  few 
years  become  very  populous  .  They  fur- 
there  shew,  thai  even  at  this  time  there 
are  but  a  few  merchants  among  thorn, 
their  situation  rendering  mercantile  af- 
fairs more  difficult  to  be  pursued  than 
mechanic  business  and  manufactures,  for 
which  reason  they  suppose  the  popula- 
tion of  the  Point  was  delayed  until 
tradesmen  unable  to  purchase  places  or 
fix  themselves  on  the  other  side  (a  part 
of  the  town  taken  up  by  merchants  and 
traders')  because  so  numerous  that  they 
sat  down  on  the  Point  (called  Weybos- 
set)  which  altho  it  was  within  the  ju- 
risdiction of  the  town,  was  not  consid- 
ered as  belonging  to  the  compact  settle- 
ment, pi  'in  an\  measure  convenient  tor 
trade. —  Besides,  Nature  herself  hath 
interposed  and  divided  them  from  the 
old  settlements  by  an  arm  of  the  sea.  so 
that  altho  they  be  near,  they  are  abso- 
lutely detached  from  them.  Besides 
this  detachment  formed  by  Nature,  the 
interests,  views  and  occupations  of  the 
inhabitants  on  either  side  of  the  water, 
and  their  modes  of  getting  a  living  are 
so  distinct  and  different,  that  an  united 


force  of  the  whole  for  public  service  can 

never  be  expected;  divisions  and  conten- 
tions must  forever  ensue  in  any  cor- 
porate body  in  a  case  like  this. 

Furthermore!  the.  petitioners  beg  leave 
to  remark  that  they  have  in  many  in- 
stances been  aggrieved  by  their  powerful 
neighbors  on  the  other  side  of  the 
Bridge,  the  particulars  whereof  they  for- 
bear to  mention,  from  a  tenderness  to 
them,  and  love  of  that  union  and  har- 
mony which  ought  if  possible  to  be  kept 
tip  in  every  community  They  are  sorry 
that  the  views  on  each  side  are  so  in- 
compatible as  to  oblige  them  to  give  this 
information,  as  they  should  be  very  glad 
to  harmonize  with  the  other  and  larger 
parts  of  the  town,  if  it  could  be  done 
consistent  with  their  interest  and  natural 
rights. 

For  all  which  reasons,  and  such  others 
as  may  be  offered  on  hearing,  the  pe- 
titioners humbly  pray  that  all  that  part 
of  the  Town  of  Providence  lying  west- 
ward of  Weybosset  Bridge  and  the  har- 
bor or  bay,  may  be  incorporated  into  a 
town,  to  be  called  and  known  by  the 
name  of  Westminster,  or  by  such  other 
name  as  the  Assembly  shall  think  lit, 
with  all  the  privileges  arid  immunities  of 
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any  town  in  this  Colony,  and  that  an  act 
be  drawn  up  and  passed  accordingly, 
and  they  will  ever  pray,  &c. 

(This  petition  had  the  signatures  of 
seventy-four  men,  all  Freemen,  and 
dwelling  on  the  west  side  of  the  river. ) 


The  General  Assembly,  at  the.  Febru- 
ary Session,  1770,  "Voted  and  Resolved 
that  the  Petition  prof  erred  to  this  As- 
sembly, praying  that  all  that  part  of  the 
Town  of  Providence  lying  westward  of 
Weybosset  Bridge  and  the  Harbour  or 
Bay,  may  be  set  off  and  incorporated  in- 
to a  new  township,  be  referred  to  the 
next  session."  (Col.  Ree.  7,  p.  7.)  Here 
the  General  Assembly  record  shows  that 
the  Bridge  at  the  eastern  end  ot  West- 
minster street — the  petition  also  is  con- 
clusive evidence.  Is  Weybosset  an  En- 
glish word?  and  it  came  from  "Wap- 
wayset"  an  Indian  word,  given  to  nar- 
row passages  across  the  waters  of  Nar- 
ragansett  Bay.  There  :s  a  Deed  from 
Ousamequin,  dated  "Wapawasictc,  over 
against  Portsmouth  Oth  of  6th  month, 
1646/'  This  was  the  narrow  passage 
across  the  East  Passage  of  Xarragen- 
sett  Bay  from  Portsmouth  to  Tiverton. 
(R.  I.  .Col.  Rec,  1,  p.  31.) 
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My  Speculation  in  Rhode  Island  Com. 
Stock  in  1S67. 
In  the  year  1867,  there  came  to  Provi- 
dence, from  Boston,  a  man  named 
Thomas  S.  Ridgwav,  and  started  in  riiin 
ing  Rhode  Island  Coal;  forming  the 
"Ridgwav  Coal  Company.''  I  was 
curious  to  see  the  work  in  progress,  so 
1  went  out  into  Cranston,  and  down  into 
the  "mine."  I  had  never  before  seer- 
Rhode  Island  coal,  and  I  was  curious  to 
give  it  a  trial;  I  asked  Ridgwav,  whom 
I  knew,  if  he  would  sell  me  a  hundred 
pounds,  and  deliver  it  to  my  house  in 
Providence.  He  at  once  agreed,  and 
four  weeks  later  delivered  the  goods. 
The  General  Assembly  printed  for  Ridg- 
wav, an  "official"  pamphlet,  just  in  the 
style  of  the  State 'pamphlets  of  the  time 
and  a  copy  is  preserved  in  the  Sidney  S. 
Rider  Library,  now  in  Brown  Univer- 
sity. In  the  back  of  this  pamphlet  is  a 
hill  for  Coal  from  Ridgwav-,  which  1 
will  presently  copy.  It  was  sent  to  my 
house,  a  huge  pile,  thrown  upon  a  cel- 
lar bottom  and  there  it  laid  for,  I  know 
not  how  long  a  time,  for  my  people- 
could  not  burn  it  in  our  kitchen  stove. 
Mere  are  the  items  of  Ridgway's  bill, 
the  most  illiterate  specimen  of  chirog- 
raphy  that  I  had  then  ever  seen.

I  had  given  no  such  order.  The  team 
was  a  yoke  of  oxen,  and  there  was  no 
"binning;"  it  was  thrown  on  the  floor  of 
the  cellar,  and  there  it  laid  for  weeks.

The  price  of  anthracite  at  that  time 
was  $7.50,  which  included  "teaming  and 
binning."  Consider  a  moment  how  Ridg- 
wav swindled  me.  But  he  soon  fell  into 
financial  "Hell." 

It  was  on  a  Saturday  morning  fol- 
lowing   that    my    "companion"    for    life. 


we  had  a  huge  pile  of  Rhode  Island 
coal;  but  our  kitchen  maid  had  tried  in 
vain  to  burn  it.  The  next  day  being 
Sunday.  I  devoted  the  day  in  endeavor- 
ing to  discover  whether  it  could  be  used 
in  our  stove;  and  if  so,  how.  I  soon 
learned  the  trick  and  taught  our  kitchen 
maid;  the  result  ended  in  our  burning 
up  my  entire  stock  and  my  investment 
was  a  perfect  success.

The  complaint  is  brought 
by  the  Board  of  Education,  and  the  of- 
fence which  Commissioner  Michels  will 
be  charged  with  is  refusal  to  permit  his 
daughter,  Dorothy  Jean,  a  schoolgirl,  to 
be  vaccinated.  Air.  Michels  was  put  tin 
der  arresr  to-day. 

"1  would  move  out  of  the  state  rather 
than  be  compelled  to  vaccinate  my 
child,"  said  Mr.  Michels.  "My  father 
died  from  smallpox  after  being  vacci- 
nated and  my  sister  was  crippled 
through  being  vaccinated.  There  are- 
many  cases  on  record  in  and  out  of  this 
city  of  great  harm  and  even  death, 
through   vaccination."

The  following  extract  was  taken  from 
the  Xew  York  Times  of  the  16th  of  No- 
vember, 19.11.

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"Roger  Williams  and  His  Doctrine  or 
Soul  Liberty/'  a  Discourse  by  W.  II. 
P.  Faunce.  President  of  Brown  Uni- 
versity. Considered. 


A  week  or  two,  ago,  in  looking  over 
my    clippings    from   newspapers,   I   came 
across  one  relating  to  a  sermon  preached 
by  President  Faunce  of  Brown  Univer- 
sity, before  a  large  audience  at  the  First 
Church  on  Berkeley  Street,  in  Boston,  on 
Roger   Williams    and    his    lively   experi- 
ment ;   so   the  newspaper   stated  the  cir- 
cumstance.     I    read   the  clipping"  afresh, 
and   was  profoundly  impressed  by  what 
1  now  found  in  it.     Strangely  enough,  I 
failed  to  note  the  name  of  the  newspaper 
nor    the   date.     But   I    went   at   work  at 
once  to   find  the  "sermon ;"   and   now   I 
have  it.    It  was  an  "address,"  rather  than 
a  "Sermon."     Its  construction  is  admir- 
able.    It  took  place  in   1903,  nine  years 
ago.     I  am  going  to  show,  here  in  Book 
Xotes,   its'   construction,    and    its    power, 
and  I  will  try  to  give  it  life  and  memory, 
where  I  at  least  will  not  again  forget  it. 
The  title  of  the  address  is  "Roger  Wil- 
liams and  His  Doctrine  of  Soul  Liberty." 
It  is  not  a  biography  of  Roger  Williams. 
President  Faunce   said   in    it,  "We   have 
no   time   to   chronicle   the    events   of   his 
varied    life,   no     need     to    go    over    the 
thoroughly  familiar  ground."     This  is  an 
admission  by  the  learned  scholar,  that  he 
will   lake  us  across  ground,  with   which 
we  are  not  familiar — and  he  has  done  so. 
It  is  a  concise  statement  of  the  contro- 
\ersy  of   Williams,   with  the   Massachu- 
setts Government,  which  started  immed- 
iately      with     the     coming     of     Roger 


Williams  into  Boston,  in  1631 ;  and 
showing  us  what  he  said,  and  did,  until 
1636,  when  he  was  "enlarged,"  as  John 
Cotton,  the  Head  Priest  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts government  at  Boston  put  it; 
but  President  Faunce  prefers  the  use  of 
the  word  "banished,"  for  that  is  just 
what  it  was.  At  the  time  of  his  banish- 
ment. Williams  was  not  far  from  thirty- 
five  years  of  age.  The  time  covered  by 
the  life  of  Roger  Williams  in  Rhode  Is- 
land was  fifty-two  years;  the  time  cov- 
ered by  this  Address  was  from  1631-2  to 
1637-8.  In  those  seven  years,  the  great 
principles  originated  here  by  Roger  \\  il- 
liams  were  planted  on  these  lands  of 
Rhode  Island;  they  are  now  funda- 
mental   under    the     United     States.    His

upon  the  Church,  which  the  few  men, 
who  had  formed  themselves  into  a  gov- 
ernment, had  set  up,  and  were  using  as 
a  political  engine.  Xow.  I  am  going  to 
state  the  facts  as  President  Faunce  has 
stated  them,  so  true,  and  so  Concise, 
using,  when  I  can  do  so,  his  exact  lan- 
guage, for  he  has  clearly  set  forth  the 
work  of  Williams,  and  how  it  has  re- 
sulted. "On  the  one  side  stood  this 
young  man  with  his  tremendous  convic- 
tion, with  no  support  in  the  church.es.  or 
governments  of  the  civilized  world"— -On 
the  other  side  were  Governor  Endicott, 
and  John  Cotton,  and  the  entire  theo- 
cratic claimants:  and  Powers  of  the 
Massachusetts  Bay  Colony."  "Roger 
Williams  was  ardent,  eager,  scornful  of 
consequences,  with  a  conscience  marvel- 
lously tender,  and  will  of  iron,  uniting 
the  chivalry  of  Sir  Gallahad  (the  great- 
est knight  of  the  Round  Table),  with  the 
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polemic  skill  of  (Gliomas)  Aquinas,"  the 
"most  eminent  scholastic  teacher  that 
ever  lived."  Then  continues  the  Presi- 
dent— "Let  us  ask,  then,  what  it  was  that 
Roger  Williams  maintained  and  the  Mas- 
sachusetts   Bay    Theocracy    condemned. 

First.  He  rebuked  the  Massachusetts 
Church  for  not  abjuring  all  connection 
with  the  English  Church — to  him  a  nest 
of  hateful  prelacy." 

Second.  "He  contended  that  an  oath 
should  never  be  required  of  an  mi  regen- 
erate man,  since  an  oath  is  an  act  of 
worship,  and  worship  cannot  be  forced 
— what  Roger  Williams  demanded  from 
the  Massachusetts  Bay  Government  (and 
for  which  he  was  banished  into  a  wilder- 
ness), is  now  the  law  of  every  state  in 
liics-c  Ijnited  States,  and  it  was  so  here 
in  Rhode  Island  from  the  moment  of  its 
planting." 

Third.  He  contended  that  the  Char- 
ter of  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Colony, 
was  invalid  since  it  was  not 
based  on  any  purchase  from 
the  Indians,  nor  taken  by  military 
conquest,  but  was  merely  a  seizure  sanc- 
tioned by  the  King  of  England,  Charles 
the  First.     The  ethical  teacher  must  ad- 


mit that  Roger  Williams  could  well  de- 
fend his  position;  the  King  of  England 
gave  away  that  to  which  he  had  but  a 
shadowy  claim.  If  he  was  as  John  Cot- 
ton said,  "conscientiously  contention-.' 
he  was  also  rigidly  consistent. 

Fourth.  His  crowning  offence  was 
his  steadfast  declaration  that  the  civil 
magistrate  could  not  punish  breaches  of 
the  first  table  of  the  Decalogue.  "The 
first  table  relates  solely  to  duties 
toward  God.;  and  a  man's  relation  to  his 
Maker  he  affirmed  to  be  altogether  above 
and  beyond  the  power  of  the  State. 
Here  again  Roger  Williams  seems  to  be 
uttering  truth  that  is  to  us  commonplace 
and  axiomatic,  embodied  in  every  Court, 
in  every  state  in  our  Union,  accepted  by 
every  religious  denomination  and  every 
Code  of  Laws  in  the  Republic."  Here 
I  will  introduce  the  exact  grounds  of  his 
banishment  as  given  by  Roger  Williams 
himself. 

1.  That  we  have  not  our  land  by 
Pattern  from  the  King,  but  that  the 
Natives  are  the  true  owners  of  it;  and 
that -we  ought  to  repent  of  such  a  re- 
ceiving it  by  Patten t. 

2.  That    it    is    not    lawful    to    call     a 
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wicked  person  to  sweare,  to  pray,  as  be- 
ing actions  of  God's  Worship. 

3.  That  it  is  not  lawful  to  heare  any 
of  the  Ministers  ot  the  Parish  Assem- 
blies in  England. 

4.  That  the  Civil!  Magistrates  power 
extends  only  to  the  Bodies,  and  Goods, 
and  outward   state  of   men. 

"Roger  Williams  had  brought  to 
America  his  great  doctrine  of  Soul  Lib- 
erty, imagining  that  here  it  would  find 
congenial  soil  and  swiftly  become  a 
misrhtv  tree.     But   what   seemed  to  him. 


as  to  us,  so  clear.

logical,  so  inevit- 


able, was  to  them,  monstrous  and  ex- 
asperating and  intolerable."  '''Thus  at 
the  head  of  Xarragansett  Bay  Soul  Lib- 
erty led  straight  into  democracy.  The 
refuge  for  distressed  consciences  became 
the  nursery  of  civil  liberty,  and  the  de- 
fender of  faith  became  the  asserter  of 
the  rights  of  man."  "Defenders  of 
Massachusetts  have  attempted  to 
show  that  Roger  Williams  was  a  man 
with  windmills  in  his  head,  that  he  was 
a  Quixotic  reformer;  an  Ishmaelite, 
whose  hand  was  against  every  man." 
Here    I    must   cite    a   paragraph    written 


by  Cotton  Mather:  "In  the  year  1654,  a 
certain  windmill  in  the  low  countries, 
whirling  round  with  extraordinary  vio- 
lence by  reason  of  a  violent  storm  then 
blowing;  the  stone  at  length  by  its  rapid 
motion  became  so  intensely  hot.  as  t<> 
lire  the  mill.' from  whence  the  flames,  be- 
ing dispersed  by  the  high  winds,  did  set 
a  whole  town  on  fire.  But.  I  can  tell 
my  Reader,  that  above  twenty  years  be- 
fore this  (in  1634),  there  was  a  whole 
country  in  America  like  to  be  set  on  fire 
by  the  rapid  motion  of  a  windmill  in  the 
head  of  one  particular  man,  know  then 
that  about  the  year  1630,  arrived  here 
one  Mr.  Roger  Williams,  who  being  a 
Preacher  that  had  less  light  than  tire  in 
him."  etc.  (Mather's  Magnalia.  1702, 
Book  VII.  Chap.  2. )     Following  this,  the

John  G'orham  Palfrey;  Henry  Martyn 
Dexter;  and  Henry  Cabot  Lodge."  These 
were  all  Massachusetts  men  of  our  own 
time,  engaged  in  writing  what  they 
called  "history."  "James  Russell  Lowell 
said:  "The  Universe  of  God  is  rire-proof 
and  it  is  (suite  safe  to  strike  a  match." 
Roger  Williams  did  strike  a  few  matches 
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in    Providence    Plantations    two    and    a  j 
half  centuries  ago  and  the  conflagration  j 
which      threatened      Massachusetts     has  j 
turned  out  only  to  be  the  lighting  of  a 
Ma  me,  now  cherished. 

It  was  in  the  year  of  the  coin- 
ing- of  Williams  (1631),  that  the 
General  Court  of  Massachusetts  made 
this  law:  "It  is  ordered  that  henceforth 
no  man  shall  be  admitted  to  the  freedom 
of  this  Commonwealth,  hut  such  as  are 
of  the  churches  within  the  limits 
of  this  jurisdiction."  President  Faunas, 
says,  concerning  this  infamous  work, 
"No  voters  except  Church  Members; 
and  no  Church  Members  except  on  ap- 
proval of  the  Clergy.  Such  was  the 
compact  homogeneous  and  militant  or- 
ganization now  preparing  to  resist  the 
newest  thought  of  the  age."  Today  we  ! 
find  corporations  with  money  buying 
voters  to  enact  laws,  by  which. 
the  People  can  be  robbed  of 
their  earnings,  for  all  the  necessities  of 
life.  This  using  of  Church  member- 
ships, to  control  all  elections  in  the  in- 
terest of  the  money  sqtieezers  of  that 
age,  was  far  worse  than  the  terrible  rot- 
tenness of  today.  President  Faunce  says: 
"What  was  this  doctrine  of  soul  liberty, 
brought  by  the  young  minister  into  the 
rigid,  and  rigorous  ecclesiasticism  of 
Massachusetts.  It  was  far  more  than 
toleration.  On  this  point  confusion  of 
thought  still  exists — it  was  not  the  sec- 
ond of  these  positions— the  duty  of  tol- 
erating false  opinions,  on  which  Roger 
Williams  planted  his  feet."  The  Presi- 
dent continues,  "It  was  the  third,  and 
distinctly  different  position,  that  the  gov- 
ernment may  not  decide  what  is  true, 
and  what  is  false  in  religion  ;  may  neither 
encourage  nor  repress  religious  doc- 
trine, that  must  refrain  from  both  tol- 
erance and  intolerance  and  confiine  itself 
to  the  civil  realm  entirely."  "This  is 
clear  from  his  (Roger  Williams's)  expli- 
cit writings.  Here  is  the  first  legal  code 
for  the  Government  of  the  Massachu- 
setts Bay  Colony,  drawn  up  by  the  Rev. 
Nathaniel  Ward,  of  Ipswich" — "whose 
wisdom  (President  Faunce  says),  found 


vent  in  the  following  oracle:  'It  is  said 
men  ought  to  have  liberty  of  their  con- 
science, and  that  it  is  persecution  to  de- 
bar them  of  it.  1  can  stand  amazed, 
then  reply  to  this.  It  is  an  astonishment 
to  think  that  the  brains  of  men  should  be 
parboiled  in  such  impious  ignorance.' 
The  mind  of  this  man  Ward,  was  re- 
garded, when  he  wrote  that  stuff  as  the 
leading  mind  in  the  Bay  Colony.  The 
President  continues:  "If,  now,  we  fol- 
low Roger  Williams  into  exile,  we  shall 
see  that  the  dreamer  was  a  true  leader 
of  men ;  and  no  mere  theorist,  but  the 
founder  of  a  State.  His  profound  in- 
terest was  in  creating  a  "refuge  for  dis- 
tressed consciences.  Many  men  before 
Columbus  had  asserted  that  'the  world 
was  round ;  but  Columbus  by  actually 
sailing  over  the  horizon  changed  geo- 
graphical speculation  into  tangible  fact. 
Roger  Williams  was  a  Columbus  who 
dared  to  incarnate  what  he  believed  into 
actual  enterprise,  and  pass  from  theory 
into  practice;  he  acted  on  his  own  prin- 
ciple." "Two  years  later  (in  103S)  a 
compact  was  drawn  up  and  signed  by 
thirteen  persons.  This  unique  and  im- 
mortal document  has  been  compared  by 
Professor  Dimon  with  the  compact 
signed  in  the  cabin  of  the  "Mayflower" ; 
it  is  certainly  quite  as  prophetic  of  the 
future.  It  reads  as  folows  :  "We  whose 
names  are  here  underwritten  being  de- 
sirious  to  inhabit  in  the  town  of  Provi- 
dence, do  promise  to  submit  ourselves  in 
active  or  passive  obedience  to  alt  sueh 
orders  or  agreements  as  shall  be  made 
for  the  public  good  of  the  body  in  an 
orderly  way  by  the  major  assent  of  the 
present  inhabitants,  masters  of  families 
incorporated  together  in  a  township  and 
such  others  whom  they  shall  admit  into 
the  same,  only  in  civil  things,  the  Presi- 
dent continues  "that  phrase,  only  in  the 
civil  things,"  whensoever  written  distin- 
guishes the  founding  of  Rhode  Island, 
from  the  founding  of  every  oilier  State, 
which  up  to  that  time  the  world  had 
seen.  It  gives  the  founder  a  unique  and 
sure  place  among  the  leaders  of  hu- 
manity." 
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The  original  record  of  this  compact  is    j 
still  preserved.    It  is  the  first  entry  in  the 
first    record    book,    and    is    in    the    hand    \ 
writing  of  Rodger  Williams.  The  words    j 
"only  in  civil  thing."  have  never  yet  been    j 
found,   in   writing  of    so   early   a   period,    j 
this  original   record   is  at  the  City   Mail,    j 
"Seldom    have    dignity     of    manner    and 
sweetness   of   temper   been   so   combined 
with   relentless  logic,  and   inflexible  ten- 
acity of  purpose.     If  Cotton  called  him  a 
"haberdasher    of    small    questions."      Yet 
this  same  Cotton  loved  him  as  a  brother: 
If  Governor  Bradford  spoke  of  him  as 
"unsettled  in  judgment;  he  yet  described 
him  "as    hazing    many    precious   parts:' 
Edward     Winslow     opposed     him,     but 
spoke  of  His  lovely  carriage.    With  one 
more     citation,     I     must     bringmv     Ions 
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but    the    principle   itself    must    never    be 
called    in   question    by   American-." 

Here  I  must  end  my  quotations  from 
this  splendid  essay.  A  great  many  men 
have  written  things  about  Roger  Wil- 
liams, but  there  is  nothing  among  them 
all  which  can  be  held  in  comparison 
with,  this  work  of  President  Fau'nce.  It 
is  so  concise;  so  out  spoken;  it  is  with- 
out fear  or  favor,  or  triming.  of,  or  for 
anybody.  He  goes  for  the  mark,  and  he 
gets  there,  without  fear  or  trembling. 
With  all  my  experience  I  cannot  find  a 
false  or  trival  word  in  it.  Greatness,  and 
grandure  are  the  words  in  describing  i: 
which  I  must  use  in  closing.

Mosquitoes  were  few 
in  number,  but  must  have  been  very  ac- 
tive; but  nobody  in  those  ancient  days 
suspected  diseases  of  the  human  races 
were  transported  all  over  the  country  by 
insects.  That  was  a  "discovery,"  or 
something  else,  invented  by  the  learned 
and  honest  doctors  of  11)07. 
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Among  the  early  histories  of  Rhode 
Island  their  is  nothing  at  all  comparable 
to  Bull's  Memoirs  of  Rhode  Island.  1636- 
1683.  It  has  never  been  published  in 
book  form.  It  was  printed  first  in  the 
Rhode  Island  Republican.  This  printing- 
began  in  January  1S32,  and  ended  with 
December.  1S3S.  It  was  again  printed 
in  a  newspaper,  the  Newport  Mercury, 
1854-1861.  At  a  still  later  date  the  New- 
port Historical  Society  issued  proposals 
for  printing  it  by  subscription  in  two 
volumes.  But  no  support  at  all  adequate 
v-as  given.  In  the  Sidney  S.  Rider  Col- 
lection, now  a  part  of  the  Library  of 
Brown  University,  there  is  a  scrap  book, 
containing  a  set  of  the  "Republicans"  in 
which   it  appeared.

The  Evening  Bulletin,  of  the  ISth  of 
March,  commends  my  article,  in  the  last 
issue  of  Book  Notes,  on  Prudence  Island 
and  one  Wallapoloola.  This  commend- 
ation is  of  a  peculiar  character,  and  far 
beyond  my  deserts.  Rut  there  are  still 
things  said,  or  rather  printed  which 
have  a  weird,  or  unearthly  meaning. 

I  will  give  a  specimen  or  two.  A 
printed  page  of  Book  Notes  consists  of 
fifteen  inches.  The  article  on  the  "Fam- 
ous Indian  Chief  Wallapoloola"  who 
never  existed,  covers  according  to  Even- 


ing Bulletin  of  March  18th  seven 
colums;"  a  column  is  exactly  seven  and 
a  half  inches;  hence  seven  cilumns  con- 
tain fifty-two  and  a  half  (52  1-2) 
inches.  The  paper  on  Wallopoloola  in 
Book  Notes  covers  exactly  thirty-four 
inches,  (34)  why  not  state  facts,  when 
you  write,  unless  you  admit  first  that 
you  are  writing  iiction  and  calling  it 
Archaeology."  Remember  you  cannot 
write  Archaeologically.  about  a  thing 
which  does  not  exist.  Here's  another 
'AYallopa,  and  prodigious,  are  synoni- 
mous,  and  the  curious  find  in  Crow 
Roost  swamp  that  "fact;"  again.  The 
Mighty  Wallopaloola,  who  tradition  has 
it,  so  bravely  saved  his  friend.  "Ailama- 
gooselum,"  from  doing  his  archaeological 
work.  Then  comes  this  curious 
cuestion  "Ha«=  he  (Vr  Ride*0  *;" '  —•"-' 
attention  solely  to  the  common  Black- 
Crow  instead  of  to  Buff  Umicis.  an 
edible  crow,  much  enjoyed  by  Prudence 
Island  sportsmen."  In  my  classical  Or- 
nithogical  Dictionary,  the  latin  name  of 
this  crow,  is  BufTum — ids.  This  crow — 
Buffum — must  have  secured  Ins  name 
for     his     "Famous  Indian  Sachem  Wal- 
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lapoola/'  from  a  word  now  travelling 
the  rounds  of  ten  cent  magazines  ;— 
Here  is  a  specimen.  "I  tell  you  said  Mr. 
Bugg's,  feeling  gingerly  of  his  red  neck 
tie,  that  hunch  of  lalapolouser's  that's 
chasing  the  little  round  sphere  etc.  Such 
stuff  is  manufactured  noncense.  There 
is  not  a  vestige  of  history  in  it.  nor  of 
common  sence.  In  this  last  quotation, 
the  name  "lalapalousers,"  is  used  for 
Lilacs;  and  "little  round  sphere"  is  used 
for  cobblestones.

It  should  have  been  printed  Bicknell's 
"Haul  of  History."  His  first  Haul  of 
History  was  the  Record  Book,  the 
earliest  manuscript  in  the  Town  Clerk's 
office  at  Warren,  R.  I.,  and  placing  it 
in  another  town.  Having  done  such  an 
act,  his  present  work  is  the  greatest 
specimen  of  audacity  which  it  has  been 
my  good  fortune  to  see.  Warren  has 
lost  the  book;  but  another  "little"  town 
has  it.  It  is  pleasing  also  to  see  the 
Hon.  D.  Russell  Brown,  and  Mis  Ex- 
cellency, Michael  Doolcy,  assisting  this 
gentle  genius. 


It  has  been  stated  that  Bicknell  in  cer- 
tain speeches  has  claimed  that  he  has 
been  exonerated  for  taking  a  Record 
Book  from  the  Warren  Town  Clerk's 
office,  and  giving  it.  or  placing  it  in  the 
possession  of  another  town,  Barrington. 
The  word  "exonerate"  means  "To  re- 
lieve of,  in  a  moral  sense,  as  of  a  charge, 
to  .acquit."

The  act  provides  that  there  -hall  be  a 
State  Historian,  who  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  Governor,  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  Senate,  at  this  session  of 
the  Assembly.  The  official  is  to  hold 
office  for  a  period  of  six  years,  begin- 
ning on  Feb.  1,  his  successor  to  be 
named  every  six  years. 

This  official  is  to  have  charge  of  all 
the  State  archives  and  historical  mat- 
ter which  is  not  otherwise  cared  for 
under  existing  laws,  and  such  other  his- 
torical mat  Lei  a.->  iua\  ot  committed  lo 
his  care  by  any  city,  town  or  the  State, 
and  he  shall  index  all  such  matter  for 
ready   reference. 

No  salary  is  provided  by  the  act.  but 
one  of  the  sections  is  so  arranged  that 
a  stated  salary  may  be  inserted  by  the 
committee."

In  the  Colonial  Records  of  R.  I.,  v.  1, 
p.  31.  is  a  Deed  given  by  Ousamequin 
(otherwise)      Massasoit,     of     lands     to 
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Roger  Williams,  Gregory  Dexter  and 
the  inhabitants  of  Providence.  It  is 
dated  the  Oth  of  6th  month,  1646,  so 
called,  at  a  place  named  Wapeivasick 
over  against  Portsmouth.  I  find  the 
name  Weybosset  never  applied  to  it.  It 
was  the  East  Passage,  the  narrow  pas- 
sage from  Portsmouth  to  Tbwesit,  as  it 
was  then  called.

It  was  in  the  year  1837  that  Samuel 
Lover  wrote  his  famous  novey  Rory 
O'Moorc,  in  which  is  the  couplet  which 
became  as  familiar  as  household  words. 

"Then  here  goes  another,"  says  he, 
"to  make   sure. 

For  there's  luck  in  odd  numbers,"  says 
Rory  O' Moore." 

Odd  Xumbers,  are  such  as  cannot  be 
divided  by  2.  Hutton,  in  his  great  book 
"Recreations  in  Mathematics"  has  a 
chapter  explaining  them,  especially  9, 
which  is  the  most  curious  of  them  all. 
Shakesspeare  in  the  "Merry  Wives  of 
Winsor"  has  touched  the  subject.  He 
says,  ''There  is  divinity  in  odd  num- 
bers." But  in  our  time,  13  is  the  odd 
number  which  has  no  divinity,  but  which 
scares  us.  Brewer  in  his  Dictionary  of 
Phrase  and  Fable,  tints  explains  it: 
"Thirteen  at  Dinner,  unlucky.  One  will 
die   before   the  year   is   out.     This   is   a 
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.-illy  superstition,  derived  from  the  last 
supper  of  Christ  with  his  twelve  disci- 
ples." Christ,  according  to  the  ATew 
Testament  was  crucified.  There  are  in 
Rhode  Island  History,  several  instances 
of  the  use  of  the  odd  number  13,  three 
of  which  I  will  mention.  Roger  Wil- 
liams transferred  his  first  tract  of  lands 
from  the  Xarragansett  Sachems  to 
twelve  men:  himself  being  the  13th. 
Soul  Liberty  on  these  lands  was  the 
result. 

Roger  Williams  wrote  a  document  lay- 
ing the  foundation  of  a  town  govern- 
ment for  the  Town  of  Providence.  The 
Majority  were  to  rule,  but  only  in  civil 
things.  They  could  not  use  religion  in 
controlling  Human  Rights.  It  has  13 
signatures. 

Samuel  Gorton  bought  from  the  Xar- 
ragansett Indians,  in  1042,  the  lands  now 
called  Warwick,  and  Coventry.  Bene 
diet  Arnold  had  a  letter  written  to  the 
Massachusetts  Bay  Colony,  asking  that 
an  armed  force  might  be  sent  there,  to 
seize  the  planters  and  their  lands.  The 
force  was  sent,  but  the  lands  were  not 
lost.       This     letter     has     13     signatures. 


Thirteen    (13)    in  these  three  case-  does 
not   seem   to   have   been   a   very   unlucky

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Indian  Local  Names  in  Rhode  Island, 
by  J.  Hammond  Trumbull,  L.  L-  D. 


This  scholar  was  the  editor  of  "The 
Key  into  the  Language  of  America,  or 
an  Help  to  the  Language  of  the  Natives 
in  that  part  of  America  called  New  Eng- 
land," by  Roger  Williams,  first  published 
in  London  in  1643.  It  was  published 
again,  in  Prvoidence,  in  1827;  and  again 
published  here  in  1S6G.  It  was  this  edi- 
tion of  1866  which  Air.  Trumbull  was  the 
Editor;  and  a  masterly  piece  of  work  it 
was.  Fifteen  or  twenty  years  later  he 
wr>>te  a  paper  entitled  "The  Indian  Lo- 
cal Names  in  Rhode  Island."  It  was 
delivered  by  Air.  Trumbull  before  cer- 
tain societies,  or  Boards  and  at  last  ;t 
was  printed  in  some  newspaper.  The 
following  article  is  printed  from'  the 
newspaper  article  preserved  by  the  late 
Judge  Elisha  R.  Potter.  It  is  of  the 
greatest  value  to  those  who  know  enough 
to  read,  and  are  able  to  understand  it. 
Take  for  instance,  the  indian  word 
"Wapwayset"  Anglicized  into  "Weybos- 
set."  "Powakasick"  was  Anglicized  into 
"Pocasset,"  now  Portsmouth.  The  In- 
dian name  of  an  island  in  Narragansett 
Bay,  as  we  now  call  it.  was  "Acquid- 
neset;"  it  was  first  Dutched  into  Quet- 
enis,  and  subsequently  Anglicized  to 
Dutch  Island.  The  Indian  name  "Pau- 
pausquatch"  has  been  Bicknellized,  first 
to  Poppasquash,  second  to  Pappoose- 
squaw.  This  illustrates  the  work  done: 
"the  names  (Mr.  Trumbull  says),  being 
so  variously  written  that  the  original 
composition  is  uncertain."  Now  comes 
Mr.  Trumbull's  work. 


"In  the  summer  of  1614,  a  Dutch 
schipper,  Adrian  Block,  coasting  east- 
ward from  Manhattan,  in  his  little  yacht 
Oitrust,  after  discovering  the  island  which 
now  bears  his  name,  entered  the  bay 
which  he  called  'of  Nassau,'  and  which 
we  know  as  the  East  Passage  of  Nar- 
ragansett Bay.  He  found  it,  as  De  Laet 
tells  us,  'surrounded  by  sturdy  barbarians 
who  were  somewhat  shy.  not  yet  being 
accustomed  to  intercourse  with  stran- 
gers.' From  the  mouth  of  this  'nay.  sail- 
ing westwardly  along  the  south  shore  of 
the  'island  of  a  reddish  appearance,' 
which  the  Dutch  named  Rhode  Eylandt, 
he  entered  another  bay,  'divided  by  an 
island  (Conanicut)  at  its  entrance,  so 
that  it  had  two  names-given  it:  the  pas- 
sage east  of  the  island  was  called  Anchor 
Bay.  that  on  the  west,  Sloup  Bay.  On 
one  side  of  this  bay  dwelt  the  "Wapen- 
ocks.'  Captain  Block  called  the  people 
who  inhabited  the  west  side  Nahicans. 
The  'Wapenocks'  are  better  known  to  us 
as  Wcmpanoogs..  The  name  means 
'east  landers,'  and  was  restricted  by  the 
English  of  Plymouth  to  the  tribe's  sub-  ' 
ject  to  Ousamequin  or  Alas^asoit.  in 
Plymouth  Colony,  and  Bristol  County. 
Tiverton,  and  Little  Compton,  R.  I.  The 
Nahicans  became  known  to  the  English 
i  ;  Narragansetts,  a  name  winch  de- 
scribes them  as  'people  of  the  Point.' 
After  mention  of  other  and  inferior 
tribes  within  the  present  limits  of  the 
State  of  Rhode  Island,  the  Cowesits, 
Shawomets.  Niantics.  Nipmucs,  etc.,  the 
writer  procded  to  notice  many  Indian 
name-:  of  localities,  following  generally 
the  order  in   which  the   several  sachem-

doms  became  known  to  the  English. 
Pakaiwnketj  the  country  of  Massasoit, 
when  he  was  visited  by  YVinsiow,  from 
Plymouth,  in  1621,  means  'in  the  cleared 
land,'  along  the  north  shore  at  Xarra- 
gansett  Bay,  and  between  Taunton  and 
Providence  Rivers.  Taunton  river  was 
Kehti-tukj  "'the  great  river  of  the  Wam- 
panoags,  whose  famous  iishing-place 
was  at  a  weir  on  this  river.  Kehtitukqut, 
now  shortened  to  Tittcut,  Massasoit's 
home  was  at  Sowams,  or  Sowamsei, 
now  in  Warren.  (.Trumbull  should 
here  have  consulted  the  honest  and  ac- 
curate Bieknel!)  ;  the  name  probably  de- 
noting a  "place  Of  beech  trees.'  Kcka- 
uiuit,  the  northeastern  boundary  of 
Mount. Hope  Xeck.  is  contracted  from 
Takekomuit,  'at  the  spring.'  The  sug- 
gestion that  the  name  of  Mount  Hope 
has  an  Icelandic  origin  ('from  the  'Hope' 
of  Thorpin  Kariesfue,  in  1008,)  is 
hardly  entitled  to  serious  discussion.  Xo 
instance  can  be  shown  of  the  adoption 
by  Indians  of  a  local  name  from  a  for- 
eign language.  Even  after  two  hundred 
and  fifty  years  intercourse  with  English 
and  French,  Algonkin  tribes  still  retain 
their  ancient  names  for  the  localities  on 


which  towns  and  cities  have  sprung  up. 
Montreal  is  still  'M'oniake,'  Detroit  is 
still  'Wawiiatan.'  If  "Mount  Hope"  is 
an  Indian  name,  and  was  not  originally 
given  by  the  English,  it  probably  means 
'the  head,'  Montup;  no  inappropriate 
designation  of  this  prominent  height,  dis- 
tinguished at  a  considerable  distance  by 

' the  snow  white  cliff  that  capped  its 

head.' 

Qnequecham,  the  Indian  name  of  Fall 
River,  means  'it  leaps'  or  'bounds,'  the 
equivalent  of  the  French  saut.  Xayat 
is  'at  the  point.'  In  1G63,  Roger  Wil- 
liams purchased  of  the  Narragansett 
sachems  lands  'upon  the  two  fresh  rivers 
called  Mooshassuck  and  Wanasquaittck- 
et,  and  began  the  settlement  of  Provi- 
dence. The  name  of  U  anasquatuckct 
belonged  properly  not  to  the  river  itself 
but  to  the  place  at  which  it  enters  the 
cove,  meaning,  'at  the  end  of  tide-water,' 
or  'as  far  as  the  tide-water  goes.'  Moo- 
shassuck denotes  either  'great  brook,'  or 
'great  marshy-meadow,'  the  name  being 
so  variously  written  that  its  original 
composition  is  uncertain.  Pawtucket. 
one  of  the  bounds  of  this  purchase, 
means    'at    the    fall,'    and    Pazvtu.vet,    a 
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diminutive,  is  'at  the  little  falls.'  IVatch- 
emoket  cove  and  brook,  on  the  east 
side  of  the  river,  is  for  ewachim-aitkit, 
'at  the  cornfield,'  or  Indian  planting 
ground.  Tockwotton,  the  high  land  in 
the  southwest  part  of  Providence,  de- 
notes a  steep  ascent,  a  hill  'to  be  climbed.' 
Weybossei,  formerly  IVapwaysct,  was 
'at  the  narrowr  passage'  or  'crossing 
place/  where  the  river  was  forded  at 
low  water  where  the  tide  ebbed  and 
flowed.  In  1638,  Mr.  Coddington  and 
his  friends  bought  'the  great  island  of 
Aqitedncck  or  Rhode  Island,  and  began 
a  settlement  at  'Powakasick,'  or  Pocas- 
set.  now  Portsmouth.  Aqadue.  some- 
times written  'Aqitcday,'  means  'the  is- 
land.' Aquedneck  or  A  quid  net.  'on  the 
island/  Pocasset  is  'at  the  opening  of 
the  strait/  'where  the  narrow  passage 
begins  to  widen.'  Kitackmuckqut,  which 
is  named  in  the  Indian  deed,  is  'on  the 
mainland  opposite/  'opposite  the  island/ 
Ret-acawmnck-mt.  Caiwnicut  island,  for- 
merly written  Qummunagut  meaning 
'long  tailed/  from  the  peninsula  which 
runs  southward  to  the  point  so  well 
known  as  'Beaver  Tail.'    Aquichicset,  the

The  paper  comprised  analyses  of  near- 
ly a  hundred  geographical  and  tribal 
names.  In  conclusion,  the  writer  re- 
marked that  the  translation  of  such 
names  in  southern  Xew  England  is  far 
more  difficult  than  in  the  new  vStates. 
where  the  A  Ig  on  kin  is  not.  yet  a  dead 
language.  Half  the  Indian  names  in 
Rhode  Island  are  so  much  corrupted  as 
to  defy  analysis.  How  difficult  it  may 
be  to  recover  the  original  sound  of  a 
name  from  the  corrupt  form  it  has  as- 
sumed in  our  day,  may  be  inferred  from 
some  of  the  examples  given  in  this 
paper. 

Wequapaiigset,  becomes  'Boxet;'  Wan- 
nembiset  is  'Molywasset ;'  Rapiskuasli 
appears  as  'Pappoose  Squaw:'  Wowos- 
kepaug  as  'Usquebaugh,'  with  its  flavor 
ff  Celtic,  and  in  'Fascoheag'  is  hidden 
the   earlier  Neasfoauoheqgaiiuck. 


The  "Maul"  of  History. 
The  present  Commissioner  of  the 
Public  Schools  here,  is  Walter  E.  Ran- 
ger; he  is  indeed  a  genuine  "Ranger:' 
for  he  lived  thirteen  years  in  Lyndon, 
Vermont ;  then,  I  know  not  how  many 
years  in  the  far  distant  West;  then 
came  to  this  little  East,  Rhode  Island  to 
"pick  up  the  office  of  Commissioner'  of 
Public  Schools;  and  now  he  is  using  his 
office  to  help  Bicknell,  the  good  old  soul 
of  "History/'  who  had  been  one  of  his 
predecessors  in  office;  to  put  snarls  into 
Rhode  Island  History,  and  then  squeeze 
money  out  of  the  State  Treasury.  The 
Tribu.ie,  a  newspaper  here  of  April  12th, 
last,  had.  an  article  in  which  it  is  stated 
that  Mr.  Ranger  delivered  on  the  11th 
inst.,     an    "entertaining    sketch     of    the 
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between  the  years  1780-1790,  by  Rhode 
Islanders."  The  three  towns  were  Lyn- 
don, Barton  and  St.  Johnsbury.  After 
the  War  of  the  Revolution  was  ended, 
many  men  felt  that  the  population  oi 
the  State  was  too  dense  and  those  who 
had  served  in  the  war  had  seen  the  broad 
lands  of  the  country  and  at  once  became 
land  grabbers  elsewhere  for  money. 
Man}'  settled  in  Ohio,  and  in  the  Wyom- 
ing Valley,  and  in  Pennsylvania,  and 
western  Xew  York,  Canada,  Vermont 
and  Xew  Hampshire.  One  group  bought 
a  lot  of  land  for  speculation  and  named 
a  place  for  a  town  "Lyndon."  Joseph 
Lyndon.  Mr.  Ranger  says,  was  his  name, 
but  in  the  Rhode  Island  archives  he  ap- 
pears as  "Josiah."  He  was  not  in  the 
cleal  for  he  was  dead,  two  years  before 
1780,  the  earliest  time  given  by  Mr.  Ran- 
ger. I/'ppincott's  Gazetteer,  gives  twelve 
towns  named  Lyndon,  in  as  many  states : 
but  Vermont,  is  not  one  of  those  states. 
This  same  Gazetteer  gives  twenty  states, 
in  which  are  towns  named  Barton  :  the 
name  has  some  variations.  This  Ver- 
mont town  was  purely  a  land  specula- 
tion by  Capt.  William  Barton.  His  title 
to  a  part  of  the  land  was  disputed  and 
fought  in  the  courts,  much  chieanccry 
was  practiced  and  finally  the  whole  cost 
of  the  court  was  thrown  on  the  Colonel 
to  pay.  The.  case  had  been  decided — -for 
and  against  the  plaintiff — and  the  plain- 
tiff, being  unable  to  pay  the  costs,  the 
costs  were  placed  by  the  court  on  Bar- 
ton :  he  refused  to  pay  them,  and  he  was 
held  in  prison,  on  limits,  for  fourteen 
years.  Labayeite  paid  them  when  he- 
visited  tin's  country."  (Mrs.  Williams 
Life  of  General   Barton,  1839,   p.  OS.) 

Mr.  Ranger  conveys  the  idea  that 
Jonathan  Arnold  left  Rhode  Island  to 
found  the  town  of  Saint  Johnsbury,  in 
Vermont.  Such  stuff  is  sheer  nonsense. 
That  town  was  "founded"  lie  fore  Ar- 
nold fled  from  Rhode  Island.  This  is 
his  history;  he  was  elected  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress  by  the  R.  I.  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  (not  by  the  People),  in 
May,   1752;  he  took  his  seat  in   October 
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of  that  year;  in  December,  General 
Washington  ordered  an  expedition  ,bv 
:. a  armed  force,  into  Vermont  to  cap- 
tare  certain  enemies  of  their  country. 
This  order  was  imparted  to  Congress, 
in  secret  session,  by  General  Washing- 
ton. When  the  armed  force,  under  Capt. 
Macomber  arrived,  the  parties  had  fled; 
a  letter  from  Jonathan  Arnold,  then  a 
member  of  Congress  and  present  at  the 
secret  session  had  informed  these  ene- 
mies of  the  coming  of  the  troops,  and 
they  fied.  Information  was  sent  at  once 
to  Congress.  (R.  I.  Hist.  Tract.  1st  Sen-, 
No.  10,  p.  XIX.)  Jonathan  Arnold's 
time  in  Congress  terminated  in  May. 
1783;  lie  was  again  elected  by  the  Gener- 
al Assembly.  He  presented  his  creden- 
tials on  the  ?>0th  of  June,  and  took  his 
seat;  the  evidence  of  his  treachery  was 
at  once  presented;  he  immediately  fled 
from  Philadelphia  to  Rhode  Island;  and 
thence  to  Saint  Johns-bury,  Vermont, 
which  had  been  already  ''founded."  It 
was  because  of  this  discovery  of  his 
treachery  that  Jonathan  Arnold  fled  to 
Saint  Johns-bury,  Vermont,  then  one  of 
the  nearest  towns  to  the  boundary  lines 
of  Canada;  his  purpose  doubtless  being 
to    make    things    easy    to    escape    arrest. 


Under  his  second  election  Jonathan 
Arnold  sat  in  Congress  twelve  days 
when  he  fled.  It  was  a  circuler  singum- 
stance  for  a  man  to  fly  from  Congress 
to  "found"  a  town,  which  had  been  al- 
ready  founded. 

Nothing  appears  in  Arnold's  History 
of  Rhode  Island  of  this  scandalous 
work;  but  it  is  none  the  less  the  truth, 
resting  upon  good  evidence.  But  it  did 
not  come  within  the  range  of  Mr. 
Ranger's  candle.  Such  is  the  work  of 
Mr.  Bicknells  "Haul"  of  History.  If 
you  are  going  to  talk  history,  spell  it 
with  a  big  H.

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Ought  men  to  be  allowed  to  be  dealers 
in  the  foods  necessary  to  our  existence 
and  charging  two,  or  a  dozen  prices  for 
the  same  article?  Playing  upon  the  con- 
fidence of  the  people,  which  is  of  long- 
growth,  that  the  better  the  quality  the 
more  the  worth;  ought  a  dealer  to  sell 
what  he  calls  "butter,"  which  is  three- 
quarters  "Olcomargerine,"  and  worth  not 
one  quarter  the  price  which  he  makes 
you  pay.

A  lot  of  men  dwelling  in  the  country 
towns  around  Providence  are  buying 
Eggs,  which  have  been  kept  -from  six 
to  ten  months  in  cold  storage ;  and  ped- 
dling them  all  over  Providence  as  being- 
fresh  laid  Rhode  Island  Eggs. 


During  the  last  two  summers  I  have 
picked  up,  in  the  streets  around  my 
house,  by  actual  count,  over  one  thous- 
and stones  brought  chiefly  by  children 
to  be  thrown  at  other  children.  Three 
children  were  badly  wounded.

A  Bright  Bibliographicae  Essay  By  a 
Young  Woman  ix  the  John  Carter 
Brown  Library. 


On  the  1st  of  October,  1847,  a  young 
woman,  a  Quaker,  living  on  the  Island 
Nantucket,  discovered  a  comet,  with  a 
telescope,  which  no  astronomer  had  dis- 
covered. I  was  a  boy  at  work  in  Charles 
Burnett's  book  store  at  3  Westminster 
street.  I  never  shall  forget  the  charm  of 
delight  which  penetrated  to  the  remotest 
corner  of  my  brain,  that  a  young  girl 
should  give  her  mental  power  to  such 
an  elevated  study.  The  King  of  Den- 
mark thought  just  as  I  thought  and 
sent  the  young  girl  a  medal  of  gold.  The 
young  woman's  name  was  Maria  Mit- 
chell. A  week  or  two  ago,  a  similar 
thrill  flew  through  my  head,  when  there 
came  to  me  by  the  postal  kindness  of 
Walter  Kilton,  a  small  printed  papei 
with  the  following  title  ''The  Influence 
of  William  Morris  and  the  Klemscott 
Press  as  shown  by  an  exhibition  of 
books  from  the  later  English  presses,  at 
the  John  Carter  Brown  Library  in  Dec- 
ember, 1011,  by  Margaret  Bingham  Still- 
well,  Providence.  Rhode  Island.  1012."  It 
is  of  the  nature  of  a  Bibliographical 
study  direct,  and  simple,  in  expression. 
The  young  lady  writes  of  the  origin, 
character,  and  end  of  the  "Klemscott 
Press."  Morris's  idea  grew  out  of  his 
collecting  specimens  of  the  "Black  Let- 
ter" Books,  A.  D.  1485-1525,  or  there- 
abouts, and  printing  books  in  this  age,  in 
the  style  and  form  of  that  age.  I  have 
myself  owned  one  printed,  in  1491.  But  I 
could  not  sell  it  fur  $5.  Fashions  change. 


Rare  books  become  costly,  as  poor  and 
ignorant  men  grow  "rich."  The  life  of  the 
"Klemscott  Press"  lasted  five  years  1891- 
1896,  then  it  came  to  an  end.  The  young 
lady  says  that  "he  (Morris,)  designed 
three  forms  of  type,  the  Golden,  the 
Troy  and  the  Chaucer"  I  think  it  more 
than  prooaoie  that  they  were  practically 
"designed"  from  types  used,  during  the 
years  which  I  have  above  given.  Their 
use  in  printing  books  is  gone  forever.  I 
know  not  the  origin  nor  meaning  of  the 
name  "Klemscott."  But  the  idea  is  not 
original  with  Morris.  In  1753  the  "Bas- 
kervilie  Press"  was  more  famous  in  Lon- 
don, than  any  other  book  printer  in  Eng- 
land. In  1847,  there  were  books  printed 
in  London,  on  the  "Aldine  Press,"  this 
name  was  drawn  from  the  printer  "Al- 
dus Manutius,:  he  was  originally  a 
writer  of  manuscript  books  A.  D.  1450. 
He  cenceived  the  idea  of  movable  type, 
lie  made  them,  and  began  printing  books 
in  Venice  in  1400.  The  "Klemscott  Press" 
was  like  all  such  things,  in  England. 
This  the  young  lady  has  set  forth,  as 
she  has  also  shown  how  the  work  ot 
Morris  has  influenced  the  book  printers 
in  America.  There  are  ideas  set  forth  in 
this  interesting  little  essay,  which  indi- 
cate a  mental  power  in  the  writer  of  it. 
Let  her  but  twist  research  with  thought 
and  blend  the  result  with  ink  on  paper, 
and  her  name  will  last  for  ages. 


I  wished  to  buy  a  Vacuum  Cleaner, 
with  which  to  sweep  our  carpets;  in 
order  to  obtain  it  I  was  forced  by  the 
agent  having  control  of  the  deal  to  sub- 
scribe, and  pay  in  advance  for  something 
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called     hero     a     "Newspaper,"     for     six   ; 
months.     From  it  I  clipped  this: 

Oscar  Swanson.  one  of  the  proprietors 
of  the  Providence  Public  Market,  is  au- 
thority for  the  assertion  that  there  is  no 
prospect  for  a  decrease  in  the  price  of 
beef  in  this  city  for  at  least  a  year.  As  it 
was  staled  yesterday,  the  prices  of  beef 
in  this  city  are  higher  than  they  have 
been  in  the  memory  of  any  man  in  the 
provision  business  in  this  city. 

In  a  comparatively  short  time,  prices  of 
beef  have  advanced  full)-  30  per  cent  un- 
til at  the  present  time  the  prices  are 
most  prohibitive. 

The  price  of  pork  is  also  soaring,  but 
has  not  yet  reached  the  high  mark  set 
two  years  ago.  and  the  local  dealers  do 
not  expect  that  it  will.  Tin:  local  dealers 
say  that  they  have  withstood  the  increase 
in  prices  as  long  as  they  could  without 
advancing  the  retail  prices,  hoping  that 
there  would  be  a  let-up. 

According  to  Swanson,  the  high  price 
of  beef  is  due  to  the  scarcity  of  cattle. 
There  are  0.500.000  head  of  cattle  less  in 
the  United  States  this  year  than  in  1901. 
11  years  ago. 

This  clipping  came  from  "The  Evening 


News    and     Providence     Qemocrat"     in 

which  the  Swanson  Company  arc  large 
advertisers.  Within  twenty-four  hours 
after  the  jury,  in  the  Beef  Trust  cases, 
which  had  been  ten  years  in  court,  ren- 
dered a  verdict  of  not  guilty,  beef  and 
all  meat  food  rose  in  price  nearly  20  per 
cent.  Did  cattle  become  so  scarce  in  21 
hours  after  that  verdict  as  to  increase 
our  food  to  such  a  height. 

Here  is  another  specimen  of  Mr. 
Swanson's  reasoning  powers.  He  is  him- 
self a  Middleman*  just  read  what  he 
says  we  get  when  we  pay  ten  cents,  and 
get  two  cents  worth. 

"Do  not  blame  all  Middlemen .  for  the 
extremely  high  cost  of  farm  products. 
They  have  no  hand  in  increasing  the 
cost  of  wheat,  corn.  oats.  beer,  pork  and 
lard  in  the  Chicago  market.  The  Middle- 
man who  raises  the  cost  of  living  is  he 
who  puts  two  cents  worth  of  food  into  a 
small,  fancy  package,  spends  two  cents 
for  advertising,  keeps  two  cents  for  him- 
self, insists  on  jobbers  handling  his 
goods  at  a  profit  of  one  and  a  half  cents 
This  package  is  then  sold  by  the  average 
retailer  at  10  cent-,  and  you  receive  two 
cents  worth  of  food." 
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Middlemen  are  those  who  sell  from 
the  producers  to  the  consumers.  Swarison 
is  himself  a  Middleman — Then  he  fools 
you.  all  the  newspapers  here  assisting", 
with  this,  "Middlemen  hare  no  hand  in 
increasing  the  cost  of  living  in  Chicago/' 
What  do  you  care  about  Chicago — the 
price  here  in  Providence,  is  what  is  kill- 
ing the  poorer  class.  That  story  was  pub- 
lished in  all  the  newspapers  here.  There 
is  not  an  iota  of  truth  in  what  he  says 
about  the  Middlemen  in  Chicago. 


The  recent  (General  Assembly  enacted 
a  law  creating  a  commission  consisting 
of  nine  men  to  be  named  by  Gov.  Pothier 
to  make  a  revision  of  the  constitution. 
I  will  name  no  individual,  but  the  com- 
mission as  a  whole  is  simply  damnable. 
Moreover  the  General  Assembly  had  not 
the  slightest  right  to  do  such  a  thing.  It 
is  utterly  unconstitutional.  Read  this: 
Art.  1.  vSec.  1.  We  declare  that  the 
basis  of  our  political  system  is  the  right 
of  the  people  to  make  and  alter  their 
constitution  of  government;  but  that  the 
constitution  which  at  any  time  exists,  till 
changed  by  an  explicit,  and  authentic 
act  of  the  whole  people  is  sacredly  ob- 


j  ligitory  upon  all.  If  it  is  the  right  of  the 
I  people,  to  alter  the  constitution  where 
!  does  the  General  assembly  get  the  right 
to  take  it  away  from  the  people,  and 
give  it  to  nine  men;  or  where  did  Gov. 
Pothier  get  the  right  to  name  or  select 
'.he  nine  men.  Certainly  the  General  As- 
sembly gave  it  to  him;  or  what  kind  of 
work  was  it  for  the  Governor  to  place 
at  the  head  of  the  commission  a  man 
who  helped  Nelson  W.  Aldrich  to  get  his 
Perpetual  Street  Railway  law  enacted  by 
the  General  Assembly.  The  whole  busi- 
ness is  simply  damnable. 


Never  before  was  such  a  shipload 
of  men,  whose  sole  purpose  in  life 
was  to  grind  money  out  of  the  hands 
of  those  who  work  and  earn  it,  as 
was  there  on  the  Titanic.  It  is 
a  disgrace  to  humanity,  to  listen  to 
the    howling   of   the    churches.

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Extremists  and  Dreamers  Like  Rogkr 
Wii.lt  a  ms. 


This  heading  is  taken  from  an  address 
delivered  by  the  late  Prof.  H.  B.  Knox, 
before  the  Rhode  Island  Historical  So- 
ciety on  the  20th  of  February,  last,  on 
"Anne  Hutchinson  and  her  Times,  in 
Massachusetts."  I  reprint  a  short  extract 
from  the  brief  mention  in  the  Provi- 
dence Journal. 

"The  institutions  of  early  Massachu- 
setts were  distinctly  religious,"  he  said. 
"The  church  and  the  State  were  one; 
they  were  identical.  The  head  of  the 
church  was  the  minister,  the  Bible  was 
the  law  and  authority  for  everything  that 
was  done.  The  ministry  had  to  inter- 
pret this  law  and  define  its  authority. 
You  can  easily  see  that  in  a  State  like 
that  there  was  no  room  for  religious  tol- 
eration. 

"Only  a  few  extremists  and  dreamers 
like  Roger  Williams  found  any  footing 
as  long  ago  as  the  17th  century. 

"They  did  not  mean  to  persecute  any- 
one, but  as  they  believed  that  the  Word 
was  the  truth,  they  did  not  think  it 
wrong  to  force  the  truth  on  an  unbe- 
liever; in  fact,  they  felt  that  it  was  their 
duty  to  do  so.  They  knew  there  was  a 
right  way  to  be  saved;  they  knew  they 
had  found  it;  they  knew  that  any  devi- 
ation from  that  way  meant  eternal  dam- 
nation. 

"You  can  see  how,  if  a  man  came  into 
our  community  and  began  to  win  our 
sons  and  daughters  to  what  we  think  is 
a  deviation  from  the  right,  we  would 
rise  up  and  smite  that  man.  That  is 
what  the  Massachusetts  men  did.  and 
they  thought  they  were  doing  right." 

Such  words  seem  strange  to  me,  spok- 
en by  a  Professor  of  Learning  and 
Knowledge  here  in  Providence.  The 
Puritans  of  10:30  fled  from  England  to 
escape  first  the  infernal  burnings  of 
men  by  order  of  the  Roman  Catholic 
church:  and,  second,  the  tyrannical  gov- 
ernment of  the  "Established"  Church  of  I 
England.     They    came    here   into    New  J 


England  and  set  up  two  governments, 
both  as  tyrannical  as  was  the  one  in  Eng- 
land from  which  they  had  tied.  The 
Theocracy  of  the  Massachusetts  Bay 
Colony  was  the  nastiest  that  ever  existed 
in  this  country.  It  is  time  that  such  talk 
ceased  by  men  who  "profess"  to  be 
learned.  Prof.  Knox's  characterization 
of  Roger  Williams  is  infamous;  '.here  is 
not  a  particle  of  truth  in  it.  The  Dreams 
of  Roger  Williams  in  1635,  are  to-day 
the  fundamental  laws  of  every  one  of 
the  United  States.  While  the  work  of 
his  opponents  in  using  religion  to  force 
their  political  ends  in  getting  possession 
of  the  earth,  has  been  wiped  out  of 
existence. 


There  came  into  my  possession  a 
da}'  or  two  ago  a  book  of  peculiar  in- 
terest; it  was  "Kugler's  Hand-book 
of  Painting."  The  Schools  of  Paint- 
ing in  Italy,  translated  from  the  Ger- 
man of  Kugler  by  a  Lady.  Edited 
with  notes  by  Sir  Charles  Eastlake, 
P.  R.  A..  F.  R.  S.  With  upwards  of 
a  Hundred  (100)  illustrations  from 
the  works  of  the  "Old  Masters."  Two 
v,  Octavo,  London,  1851.  It  is  a  beau- 
tiful book,  illustrated  with  128  en- 
graved Masterpieces  of  Italy's  great- 
est Masters.  from  Raphael  and 
Michael  Angel o,  down  to  the  begin- 
ning of  the  20th  century.  There  is, 
besides,  a  most  valuable  bibliograph- 
ical list  of  books,  most  useful  and 
valuable,  to  any  student  of  Painting 
in  Art,  af  any  now  in  print.  It  con- 
tains 20  engravings  of  Raphael's 
paintings.  This  book  was  well  known 
to  me,  as  a  boy  may  know  such 
things,  in  1852.  But  this  copy  has 
a  special  interest  to  me.  On  the 
title  page  of  each  volume  is  written 
''Mrs.  Dr.  Chapin."  and  under  each 
is  a  monogram.  The  letters  are  the 
initials  of  the  name  Thomas  A.  TefTt, 
T.  A.  T.  The  date  is  Jan.  1.  1852.  It 
was  a  New  Years  gift  by  Thomas  A. 
Teft't.  an  artist  and  architect,  here  in 
Providence,  to  Mrs.  Chapin,  the 
wife    fo    Dr.    ].    B,    Chapin,    and    her- 
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self  a  painter  of  beautiful  paintings. 
My  poverty  alone  prevents  me  from 
placing  this  valuable  art  history  ami 
memorial  of  two  Providence  artists 
in  the  library  of  the  "School  of  De- 
sign."

>v  oooo  Xovi-.i.s  in  34  Years  in 
Pawtucket,  R,  T. 


Some  time  in  March  of  this  year,  Mrs. 
Minerva  A.  Sanders,  the  Librarian  of 
the  Pawtucket  Free  Library,  died.  The 
Pawtucket  Gazette  and  Chronicle  of 
March  22  gave  us  a  portrait  of  the  lady 
with  an  obituary  notice.  On  the  same 
day,  the  New  York  World  contained 
an  editorial  article  "A  Reader  of  GOOD 
Novels  During  Her  Thirty-four  Years  of 
Service/'  continuing  "H  gratitude  is  not 
extinct,  will  not  the  publishing  trade 
erect  a  fitting  memorial  to  this  patient 
devotee  of  the  cult  of  the  'bestsellers.'1' 
The  same  was  published  in  the  Xew 
York  Evening  Post;  and  both  were 
printed,  or  copied  in  the  Providence 
Journal.  To  read  6000  Novels  in  thirty- 
four  years,  the  lady  must  have  read  177 
each  year  constantly;  a  complete  one 
every  two  days,  and   "no  let  up;"   three 


and  a  half  every  week.  I  know  not 
upon  what  evidence  the  World  article 
tests;  but  1  will  affirm  it  to  be  rotten 
fiction.  1  knew  the  lady  very  well.  1 
had  made  a  catalogue  of  this  Pawtucket 
Library  in  1860;  sixteen  years  before 
Mrs.  Sanders  became  the  Librarian.  As 
a  bookseller  I  often  saw  her.  J  did,  with 
Mrs.  Sanders,  just  as  I  did  with  every 
other  book  buyer,  studied  carefully  ami 
constantly  their  mental  resources;  and 
how  well  they  knew  how  to  use  them. 
Mrs.  Sanders  was  not  overburdened  with 
skill,  as  a  librarian;  but  she  was  kind, 
and  good  to  everybody.  Fortunately, 
her  powers  of  research  were  seldom 
tested. 

One  of  the  newspapers  informs  us 
that  to  this  librarian  "is  due  the  credit 
of  being  the  first  to  establish  the 
open  shelf  system  in  libraries."  I 
had  believed  that  the  "open  shelf" 
was  at  that  time  the  only  system  used ; 
but  I  am  going  to  relate  briefly  a  little 
incident  wherein  I  am  personally  con- 
nected ;  it  will  illustrate  the  working 
of  the  "open  shelf"  system,  which  the 
Chronicle  said  that  Mrs.  Sanders  was 
the  first  to  suggest.  One  day  she 
came    to    me    very    much    depressed; 
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and  told  me  that  a  great  many  books 
had  disappeared  from  the  library,  and 
that  nobody  knew  where  or  how  they 

went.  She  asked  me  to  help  her.  I 
went  with  her.  to  see  the  library,  and 
survey  the  held.  I  left  her  insisting 
upon  absolute  silence.  The  next  day 
I  took  with  me,  a  man  to  the  library. 
We  did  not  go  in  together.  The  man 
followed  me  in,  and  watched  what 
I  did.  I  soon  left,  and  the  man  fol- 
lowed me  out-  I  then  told  him  how. 
and  what  to  do.  lie  did.  as  I  told 
him,  and  in  48  hours  he  had  discov- 
ered upwards  of  50U  books,  which 
had  been  stolen  from  the  library.

The  Rhode  Island  Historical  Society 
puhlishes  quarterly  a  Periodical  under 
the  title,  NEWS  SHEETS.  The  issue 
for  January  1,  1912,  has  a  leading  article- 
entitled  "Ancestry  of  Roger  Williams," 
written  by  Louise  Prosser  Bates.  The 
issue  for  April  1,  1912,  has  an  article, 
under  the  same  title,  and  upon  the  same 
subject,  written  by  G.  Andrews  Moriarty, 
M.  A.,  of  Boston.  It  is  my  purpose  to 
consider  these  papers,  becuase,  being 
published  by  a  State  Historical  Society, 
in  its  Quarterly  NEWS  SHEETS. 
People  who  generally  have  not  studied 
the  subject,  would  be  misled  in  their 
conclusions.  First  then,  the  paper  writ- 
ten by  Mrs.  Bates.  This  lady  is  one  of 
the  employed  by  Brown  University.  She 
is  "Keeper  of  the  Graduate  Records," 
and  her  office  is  in  the  John  Hay  Li- 
brary Building.  She  begins  with  the 
''account  of  the  discovery  by  Henry  P. 
Waters,  who  was  making  geneological  re- 
searches in  England,  of  several  wills,  and 
records,  which  seemed  to  prove  the 
parentage  of  Williams,  his  ''theory"  was 
accepted  by  some  of  the  leading  geneo- 
logists,  but  not  by  Baptist  Historians, 
like  Dr.  Reuben  A.  Guild.  Again, 
"In  collecting  materials  for  a  History 
of  the  Baptists,  Morgan  Edwards  found 
a  tradition  that  Williams  was  a  Welch- 
man."  Again,  "the  evidence  seemed 
complete;  only  two  points  remained  not 
quite  clear;  one,  the  tradition  that  Wil- 
lims  came    from   Wales;   the  other;  that 


the  names  James,  Alice,  and  Shadrach, 
do  not  appear  as  names  of  the  children 
of  Roger  Williams."  Again,  "the  Vir- 
ginia County  Records,  recently  pointed 
has  brought  to  light  an  item  which 
throws  still  further  doubt  on  the  con- 
clusions of  Mr.  Waters.  Rappahanock 
Co.  Records,  v.  0.  p.  13,  will  of  Roger 
Williams,  made  Feb.  2G,  .1075,  proved 
January  0,  1077.  He  mentions  sons 
Roger,  and  Shadrack  Wlliams,  wife, 
Jane,  and  daughter,  Betty  Williams.  In 
addition  to  this,  in  a  letter  written  by 
Roger  Williams  to  John  Winthrop,  from 
his  trading  house,  in  Narragansett, 
February  10.  1G49,  he  says,  "As  yet  we 
have  not  tidings  of  our  mother.  God 
fit  us  for  his  holy  pleasure  in  hearing, 
doing,  suffering,  living,  dying;"  this 
seems  t'»  show  that  the  mother  of  Roger, 
and  Robert  Williams  of  Rhode  Island 
was  alive  in  1019.'  This  quotation  Mrs. 
Bates  cites  thus, — "A  letter  written  by 
Roger  Williams,  to  John  Winthrop, 
from  his  trading  house  in  Narragansett, 
February  10,  1649."  This  date  was  in 
J 050,  as  we  now  reckon.  It  was  written 
to  John  Winthrop,  the  son  of  the  Ply- 
mouth Governor  living  at  Pequot.  When 
Williams  wrote  the  word  "tidings  of  our 
mother."  did  he  mean  that  Winthrop 
and  he  (Williams)  were  brothers?  Such 
a  statement  is  beyond  absurdity.  For 
this  letter  see  (  Xarr,  Club  Pubs.  v.  0.  p. 
191.)  I  come  now  to  the  criticisms  ol 
Mrs.  Bates'  paper,  as  set  forth  by  G. 
Andrews  Moriarty,  of  Boston,  in  Hist. 
Soc.  NEW  SHEETS,  April  1st,  lt'l-. 
First  he  denies  the  value  of  the  "tradi- 
tion."   by   Morgan    Edwards,    2nd.      lie 
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cannot  agree  with   Mrs.    Bates,  that   the   j 
mention    of    a    mother    hy    Rogejr    Wil-   j 
liams    as    being    alive    in    1640,    militates 
against     Air.     Waters     proof     that     his   j 
(Roger   Williams'   mother    was   dead,  at 
that   time,"    he   continues.    "I    must    con-   \ 
sider  such  a  point,   without  evidence,  as   j 
worth   nothing."   3rd   "It    is   true    we   do   !

dren."  Moriarity  omits  the  name   Roger, 
but    he    means    the    man     who    planted 
Providence.     He  continues,  "We  do  not 
find   the  name   Robert  among    them,  yet 
we  know  that  he  had  a  brother  Robert." 
4th,  "This  Virginia  Roger,  to  be  a  son  of   I 
Alice   (Pemberton)   Williams,  must  have 
been  out  of  England  in   1634;  and  must   I 
have  had  a   wife,  and  daughter,  at  that   | 
date,"     unless     Mrs.     Bates     can     show 
that    such   is    the   case   there   can    be   no 
argument  at  all."     These  are  all  strong 
points  against  the  "theroies"  set  forth  by 
Mrs.    Bates,    but    lie    fails    to    show    the 
value  of  the  ''tradition,''  that  the  names 
"James,'     Alice      and       Shadraeh,"      do 
not      appear      as  children      of     "Roger 
Williams      of  Providence/'         Such       a 
statement       has       no       bearing       what- 


ever    upon     the

ancestral  descent  of 
>f  Providence.  I  come 
now  to  solid  historical,  and  ancestral 
facts  concerning  the  Roger  Williams 
who  planted  Providence,  the  city,  and 
practically  the  State  of  Rhode  Island, 
where  we  now  live.  In  the  year  1SS9, 
Henry  F.  Waters,  then  residing  in  Lon- 
don. England,  wrote  a  series  of  papers 
upon  "Genealogies,"  in  this  country. 
These  papers  were  printed  in  the  New 
England  Historical,  and  Gen-elaogicaital 
Register.  Volumes  42,  and  43,  under  tin- 
title  "Genealogical  Gleanings  in  Eng- 
land." One  of  these  papers  treats  of 
Roger  Williams,  who  founded.  Provi- 
dence., and  Rhode  Island,  (X.  E.  Hist. 
Gen.  Reg.  V.  43  pp  201-441)  Mr.  Waters 
found  the  will  of  Alice  Williams,  the 
wife  of  James  Williams,  and  printed  it 
in  the  X.  E.  Gen.  Reg.  V.  43.  In 
this  will  written  August  1,  1634,  Alice 
Williams  states  that  she  was  the  mother 
of  four  children,  to  wit,  Sidrack,  the 
eldest.  Roger  (now  beyond  the  seas)  ; 
Robert,  and  a  daughter  Katherine.  This 
will  was  probated  on  the  26th  of  the  fol- 
lowing January.  A  proof  sheet  of  tin's 
will     was     sent    by     the     editor    of    the 
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"Register"  to  Reuben  A.  Guild,  then 
lislied  parts  of  it  in   Providence.     Guild 

was  in  direct  antagonism  to  Waters.  Me 
held  that  Roger  Williams  (who  was 
never  a  Baptist)  was  a  descendant  of 
William  Wylliams  of  Gwinear,  in  Corn- 
wall; the  esscen.ee  of  the  paper  on -this 
point  was  printed  in  the  "Register"  (  X. 
E.  Hist.  Gen.  Reg.  V.  43.  p.  301.  This 
was  done  in  IS86,  and  I  utterly  des- 
troyed it  in  Book  Notes  V.  4  (18SG  pp. 
9.  13  and  25.)  In  the  year  1910  Walter 
F:  Angel  1,  Esq..  of  the  Law  Firm  of  Ed- 
wards &  An  gel  l,  of  this  city  visited  Lon- 
don, England,  and  while  there  made 
some  researches  in  the  judicial  records 
of  the  courts  of  Chancery;  among  them 
Mr.  Angel!  found  the  two  following 
documents.

In    1643,    Roger    Williams    of    Prov- 
idence,    Rhode     Island,     was     sent     to 


England,  to  obtain  a  charter  of  Govern- 
ment, (then  called  a  Patent),  for  the 
three  towns  than  existing  here.  1  le 
sailed  in  June  1043.  He  returned,  reach- 
ing Boston,  on  the  17th  September, 
1G44.  By  reference  to  the  "Plea  and  an- 
swer" above  printed,  it  will  be  seen  thai 
the  case  was  before  the  ce>urt  before  the 
12th  of  October  1C43.  This  was  soon 
after  Roger  Williams  reached  London. 
Tt  was  also  before  the  court  on  the  21st 
day  of  June  1644,  and  again  on  the  15th 
of  August  1044.  Within  a  few  days 
Roger  Williams  left  England,  sailing  for 
Boston,  which  he  reached,  as  above 
stated,  on  the  17th  of  September,  with 
the  charter  of  1643-4,  which  he  had  ob- 
tained. There  can  be  no  opinion  that  the 
"Roger"  in  this  chancer^  eu^e,  was  not 
the  "Roger"  who  planted  Providence. 
There  is  another  point — Our  Roger  Wil- 
liams reached  Boston,  in  1631.  with  a 
wife  Mary,  and  a  daughter.  In  April  16- 
35  lie  refused  to  swear  to  an  oath,  before 
a  magistrate,  in  court.  It  was  the  same 
thing  done  by  the  Roger  Williams  before 
the  magistrate  of  the  Chancery  court  in 
London,  in  August  1644.  These  histori- 
cal facts,  are  absolutely  conclusive  as  to 
the  ancestry  of  Roger  Williams  now  for 
the  first  time  ever  shown.  There  were 
at  the  time,  1600-1635  live  (5)  English- 
men bearing  the  name  Roger  Williams 
then  living.  It  is  not  strange  that  gene- 
alogical  confusion    followed.

The  following  Document,  now  for  the 
first  time  ever  printed,  or  known  to  be 
in  existence,  until  its  discovery  by  Wal- 
ter F.  Angell.  of  the  law  firm  of  Ed- 
wards and  Angell,  of  this  city,  in  Lon- 
don, England,  in  1910.  This  document 
throws  a  flood  of  light  upon  the  charac- 
ter of  Roger  YVillims,  who  planted 
Providence,  and  practically  the  state  of 
Rhode  Island.  In  truth,  he  was  the  first 
to  suggest  that  name  for  the  state.  'This 
document  is  positive  evidence  of  the  du- 
plicity, and  fraud,  by  Robert,  upon  his 
brother  Roger,  whom  he  deprived  of 
any  money  in  annual  payments  for 
twenty  years.  But  Roger  Williams 
treated  his  brother  Robert  with  brother- 
ly affection  during  all  his  life  here. 
Robert  acquired  several  estates  here, 
and  sold  them  when  he  went  to  New- 
port to  dwell ;  and  there  he  taught  a 
school.  While  here  in  Providence  he 
.  held  many  of  the  highest  political  posi- 
tions of  great  trust.  He  was  one  of 
the  first  to  sign  the  Document  of  1640. 
effecting  a  great  change  in  the  form  of 
government.  He  left  for  Newport  about 
1653.  The  estates  held  in  London  by 
Alice  Williams  are  described  as  mes- 
suages, and  tenements.  The  word  mes- 
suages was  then  described  as  being  ''a 
dwelling  house  with  some  land  adjoin- 
ing assigned  to  the  use  of  the  occu- 
pants."    To-day  we  call  it  a  house  and 


lot.  It  seems  that  Alice  Williams  did 
not  own  the  estates,  but  held  them  under 
leases.  But  this  I  cannot  yet  confirm. 
The  name  Sydrach,  or  Sidrack.  are  the 
Greek  forms  of  Shadrach,  which  is  the 
Hebrew  form  of  the  name  which  is  in  the 
Bible  in  many  places.  This  brother  lived 
for  years  in  Greece,  and  brought  the 
form  Sidrack.  or  Sydrach  with  him  back 
to  England.

writer  of  facts,  told  without  fear. 
The  Republican,  Springfield.  Saturday, 
May  25,  1912. 
The  issues  of  that  pungent  little  pe- 
riodical. "Book  Notes,"  which  is  publish- 
ed fortnightly  in  Providence,  R.  I.,  by 
Sidney  S.  Rider  and  which  consists  of 
"Literary  Gossip;  Criticisms  of  Books, 
and  Local  Historical  Matters,  Connected 
with  Rhode  Island."  have  been  gathered 
together  and  published  in  book  form  for 
the  year  1911.  But  the  reference  to  the 
subject  matter  which  is  quoted  from 
Brother  Rider's  title  page  gives  small 
hint  of  the  manner  in  which  he  deal? 
with  present-day  affairs  as  well  as  mat- 
ters of  more  remote  interest.  Thus  his- 
torical matter  relating  to  the  early  days 
of  Rhode  Island  or  to  the  manner  in 
which  Betsey  Ross  put  stars  on  the

of  the  late  Charles  R.  Drayton,  the  blind 
boss  of  Rhode  Island,  and  Mr.  Rider 
spares  nothing  in  the  telling.  In  Mr. 
Rider's  lexicon  there  is  no  word  he  is 
afraid  to  use  when  lie  is  minded  to  ;  when 
a  thing  strikes  him  as  rotten  he  says  so 
with  no  circumlocution,  likewse  when 
a  statement  appeals  to  him  as  "as  abom- 
inable lie,"'  he  does  not  hesitate  to  say 
that,  either. 

Bouvier's  Law  Dictionary  tells  me  that 
"to  lie"  is  to  "do  that  which  is  proper." 
Taking  that  view  of  the  point,  I  must 
have  done  a  wrong  to  Betsey  Ross,  and 
to  Charles  R.  Brayton.  Suppression  of 
the  truth  by  one  who  has  knowledge  of 
truth,  is  the  essence  of  a  lie.  Ought  I  to 
suppress  the  truth  when  writing  history? 
Would  not  suppression  of  the  truth  by 
me  be  as  wicked  as  was  the  wicked 
work  of  Brayton,  and  of  Ross?*  Both  are 
matters  of  history;  how  can  I  suppress 
them  when  writing  about  the  American 
flag,  or  about  the  Rhode  Island  elec- 
tions;   or   laws;    or   of   the   judges   now 
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upon  the  bench.  It  is  right  for  trie  to 
write  right,  and  I  am  going  to  write 
right,  right  along. 


Here  is  a  fine  specimen  of  the  work  of

"Historical    Scholar."   It   is   in    the   issue 
of   May  27th   last.   thus.   "He    (Benedict 
Arnold)    went    to    Providence   April   20, 
1G3G,  before  Roger  Wlliams  went  there."1 
It    is    Tommy    Rot.    and    nothing    else — 
Providence      wasn't      Providence      until 
Roger    Williams    went    there. — Benedict 
Arnold  never  named  this  place,  nor  any 
other.     The   Tribune  of  the  27th   says  it 
was  "A  patriotic  celebration  of  the  250th 
anniversary    of    the    Presidency    of    the 
Four    Towns,    this    noon."      This    means 
that  the  anniversary  of  B.  Arnold's  first 
Presidency   of   those    Four    Towns,    was 
on  the  27th  of  May.    Again  it  is  Tommy 
Rot.     This    would    make   the   year   1GG2. 
Benedict  Arnold  was  first  elected  to  the 
Presidency   of   these    Four    Towns    May 
L9th,    1057.      Roger    Williams    had    been 
the   Presidency   for  three  years,  but  de- 
clined   another    election.       Such    is    the 
stuff  that  Bicknell  is  stuffing.     The  title 
"Hon."    must   be   in  honor  of   Bieknell's 
work  with  the  "Sowams's"  Record  Book, 
carried   by   Bicknell    from   Town   Clerk's 
Office,  in  Warren,  near  forty  years  ago, 
and   never  yet  been   returned.

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WERE  Our  Courts  and  Judges  Created 
to  Smash  or  to  Assjst  the  Police? 
Within  the  last  seven  years  a  great 
charge  has  taken  place  in  the  social  con- 
ditions of  the  city  of  Providence.  This 
lias  resulted  from  the  great  immigra- 
tion from  certain  European  countries; 
mostly  from  Italy,  and  from  Armenia. 
There  are  some  execellent  men.,  and 
women  from  both  countries,  but  the  mass 
of  these  immigrants  are  from  the  lower 
classes.  Some  were  able  to  secure 
homes  in  certain  sections,  but  the  great 
majority  were  unable  to  do  so.  This 
brought  over  a  lot  of  Italian  landlords 
to  build  houses,  to  rent  to  their  country- 
men, and  so  keep  them  poor  and 
homeless.  The  construction  of  these 
houses  by  the  Italian  landlords  are  of  a 
style  hitherto  unknown  to  us.  First  they 
are  built  to  cover  every  inch  of  the  land 
on  which  they  are  built,  and  which  was 
in  posession  of  the  landlords,  who  were 
building  them.  These  "Homes''  are  built 
to  hold  from  six  (6)  to  twelve  (12) 
families.  These  families  contain  from 
three  ( 3 )  to  ten  (10)  children,  hence 
these  houses  consist  of  from  six  (6)  to 
twelve  (12)  homes;  and  from  eighteen 
(18)  to  fifty  (50)  children  in  each 
house — sometimes  more,  sometimes  less 
— but  always  large  in  number.  There  is 
not  an  inch  of  ground  on  which  a  child 
can  stand  around  these  houses,  hence  j 
these  children  are  thru;!  by  their 
parents  into  the  streets.  Here  these  i 
children  fight,  and  yell,  and  scream,  and 
throw  stones  at  each  other.  In  the  last 
twr  summers  I  have  picked  around  our 
house   over    some    1200    stones    so    use'd 


One  Sunday  afternoon  a  gang  of  boys 
and  girls  came  directly  in  front  of  mv 
window,  and  spent  the  afternoon  by  the 
boys  holding  the  jumping;  rope,  entirely 
across  the  street,  while  the  young  ladies 
did  the  jumping,  the  boys  meanwhile, 
miking  every  effort  to  pull  up  their  wear- 
ing apparel.  Such  arc  trie  present  con- 
ditions. Gangs  of  boys,  forced  into  the 
streets  by  their  parents,  are  formed  and 
invade  every  quarter  of  the  city,  and  the 
lands  bordering.  A  woman  named 
O'Hara  was  brought  into  Court,  the 
Sixth  District,  by  the  Police  of  the 
Fourth  District  by  Captain  Merrill  a  week 
or  two  ago,  charged  with  an  as- 
sault upon  another  woman,  named 
"McMahon."  The  O'Hara  had  threat- 
ened "to  tear  Mrs.  McMahon's  eldest 
daughter  into  ribbons."  Mrs.  McMahon 
went  to  ask  the  O'Hara  in  a  civil  man- 
ner to  stop  abusing  her  childlren.  The 
O'Hara  woman  did  not  den)'  the  charge 
in  the  slightest  form.  This  account  1 
have  taken  from  the  Providence  Journal. 
The  Judge  of  the  Court.  (Gorham),  dis- 
charged the  O'Hara  woman.  "Scored" 
trie  Police  Department,  as  here  set  forth 
in  the  Journal; 

"As  long  as  people  live  in  congested 
districts,  with  tenements  closely  adjoin- 
ing, and  with  many  children  running 
about."  said  Judge  Gorham,  "neighbor- 
hood disputes  over  children  are  bound 
to  happen,  and  they  cannot  be  helped. 

"It  is  about  time  that  the  police  de- 
partment discovered  this  fact  for  them- 
selves, if  the  police  have  cleaned  tip 
the  city  of  Providence  so  thoroughly  that 
they  have  nothing  else  to  take  up  their 
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time  than  to  try  to  settle  mothers'  quar- 
rels over  children,  they  may  be  assured 
at  least  that  they  will  not  get  assistance 
of  the  court  in  adjusting  these  troubles. 

"It  has  cost  the  city  $25.00  to  keep  the 
peace  between  two  mothers,  and  it  wasn't 
worth,  the  money.  I  rind  the  respondent 
not   guilty." 

Decisions  like  this  have  been  given  by 
these  courts  for  many  months,  and  the 
Police  power  to  bring  into  existence  bet- 
ter conditions  has  been  practically  des- 
troyed. It  is  time  that  judges  should  be 
placed  on  these  Benches  who  represent 
the  People,  and  not  gangs  of  thieves  and 
brutes.

The  dead 
numbered  more  than  GOO,  nearly  700. 
The  XOAXK  lands,  as  now  called,  must 
have  been  well  planted  with  dead  In- 
dians. The  little  bay.  or  harbor,  was 
then  called  "Pequot  Harbor."  But  the 
name  XOAXK  does  not  appear  in  this 
history.  In  the  year  1850,  J.  H.  Trum- 
bull collected  and  prepared  for  publica- 
tion "The  Public  Records  of  Connecticut, 
prior  to  the  union  with  the  Xew  Haven 
Colony  in  May.  1065."'  The  time  covered 
being  1656-1665.  The  name  XOAXK 
docs  not  appear.  This  man  J.  Hammond 
Trumbull  was  the  ablest  scholar  in  the 
Indian  language  that  has  yet  lived  in 
Xew  England.  Trumbull  writes  of  the 
place  as  follows:  "  Bounds  of  the  Plan- 
tations of  Pequot"  (V.  I  p.  185),  again, 
"Devise  of  the  inhabitants  of  Pequet" 
(V.  I.,  p.  185)  "Known  as  Pequett"  (V.  I. 
p.  ISO)  "Town  of  Pequett'*  (V.  I.  p.  1ST.) 
While  upon  the  subject  it  may  not  be 
without  interest  to  note  a  few  more 
things  recorded  about  the  Village  of 
Xoank,  as  penned  by  J.  Hammond  Trum- 
bull. 'Air.  Wynthrope,  the  younger,  is 
to  have  a  commission  for  to  execute  the 
place  of  a  Magistrate  at  Pequoyt." 
(Trumbull's  Col.  Rec.  Conn.  V.  I.  p.  164.) 
This  was  done  May  IS.  16-48  John  Win- 
throp.   Jr.,    came    from    London   in    1635 


with  permission  from  the  English 
Government  to  plant  a  Colony.  He  did 
nothing  absolutely  until  1645.  Agiiin. 
"This  day  (15  May  1651)  there  was 
presented  (to  the  Colony  Court  at  Hart- 
ford) a  letter  by  the  Deputy  from  John 
Winthrop,  Esq.,  of  Pequette."  (Trum- 
bull's Col.  Rec.  Conn..  V.  I.,  p.  218.)  On 
this  same  day,  15  May  1651,  "It  is  or- 
dered by  this  Courte  that  the  lyne  of  the 
Town  of  Xameagc  shall  begin  on  the 
east  side  of  the  great  river,  opposite  to 
the  point  Mr.  John  Winthrop  now  lives 
upon.  (V.  I.  p.  224.)  Again,  Mystic 
was  so  named  "In  Memory  of  that  Vic- 
tory God  was  pleased  to  give  this  people 
of  Connecticut  over  the  Pequot  Indians." 
(Trumbull's  Col.  Rec.  Conn.,  V.  2,  p.  26.) 
This  was  done  12th  October,  1665.  The 
Mystic  River,  was  the  Pequot  river  in 
1640.  (Trumbull's  Col.  Rec.  Corn..  V.  2. 
p.  570.)  "To  the  eastward  a  number  of 
English  settlers  had  planted.  The  Massa- 
chusetts General  Court  claimed  the  land- 
named  Southertown  in  1G5S.  lying  on 
the  east  from  Pequot  or  Mystic.  (Trum- 
bull, V.  2,  p.  570.)  Massachusetts  did 
not  succeed  in  securing  the  land  ;  it  was 
held  by  the  Connecticut  Court,  and 
named  Stonington.  May  10,  1060.  (Trum- 
bull, V.  I.,  p.  30.)  The  word  Noank  was 
never      then      known.         In       1881,      J. 
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Hammond  Trumbull  published  a  book 
entitled.  "Indian  names  of  Places  in 
Connecticut ;"  the  name  Xoank  is 
not  in  it.  Under  these  condi- 
tions we  cannot  look  upon  the  name  as 
being  of  Indian  Origin.  It  is  more  likely 
that  a  sloop  came  into  Pequot  Harbor 
wi'h  the  captain  shouting,  "Xo  anchor, 
no  anchor,  I  want  one."  and  Xoank  was 
an   Americanism,   which  was  then  born. 


Prof.  William  MaeDonald  of  Brown 
University  has  recently  delivered  an  ad- 
dress before  the  American  Antiquarian 
Society  of  Worcester,  Mass.,  entitled 
"Some  Bibliographical  Desiderata  in 
American  History."  which  address  the 
Society  have  published.  Few  men  in 
Rhode  Island  have  made  Bibliographical 
research  into  Historical,  or  Biographi- 
cal matters  relating  to  this  state  more 
thoroughly  than  myself.  I  have  indexed 
the  Historical  subjects  handled  in  fifteen 
thousand  (15,000)  pamphlets  relating  to 
Rhode  Island.  I  have  indexed  the  Prov- 
idence Journal  in  all  its  Historical.  Po- 
litical, or  Biographical  matters  covering 
fort}'  years  of  its  existence.  I  have 
indexed  more  than  one  thousand  Bio- 
graphical     notices      of      Rhode      Island 


men  and  women,  covering  in  time 
more  than  a  century.  But  1  did 
another,  and  more  curious  work;  1  made 
references  in  many  books  of  kindred 
notices  in  other  books  and  pamphlets  I 
so,  that  getting  into  one  end  of  a  His- 
torical path  you  might  travel  in  it  until 
you  reached  the  other  end.  It  was  this 
work  which  makes  me  take  such  a  great 
interest  in  Prof.  MacDonald's  learned, 
suggestive,  in  truth,  his  admirable  essay. 
He  shows  what  we  need  in  American 
History,  and  why  we  need  it;  and  how 
to  get  it.  I  will  reproduce  the  last  ten 
lif.es  oi  his  work.  "All  of  this  means,  of

A  short  time  since  mc  touor  ot  boot 
Notes  received  from  Edinburgh,  Scot 
land,  a  package:  It  was  a  hook,  sent  j 
to  me,  for  "notice."  It  bears  the  follow-  i 
ing  title,  "A  TRAGEDY  OF  THE  RE-  I 
FORMATION,"  being  the  authentic  ! 
narrative  of  the  history  and  burning  of  i 
the  "CHRIS.TIANISMf  RESTITU-  j 
TIO,"  155;},  with  a  succinct  account  of  j 
the  Theogical  controversy  between  Mi-  j 
chael  Servetus,  its  author,  and  the  Re-, 
former,  John  Calvin,  by  David  Cuth- 
bertson,  of  the  Edinburgh  University  Li-  ! 
brary,  with  eight  fac-similies.  This  book  j 
in  English  is  the  "Restoration  of  Christ-  j 
ianity."  written  by  Michael  Servetus. 
There  is  no  Roman  Catholicism,  nor  in- 
hdehty  m  it. 

Servetus  was  a  Spaniard,  born  in  i.-Jl.  •• 
at  Tudela;  in  Navarre.    Mr.  Cuthbertson 
thus  describes  him,  and  his  works;  '"It. 
(the  first),  was  an  epoch-making  book: 
it  was  a  remarkable  book  too.  in  that  it  I 
was    the    product   of   a   young   man    not  ; 
quite    twenty    years    of    age;    he    quotes  } 
some   thirty   authors,   Greek,    Latin,    He-  j 
brew    and    Arabic;    he    was   at   home    in 
them  all.     He  was  a  physician  as  well  as  ■ 
a    theological    student,    and    scholar    (A.  I 
Tragedy  of  the  Reformtion,  p.  21.)     In 
religion  he  was  Roman  Catholic  by  birth.   ! 
lit    was    born    at    Tudela.    in    Navarre, 
1.311..     He  was  a  man  of  original  thought  I 
and    of    great    study,    and    of    fearless  : 


courage.  His  theological  books,  three 
in  number,  are  the  rarest  books  now  in 
existence."  1  came  first  to  a  considera- 
tion of  the  results  they  produced.  In 
1771  De  ChautTpie  wrote  a  Life  of  Serve- 
tus. I  will  begin  with  one  of  his  first  para- 
graphs, "Few  examples  oi  persecution 
have  made  more  noise  than  that  of  Serve- 
tus at  Geneva  in  the  yyear  1553.  Had  he 
(Servetus)  not  accidentally  escaped  from 
prison  in  Yienne  (the  French  form  of 
Vienna)  he  would  have  suffered  the 
same  cruel  death  in  a  popish  country, 
which  was  unhappily  reserved  for  him 
when  he  fell  into  the  hands  of  Protest- 
ant Magistrates.  Had  he  been  executed 
in  Vienne,  he  would  only  have  been  one 
of  an  endless  list  of  victims  which  have 
been  made  by  the  cruelty  of  Popery ; 
but  to  be  sent  to  the  flames  for  heresy, 
by  those  who  were  but  lately  delivered 
from  the  devouring  jaws  of  an  intolerant 
religion,  against  which  they  so  keenly 
and  so  justly  remonstrated,  has  drawn 
the  attention  and  given  full  scope  to  the 
censure  of  mankind  upon,  it,  which  in 
the  course  of  two  ages  has  been  thrown 
entirely  upon  Calvin.  While  the  judges 
are  forgot,  or  overlooked,  the  whole 
load  of  reproach  has  fallen  upon  that 
famous  (1  should  have  written  it  in- 
famous) divine.  How  justly,  or  unjustly, 
must  be  left  to  an  impartial  inquiry  into 
it.  and  a  fair  construction  upon  the 
whole.  (A  Tragedy  of  the  Reformatio,!), 
p.  11.)  Mr.  Cuthbertson,  in  a  foot  note. 
(p.  11),  states  that  an  English  transla- 
tion of  De  ChaufFpie's  Lite  of  Servetus 
was  made  by  James  Tain,  1771.  This 
is  an  error.     The  translator's  name  was 
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Yair.      (Lowndes'    Manuel,     part     8,     p. 

2245.)  He  was  a  Scotch  clergyman;  I!c 
is  again  mentioned  (on  page  32)  but 
this  time  correctly,  Yair. 

Mr.  Cuthbertson  then  enters  upon  his 
search  for  the  sources  of  the  Persecu- 
tion of  Servctus  by  Calvin  and  Melanch- 
thon.  He  finds,  and  carefully  describes, 
certain  books  written  by  Servctus.  Here 
he  enters  carefully  into  a  serious  eon  si  d- 
eration  of  the  "Authenticity  of  Original 
editions/'  Here  he  doubless  meant  the 
authenticity  of  reprints,  for  he  contin- 
ues thus,  "Forgeries  of  books  and  manu- 
scripts are  common  to  nearly  all  cen- 
turies; it  is  known  that  two  editions 
of  the  "De  Trinitalis  Erroribus"  (a  book 
written  by  Servetus,  and  published  in 
1631)  were  printed  in  the  eighteenth 
century,- and  that  both  of  them  have  the 
same  date  as  the  original"  (Tragedy  of 
the  Reformation,  p.  13.")  The  title  of 
this  second  book  is  "Dialogorum  de 
Trincture  libri  duo  De  Tusticia  Regni 
Christi  Capitulo  Quator."  This  book 
was  a  successor  to  the  first:  it  was 
printed  in  1632.  These  books  became 
so  rare  that  less  than  a  dozen  copies  now 


exist.      This    led    to    the    production    of 
two    forgeries   of    them.        (Tragedy   of 

the  Reformation,  p.  14.)  In  one  of 
these  forgeries,  on  page  S3,  verso, 
line  17.  there  is  found  a  spurious  im- 
print where  the  word  CHRISTUS  ap- 
pears, which  is  not  in  the  original 
(Tragedy  of  the  Reformation,  pp.  16- 
17.)  In  the  first  book,  Servetus  under- 
took to  show  in  the  first  place  that  the 
"words  JESUS  and  CHRIST  and  SOX 
of  GOD  denote  only  a  man."  (Tragedy 
of  die  Reformation,  p.  17- IS).  He  called 
the  three  persons  ( the  Father,  Son. and  the 
Holy  (most.)"  "A  pure  imagination,  a 
chimera,  metaphysical  gods."  (  P.  18. ) 
This,  Servetus  attempts  to  prove  by  the 
citation  of  passages  of  Scriptures,  and 
seeks  to  answer  the  objections  of  the 
Orthodox,  otherwise  the  Roman  Catho- 
lics. (Tragedy  of  the  Reformation,  p. 
18.)  Against  these  two  books,  written 
by  Servetus,  the  leaders  of  the  Reforma- 
tion made  serious  assaults.  Mr.  Cuthbert- 
son has  given  us  some  specimens.  Here 
is  one,  "'Oecolampdins  writing  to  Bauer. 
(this    name    should    be    written    Bucer), 
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"We  know  not  how  that  Beast  (Serve- 
tus) came  to  creep  in  among  us;  he 
wrests  all  passages  oi  Scipture  lo  prove 
tbat  the  Son  is  not  co-eternal  and  con-  . 
substantial  with  the  Father,  and  that 
the  Man  Christ  Jesus  is  the  Son  of  Cod." 
This  letter  was  written  5th  August,  1531. 
Luther  described  it  as  "cir,  grculich  bos 
Biich, '  "an  abominably  wicked  booki 
These  hooks  were  publicly  burned  in  many 
German  cities.  (A  Tragedy  of  the  Re- 
fomation,  p.  18-19.)  These  men  were 
the  leaders  in  the  Reformation;  and 
they  were  in  constant  quarrels.  Luther, 
about  the  time  of  the  Council  of  Trent. 
1545.  printed  a  pamphlet  concerning 
these  thing's,  in  which  occurs  this  line, 
"The  popedom  of  Rome  founded  by  the 
Devil/1 

We  come  now  to  our  more  imme- 
diate purpose,  that  of  describing  the 
history  of  the  rarest  of  ecclesiastical 
books.  It  bears  a  protentous  title 
"Christianismi  Restitutio."  That  is  the 
Restitution  of  Christianity.  A  call  of  the 
Christian  world  to  the  primitive  princi- 
ples of  the  apostolical  Church ;  or  a 
treatise  wherein  the  knowledge  of  God, 
of  the  Christian  faith,  of  the  justifica- 
tion, regeneration,  baptism,  eating  the 
Lord's  supper,  are  perfectly  restored;  to 
the  deliverance  of  tiie  heavenly  kingdom 


from  the  slavery  of  impious  Babylon, 
and  the  utter  destruction  of  Anti-Christ 
with  his  followers."  Of  this  book,  writ- 
ten by  Servetus,  one  thousand  copies 
were  printed  in  1553.  Rut  three  copies 
are  now  in  existence.  Due  of  them,  and 
that  by  far  the  most  valuable  is  in  the 
Edinburgh  University  Library.  That 
which  gives  it  the  greatest  value,  is  an 
original  manuscript  letter  written  by 
Servetus.  to  John  Calvin  and  a  reprint, 
which  appears  in  this  book  by  Mr.  Cuth- 
bertson  (p.  25).  Mere  Mr.  Ctithbertson 
enters  into  a  bibliographical  account  of 
the  books  now  existing  which  contain 
material  touching  the  subject,  and  upon 
both  sides.  His  references  are  absolute- 
ly necessary  to  a  fair  understanding  of 
the  work  of  the  most  prominent  men 
known  to  us  now  as  workers  of  the  "Re- 
formation." Upon  no  subject  in  the 
world  is  such  biblographieal  work  as 
this,  so  necessary  as  ''Religion."  For 
1500  years  the  greatest  frauds  have  been 
played  upon  mankind,  by  mankind,  in 
matters  of  religion,  and  this  work  by 
Cuihbertson  is  an  admirable  illustration. 
He  states  (p.  37)  that  the  Edinburgh 
copy  of  the  Christianismi  Restitutio" 
may  be  claimed  with  every  appearance 
of  truth  to  have  been  the  one  originally 
in  the  possession  of  the  Reformer,  John 
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Calvin  himself;  certain  of  the  printed 
pages  of  which  were  used  in  the  famous, 
or  infamous,  trial  of  the  learned  Serve- 
ins."     The  book  was  printed  at  Vienne, 

and  completed  in  January  1553.  Servetus 
was  arrested  there  in  June  1553.  He 
escaped,  hut.  sentence  was  pronounced 
upon  him  by  the  Pope's  authorities  at 
Yicnne.  This  sentence  is  given  by  Mr. 
Cuthbertson ;  "He  shall  be  taken  with 
his  hooks  on  a  timbrel,  or  dust  cart,  to 
the  place  of  public  execution  and  there 
burnt  alive  with  a  slow  iire  until  Ins 
body  is  reduced  to  ashes.'"  (P.  45.)  His 
body  was  not  there,  he  was  burned  in 
effigy.  "His  live  bales  of  books  were 
burned."  (P.  45.)  Servetus  was  again 
arrested,  this  time  at  Geneva,  while  at 
church,  August  14,  1553,  upon  the  com- 
plaint of  John  Calvin,  assisted  by.  Melan- 
chthon.  Calvin  has  stated,  "it  was  at  my 
instance  that  he  was  arrested."  (p.  47) 
"it  was  by  me  that  the  articles  of  in- 
culpation were  drawn  up."  (P.  47.)  Ser- 
vetus was  tried  at  Geneva,  Switzerland, 
which  city  was  then  the  cradle  of  the 
Reformation,  and  of  Calvinisms  work. 
He  was  found  guilty  of  heresy,  and  sen- 
tenced to  be  burned  at  the  stake.  Tin's 
was  done  at  Champel.  a  suburb  of  Gen- 


eva, 27th  October.  1553.  The  Pope  of 
Rome,  and  John  Calvin,  both  performed 
the  same  ceremony.  Mr.  Cuthbertson 
continues,    "We   are   tempted    to    inquire 

how  many  readers  had  hern  injured,  or 
led  away  from  Biblical  truth  by  the 
reading  ^t  his  (Servetus)  Heresie;  it 
was    for    the    publication    of    this    book 

that  Servetus  lived.  Calvin  had  read  it ; 
the  Inquisitor,  Ory,  had  possibly  done  so. 
and  Polladon,  the  Advocate;  and  possi- 
bly two  others.''  (In  all  live  copies.) 
"How  then  were  Heresies  spread  abroad 
by  the  book,  Christianismi  Retitutio  when 
it  lay  packed  in  bales  in  a  printer's  prem- 
ises until  it  was  seized  and  burned  by 
order  of  the  Pope  of  Rome.  The  name 
of  the  Advocate  (or  Judge)  Polladon. 
is  an  error,  it  should  Colladon  (p.  49). 
In  this  book  Christianismi  Restitutio. 
Servetus  attacked  the  doctrine  of  the 
Trinity,  he  held  that  JESUS  was  not 
COD  and  at  the  same  time  a  SOX  of 
COD. 

I  cannot  explain  the  meaning  of  the 
word  timbrel  or  dust  cart  as  used  in  the 
Roman  Catholic  sentence  of  Servetus. 
A  timbrel  was  a  musical  instrument;  it 
is  now,  and  was  then. 

Never  in  mv  life  has  a  book,  so  small. 
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as    this   by   Cuthbertson    is.    and   yet    so 

great:  and  this  is  just  the  age  when  it 
should  have  been  made.  Its  bibliographi- 
cal construction  is  tree  of  the  best  pieces 
of 'evidence  showing  the  bed-rock  truth 
of  the  opinions  held  by  Prof.  MacDonald' 
of  Brown  University,  to  which  I  re- 
ferred in  Book  Notes,  June  22nd.  .  The 
book  is  published  in  Edinburgh,  and 
Loudon  by  Oliphant,  Anderson  &  Fer- 
rier.  .3912,  and  a  copy  will  be  sent  to 
any  scholar,  man  or  woman,  in  this 
country  for  the  paltry  sum  of  Sl.:>5.  The 
eight  beautiful  plates,  all  fac-similies,  are 
themselves  worth  more  money  than  is 
asked  for  the  entire  book.  I  cannot  let 
this  opportunity  pass  without  reference 
to  another  illustration  of  the  intellectual 
strength  01  tin-  great  man  Servetus,  for 
whom  a  fine  monument  was  built  in 
October,  I'll!.  I  mean  his  study  of  the 
ciruclation  oi  the  blood  in  men.  The 
following"  extracts  are  from  a  book  en- 
titled "The  Unnoticed  Theories  of  Ser- 
vetus." addressed  to  the  Medical  Society 
of  Stockholm,  by  George  Sigmond,  M. 
D.,  London,  1826.  "After  giving  his 
descrip'ion  of  the  passage  of  the  blood 
from  the  right  ventricle  of  the  heart 
through   the   lungs   to   the   left   ventricle 


of  the  heart,  he  gives  bis  reasons   for  his 
belief  in  his   doctrine  of   the  circulation, 
ami  observes  that  Galen  was  unacquaint- 
ed  with  the  truth,     lie  then  commences 
that     most     extraordinary     passage     up- 
on the  scat  of  the  mind.     The  blood,  be 
supposes,  having  received   in   its  passage 
through   the   lungs  the  breath   of  life,   i- 
sent    by    the    left    ventricle    in t  >    the    ar- 
teries:   the    purest    part    ascents    to    the 
base  of  the  brain,   where  it   is   more  re- 
fined  especially   in   the   retiform   plexus. 
It    is    still    more    perfected    in    the    small 
vessels,    the    capillary    arteries,    ami    the 
choroid    plexus,    which    penetrate    every 
part  of  the  brain,  enter  into  the  ventri- 
cles  arid  closely  surround  the  origin  of 
the   nerves.      From  the   vital    spirit   it   is 
now  changed  into  the  animal  spirit,  and 
acts    upon    the    mass    of    brain,    which    i> 
incapable  of   reasoning  without  tin's  st:- 
mu.lus,  in  the  two  ventriclles  of  the  brain, 
is  placed  the  power  of  receiving"  impres- 
sions from  external  objects;  iti  the  third, 
is  that  of   reasoning  upon  them  ;    in   the 
fourth  is  that  of  remembering  them.  From 
tlte    communication    through    the     fora- 
mena  of  the  ethmoid  bone  the  two  ven- 
tricles receive  a  portion  of  external  air 
to    refresh    the    spirit    and    to    give    new 
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animation  to  the  soul.  If  these  ventri- 
cles are  oppressed  by  the  introduction  of 
noxious  vapour,  epilepsy  is  produced,  if 
a  fluid  presses  on  the  choroid  plexus, 
apoplexy;  au<l  whatever  affect  this  part 
of  the  brain  causes  loss  of  mental  power. 
He  here  enters  very  minutely  into 
the  soul,  as  the  breath  of  life,  and  the 
whole  of  the  theories  he  has  advanced 
are  in  support  of  the  passages  in  the 
Bible  relative  to  the  Almighty  pouring"  in- 
to the  nostrils  of  man  the  breath  of  life. 
A  long  metaphysical  arid  theological  dis- 
cussion, difficult  to  he  understood,  fol- 
lows; hut  net  one  syllable  can  he  found 
contrary  to  the  precepts  of  Christianity, 
or  to  the  pure  faith,  he  (  Servetus) 
wished  to  instil]  into  the  mind.  In  an 
oilier  part  of  the  work  there  is  a  dissei- 
t  at  ion  upon  the  heart  as  the  origin  of 
Faith,  which  he  believes  on  the  authori- 
ties he  cites  from  the  Bible,  to  be  the 
seat  of  some  degree  of  mental  power. 
The  heart,  he  supposes,  deliberates  upon 
the  will,  but  the  will  obeys  the  brain. 
Dr.  Sigmond  says,  "The  best  proof  that 
Calvin  and  Melanchthon  followed  not 
the  divine  precepts  of  their  gentle  mas- 
ter was.  and  is,  that  they  pursued  even 
unto  death  a  helpless,  poor  and  learned 
man."

My  Dear  Mr.  Rider: — ]  was  much  in- 
terested  in  the  article  in  "Book  Xotes" 
of  June  22  entitled  '"What  is  the  origin, 
and  meaning  of  the  work  Xoank?" 

As   I    have   been   engaged    for   several 
years    in    the    prepraration    of   a    history   j 
of  mv  native  town  of  Groton,  anything  j 
pertaining    to  local  nomenclature  is  wel-   i 
come.     First    let    me    s*ay,   that   your   in- 
formation  regarding  the  character  of  the  j 
work  done  at  present  at   Xoank  is  mis-   I 
leading.     Robert    Palmer   has    for   many   j 
years  conducted  at  that  place  the  largest 
ship  building  plant  on  the  coast  between 
Bath   and    Xew    York.      He   has   made  a 
specialty    of    building    railroads     floats, 
such  as  you  see  transporting  cars  around 
Xew  York  city,  and  lias  built  some  very 
able  seagoing  barges,  but  has  never  con- 
structed    what     are     known     as     "coffin 
barges"  or  boxes  that  tow  through  Long 
Island  Sound. 

Xow  as  to  the  name  ''Xoank."  This 
is  an  English  corruption  of  the  Indian 
name  spelled  variously  "Xawyonk." 
"Xowayunk,"  "Xaiwayuncke."'  etc.,  ac- 
cording to  the  taste  or  skill  of  tlie 
scribe  making  the  record.  One  of  the 
earliest  records  I.  have  found  is  in  an  ex- 
tract from  the  old  moderator  Ijpok  p'f  Xew 
London,  in  "History  of  Xew  London." 
Caulkins  1860-p.  1.38  where  it  is  spelled 
"Xaiwayuncke."  Again  on  p.  12::.  Miss 
Caulkins  in  writing  cf  old  names,  part 
"still  in  use.  others  gleaned  from  records 
or  tradition."  says  "Naiwayonk"  or  "Xo- 
wayunck"  now  abbreviated  to  "Noank,"  a 
peninsular  at  the  mouth  of  Mystic  River 
on  the  west  side."  *  *  *  In  "History  of  In- 
dians of  Connecticut,"  De  Forest,  p.  p.  2ffZ 
and  898  refer  to  "Xawyonk" — "Diary  of 
Joshua  Hemp-lead''  Xew  London  Co, 
Hist.  Soc.  1901— p.  p.  204  and  291  spells, 
the  name  "Xowayunk."  I  have  a  manu- 


script copy  of  an  old  clwd  made  in  17G1 
in  which  the  name  is  spelled  "Xoyank." 
Your  trouble  in  quoting  from  Trumbull 
et  al.  arises  from"  a  misapprehension  of 
the  geography  of  the  town.  Pequot 
Harbor  was  not  at  the  mouth  of  the 
"Mystic  River" — the-  eastern  boundary 
of  Groton— but  was  the  "Thames 
River''  its  western  bound,  that  river  in 
the  early  records  being  called  the  "Greal 
River  of  the  Pequot  country."  The 
town  of  "Pequot"  refered  to  by  Trum- 
bull was  originally  called  "Xameaug" 
then  "Pequot"  and  finally  "Xew  London'' 
and  originally  included  all  the  territory 
now  comprising  Xew  London,  Groton, 
Ledyard  and  Wa'terford.  The  battle 
fought  by  John  Mason  on  Pequot  Hill 
in  May.  1637,  was  full  two  miles  away 
from  Xoank  and  as  the  English  at  its 
close  found  their  way  westward  across 
the  present  town  of  Groton,  it  is  safe 
to  say  that  not  an  Englishman  was 
within  that  distance  of  Xoank  on  that 
bloody    day. 

Just  a  word  as  to  your  reference  to 
Roger  Williams'  connection  with  thai 
war.  It  appears  to  me  that  you  have 
King  Philip's  war  in  mind  rather  than 
the  Pequot  war.  The  Pequots  had  com- 
mitted many  outrages  on  the  settlers 
along  the  Connecticut  River,  but  we 
have  no  knowledge  of  their  operations 
extending  to  Plymouth  and  Massachu- 
setts Bay.  The  interest  of  these  latter 
colonies  was  the  protection  of  those  who 
had  gone  from  their  midst  to  plant 
colonies  on  the  Connecticut  River.  When 
war  was  finally  decided  upon  the  Con- 
necticut River  colonies  were  to  furnish 
90  men.  Plymouth  40  and  Massachusetts 
200.  The  Pequots  made  strenuous  ef- 
forts to  enlist  the  Xarragau setts  in  an 
alliance  against  the  English  and  it  was 
for  (he  purpose  of  preventing  this  al- 
liance that  Massachusetts  Bay  colony 
i  which  had  the  previous  year  banished 
Roger  Williams)  solicited  his  aid  in 
preventing  the  Xarragansetts  from  join 
ing  the  Pequots.  Roger  Williams  tells 
the   story   in   a   letter   tQ   Major   Mason. 
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June  22,    1670.     See   "Letters   of   Roger 
Williams  20;;2-iGS2.v     Bartlett  p,  33S. 

A  conundrum  which  used  to  be  cur- 
rent in  my  boyhood  days  is  probably  as 
authentic  record  of  the  origin  of  the 
name  as  the  story  you  teil  viz.,  Why  are 
the  Xoank  smacks  the  most  reckless, 
navigated  craft  afloat'?  Because  they  go 
to  sea  with  "Xoankers"  on  board.

I  was  in  error  in  one  respect,  to  wit,  J. 
Hammond  Trumbull  published  a  book 
entitled  ''Indian  Names  of  Places  in  Con- 
necticut, the  name  Xoank  is  not  in  the  ini- 
tial line.  Upon  a  re-examination  I  found 
this  entry,  "Naiwayonk"  made  mod(  mod-

Then  follows  Xoangk, 
Xoiank.  Pres.  Styles  Ms.  1761.  In  the 
Records  of  Cotnfn'rs  of  the  V  Colonies 
it  is  variously  written  Nowayonk,  New- 
eacke.  Xeweage.  X'awayk,  Nawyanck- 
que  and  in  looking  in  a  dictionary  for 
the  meaning,  or  spelling,  of  a  word,  we 
look  only  it>r  the  first  word  in  the  para- 
graph. Xoank  was  the  third  word,  that 
is  why  I  tailed  to  see.  I  shall  not  change 
my  opinion  of  its  formation,  and  mean- 
ing. 

Concerning  what  I  think  with  reference 
to  the  connection  of  Roger  Williams 
with  the  Pequot  war,  1637,  I  refer  the 
reader  to  Book  Xotcs,  v.  S.  pp.  129-134, 
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JUDGE  GORHAM  SCORES  POLICE. 
Declares  it  is  Time  They  Ceased  Inter- 
fering in   Neighborhood  Quarrels. 

Judge  Howard  B.  Gorham,  in  the  sixth 
District  Court  yesterday  morning,  scored 
the  police  department  for  endeavoing  to 
adjust  mothers'  brawls  over  their  chil- 
dren, and  served  notice  on  the  police  that 
they  wouuld  receive  no  assistance  from 
the  court  in  their  interference  in  mat- 
ters which,  he  said,  they  should  have  dis- 
covered   to    be   uuncontrolahle. 

The  judge's  criticism  of  the  police  was 
incorporated  in  his  ruling  in  which  he 
found  Mrs.  Helen  O'Gara  of  Dodge 
street  not  guilty  of  an  assault  upon  Mrs. 
Helen  McMahon,  20  Garrison  street,  who 
appeared  in  court  with  a  black  eye. 

In  the  trial  of  the  case  Mrs.  McMahon 
testified  that  Mrs.  O'Hara  hit  her  in  the 
right  eye  with  a  couple  of  sticks,  spat 
in  her  face  and  grated  her  teeth  at  her. 
All  of  this  came  about,  according  to  the 
evidence,  because  Mrs.  O'Hara  was  al- 
leged to  have  said  that  she  would  teat- 
Mrs.  McMahon's  oldest  daughter  into 
ribbons. 

The  houses  in  which  the  interested  par- 
ties live  practically  adjoin  one  another, 
and  it  was  only  a  matter  of  a  few  min- 
utes when  Mrs.  McMahon  was  standing 
on  Mrs.  O'Hara's  doorstep  to  ask  her  in 
a  ladylike   fashion.  Mrs.  McMahon  said.

her  children. 


Mrs.  O'Hara  came  to  her  doorway  and 
so  did  her  husband.  It  was  while  the 
former  was  standing  on  the  top  step 
that  she  was  alleged  to  have  reached 
down  and  jabbed  Mrs.  McMahon's  right 
eye  with  a  couple  of  sticks. 


Mrs.  O'Hara  was  represented  by  John 
T.  Cooney  and  in  reply  to  his  queries 
she  gave  the  following  as  her  version  of 
the  court  proceeding:  "This  is  a  fixed-up 
thing — a  frame-up." 

She  furthermore  insisted  that  she 
could  not  have  reached  the  complainant 
because  her  husband  was  standing  be- 
tween herself  and  Mrs,  McMahon.  She 
also  had  been  washing  her  supper  dishes. 
she  told  the  court,  and  she  reasoned  that 
the  soap  on  her  hands  would  have  caused 
the  alleged  sticks  to  slip  between  her 
lingers  even  if  she  did  have  them  to  start 
off  with." 

Courts  and  Judges  are  made  to  protect 
the  people,  and  the  police  are  made  for 
the  very  same  purpose.  It  certainly  is 
not  right  for  the  police  to  smash  the 
courts;  nor  is  it  any  more  right  for  the 
courts  to  smash  the  police.  A  huge 
mass  of  the  very  worst  foreigners 
have  invaded  Providence,  and.  brought 
with  them  their  favorite  games,  like  the 
Ca.morri.sts,  or  the  Black  Handers:  a 
condition  has  been  formed  here  which  is 
deploraibe.  Ought  not  the  judges  of  the 
district  courts  to  help  rather  than  swat 
the  police.  The  sixth,  district  court  herein 
Providence  is  first  in  action.  There  are 
two  judges,  one  has  been  vaccinated  with 
"Probation";  the  other  is  deficient  of 
''Salvation,"  and  the  result  has  been  to 
•  destroy  the  power,  and  efficiency  of  the 
police.  This  court  is  costing  the  people 
of  Providence  SlO.OOH  a  year.  Personally 
it  is  political.  It  must  change,  or  it 
will  lie  changed,  for  such  work  must 
stop  under  such  conditions  as  arc  now 
working  destruction   here. 
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77i£  La'Jc  of  Life  is  a  volume  of 
American  Poems,  written  by  James 
Newton  Mathews,  a  blood  relative  of 
Ridpath,  one  of  our  modern  historians. 
The  poet  is  dead,  and  his  work  has  been 
edited  by  Walter  Hunt  who  has  inserted 
several  original  poems  written  by  Jacob 
Whitcomb  Riley;  his  soul  also,  is  in  the 
immortal  world. 

It  was  James  Whitcomb  Riley  who 
"discovered"  the  late  James  Newton 
Matthews,  and  it  was  no  less  an  authori- 
ty than  the  famous  Hoosier  bard  who 
first  proclaimed  him  as  among-  the  fore- 
most of  America's  poets.  In  view  of 
this,  a  peculiar  interest  attaches  to  "The 
Lute  of  Life,"  a  collection  of  Matthews' 
writings  just  issued,  and  in  which  we 
find  the  Riley  verdict  amply  vindicated. 

Few  of  Riley's  admirers  would  ques- 
tion the  integrity  of  his  critical  dicta, 
so  they  will  not  fail  to  find  significance 
in  his  statement  that  "Matthews  is  the 
mouth-piece  of  the  gods.*  *  '*  Strong 
commendation  this,  which  might  smack 
of  the  superlative  were  it  not  reinforced 
by  equally  high  estimates  from  many 
literary       masters,       including       "Mark 


Twain,"  who  declared:  "His  songs  have 
lifted  my  spirit  like  a  strong  and  help- 
ful hand.  Such  poets  as  Matthews 
are  the  world's  best  benefactors." 
But  praise  provides  nothing  oi  intrinsic 
merit;  it  is  merely  indicatory.  The  qual- 
ity of  these  poems  is  their  most  effective 
eulogium. 

Riley  enthusists  will  delight  in  the  sev- 
eral special  poems  he  has  contributed  to 
this  volume,  beginning  with  a  character- 
istic Foreword  in  the  sonnet  form  and 
continuing  through  a  series  of  felicitous 
metrical  interchanges  by  these  comrades 
of  Parnassus,  between  whom  there  ex- 
isted a  friendship  unique  in  the  annals  of 
literary  association. 

The  work,  is  edited  by  Walter  Hunt, 
whose  brilliant  pen  furnishes  an  "Appre- 
i  ciation"  of  the  dead  poet  that  is  a  master- 
piece of  its  kind.

and dollars.  The  meaning  of  "a  privy 
or  false  token"  is  not  selling  sheet  iron 
for  tin  ;  it  is  a  scheme  to  get  money  from 
the  people,  and  hence  a  criminal  act  just 
as  criminal  as  selling  plated  silver,  for 
the  solid,  is  criminal;  and  it  is  to-day  a 
criminal  act,  under  (he  Common  Law;

This 
"-Nonagenarian7'  has  not  only  an  "inconve- 
nient memory,"  hut  he  is  densely  igno- 
rant of  English  Literature.  In  truth, 
there  is  not  an  iota  of  truth  in  what  is 
said  in  the  article  concerning  the  con- 
nection of  Albert  G.  Greene  with  the 
"Old  Ephraim  Grimes,"  as  related  by 
John  Aubrey  of  St.  Agnes,  Ontario. 
There  was  in  England,  1627-1697,  a  man 
named  John  Aubrey,  who  wrote  a  book, 
and  printed  it.  in  1696,  entitled  "Mis- 
cellanies Upon  Various  Subjects."  Here 
are  some  of  the  subjects;  "Transporta- 
tion of  Air,"  "Day  Fatality,"  Local  Fatal- 
ity," "Blows  Invisible,"  .  "Knockings," 
"Impulses,"  "Converse  with  Angels,"  etc., 
etc.  Anthony  Wood,  1632-1695,  describes 
John  Aubrey  as  being  "a  shiftless  person, 
roving  and  magotie-headed,  little  better 
than  erased."  This  Ontario  John  must 
be  a  fresh  case  of  the  resurrection  of  the 
dead.  Mis  "Old  Grimes"  stuff  is  "blows  in- 
visible." I  have  handled  the  case  of  the 
poem,  "Old  Grimes"  for  years ;  some 
day  I  will  come  again  to  this  case.  If 
you  are  curious  go  to  Book  Notes,  v.  2, 
p.  67  ;  v.  3,  p.  138  ;  v.  IS,  p.  174  and  v.  25. 
pp.  87-88,  and  then  you  will  know  all 
about   it. 
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In  my  article  in  the  last  issue,  on  the 
burning  of  Servetus,  1  wrote  this  para- 
graph. "I  cannot  explain  the  meaning 
of  the  word  timbre!  or  dust  cart  as  used 
in  the  Roman  Catholic  sentence  o\  Ser- 
vetus. A  timbrel  was  a  musical  instru- 
ment; it  is  now,  and  was  then."  It  did 
not  occur  to  me  that  is  was  a  typo- 
graphical error  until  Prof.  Munroe  oi 
Brown  University  called  my  attention  to 
the  word  which  I  at  once  saw  ;  here  it  is  : 
The  French  word  "Tombercau"  means 
in  English  a  "Tumbril,"  a  cart,  a  dung- 
cart,  a  mud  cart,  a  dust  cart,  etc.,  so  too. 
the  French  word  "Caisson,"  an  ammuni- 
tion wagon,  or  cart,  a  tumbrel.  (Case's 
French  Diet.)  The  word  tumbrel  in 
Bailey's  English  Dictionary,  1730,  is 
defined  as  meaning  "A  dung  cart ;  in 
comtempt,  as  applied  to  a  sot  or  drunkard. 
Bailey  rests  the  word  on  the  French 
word  "tombereau."

min P.  Mouiton.  I  am  copying  verbatim 
the  statement  in  the  Providence  Journal. 
31st  January,  1012.  It  continues:  ah  the 
speakers  were  in  favor  of  legislation 
regulating  the  smoke;  but  after  those 
supporting  the  measure  then  pending, 
had  spoken,  the  representatives  of  the 
Rhode  Island  Company,  now  holding  a 
perpetual  charter  of  all  street  railroad:-, 
and  the  New  Haven  leases  holding  a  cen- 
tury lease,  and  other  companies,  whose 
names  are  not  mentioned,  told  ot  certain 
conditions  of  the  proposed  law.  under 
which  they  claimed,  that  such  a  law- 
would  work  hardships  upon  them  (and 
would  work  hardship  upon  the  people, 
of  course).  Their  criticisms  of  the  bill 
were,  that  it  was  too  drastic,  and  its 
modification    was    urged.

This  lav.  was  extracted  form  a  curi- 
ously prepared  "Bill"  for  the  abatement 
of  the  smoke  nuisance  in  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton, and  vicinity,  submitted  by  the  Fuel 
Supply  Committee  of  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce.  This  "Bill''  was  printed  in 
the  NEW  EXGLAXD  ENGINEER,  a 
small  monthly  periodical,  for  March, 
1910,  pp.  7-13. 

Section  1  defines  the  meaning  of  cer- 
tain words,  thus.  "Stack"  means  a  smoke 
chimney,  or  any  chimney.  The  word 
"Chart''  means  "Ringelmann's  Smoke 
Chart."  as  used  by  the  Li.  S.  Geologi- 
cal Survey.  These  charts  will  be  des- 
cribed later  in  this  article. 

Section  2  provides  that  the  City  Coun-. 
cil  of  each  city  having  20,000  inhabitants 
"which  shall  accept  the  provisions  of 
this  Act!'  can  appoint  a  Smoke  Inspec- 
tor, etc.  Section  3,  4.  5,  0,  more  th.au 
two  octavo  pages,  all  relating  to  the 
salary,  and  rtower  to  remove  a  deputy 
and  other  nonsense. 

Section-  3  to  G  inclusive  relate  to  ap- 
pointments and  workings  of  Smoke  In- 
spectors together  with  other  kindred 
matters. 

Section  7.  "No  new  plant  and  no  re- 
construction of,  or  addition  to,  or  altera- 
tion of  an>  part  of  any  existing 
plant  for  producing  power  and  heat, 
or  either  shall  be  erected,  until 
plans  have  been-  filed  in  the  office  of 
the  Snv.ke  inspector  and  approved  hy 
him/'  This  section  is  by  far  the  most 
voluminous  in  tk  law.  having  58  lines, 
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while  others  have   from  10  to  30. 

Section  S  is  by  far  the  most,  import- 
ant; I  will  give  it  more  in  detail,— "In 
each  such  city  the  emission  of  smoke  of 
a  degree  of  darkness,  or  density,  equal 
to  or  greater  than  that  of  (Ringel- 
mann's)  chart  from  any  stacks,  creep! 
stacks  oj  locomotives,  for  any  period  or 
periods,  in  the  aggregate  exceeding  six 
minutes  in  any  period  of  one  hour,  or 
from  any  stack  of  a  locomotive  for  any 
period  or  periods  in  the  aggregate  ex- 
ceeding one  minute  in  any  period  of 
five  minutes,  except  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided, is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  public 
nuisance,  and  is  hereby  prohibited;  Pro- 
vided, that  between  the  hours  of  five 
o'clock  A.  M.  and  seven  o'clock  A.  M. 
while  any  fire  is  being  built,  or  re-built 
after  cleaning,  the  emission  of  smoke  of 
such  darkness  or  density  therefrom,  by 
menas  of  any  stack  connected  therewith 
for  any  period  or  periods  in  the  aggre- 
gate not  exceeding  fifteen  minutes 
in  any  period  of  one  hour  is 
permitted;  and  provided  that  at  any 
time  while  any  fire  is  being  built, 
or   re-built   after  cleaning   in   any    foun- 


dry cupola,  the  emission  of  smoke  of 
such  darkness  or  density,  by  means  of 
any  stack  connected  therewith,  for  any 
period  or  periods  in  the  aggregate  not 
exceeding  fifteen  minutes  in  any  period 
of  one  hour,  is  permitted;  etc.,  etc. 

Section  9  provides  a  penalty  of  $10.00 
nor  more  than  $100.00  for  any  violation 
of  the  preceding  sections  of  the  law — 
and  shall  be  guilty  of  creating  a  public 
nuisance,  etc,  etc. 

Section  10  discusses  the  matter  of  giv- 
ing permits  by  the  Inspector  to  emit 
smoke. 

Section  11  ends  the  law  with  this 
choice,  section  : — "Tin's  act  shall  apply  to. 
and  be  operative  only  within  such  cities 
as  by  vote  of  the  City  Council,  or  Rep 
resentative  Council  thereof  respectively, 
shall  adopt  the  provisions  of  this  Act, 
and  when  any  city  so  adopts  the  same 
ir  shall  thereupon  take  effect  therein  and 
supersede  as  to  such  city  Chapter  111  of 
the  General  Laws,  and  any  and  all  acts 
in  amendment  thereof  or  in  addition 
thereto." 

Such   is  the   law,  if  it  is  a  law,   now 
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standing  in  the  PUBLIC  LAWS  of  the 
STATE  of  RHODE  ISLAND,  passed 
at  the  January  Session,  1912,  pp.  160-166. 
Jt    deserves    examination. 

I  am  going  to  consider  in  my  rude  way 
the  legislative  construction  of  this 
"thing"  entitled  "An  Act  to  Provide  for 
the  Abatement  of  Smoke  in  Cities."  It 
purports  being  a  Law;  Chapter  SOT,  of 
the  ''General  Laws"  The  Smoke  Pub- 
lic Nuisance  Statute,  enacted  in  April, 
1902,  but  with  its  action  at  first  sus- 
pended for  ten  months  has  not  been  re- 
pealed ;  it  is  in  the  latest  edition  of  the 
"General  Laws,"  1906,  p.  111.  Thus  we 
have  two  Smoke  Laws  now  in  existence. 
Both  apply  only  to  cities,  to  wit:  Provi- 
dence, Pawtucket,  Central  Falls,  Crans- 
ton, .Newport  and  vVoonsocket;  the 
State  lies  not  under  the  enforcement  of 
either  of  these  statutes.  This  new 
"Law"  ''shall  apply  to,  and  be  operative 
only  within  such  cities,  as  by  vote  of  the 
City  Council  or  representative  council 
thereof  respectively  shall  adopt  the  provi- 
sions of  this  Act,  and  when  any  city  so 
adopts  the  same,  it  shall  thereupon  take 
effect  therein  and  supersede  as  to  such 
city  chapter  111  of  the  General  Laws." 
Here  is  how  it  "Provides  for  the  Abate- 
ment of  Smoke,"  the  Common  Council 
must  lirst  adopt  the  "thing;"  then  the 
Board    of    Aldermen    must     adopt     the 


"thing  then  the  two  bodies  must  nice;, 
together  and  adopt  the  "thing;"  then 
the  "thing"  must  be  put  into  operation 
by  a  vote  by  the  voters  of  the  city  where 
such  work  is  in  operation.  Under  this 
"thing"  soft  coal  smoke  is  made  a  pub- 
lic nuisance  (See.  S,  9)  only  by  two , 
conditions,  caused  by  the  action  of  cer- 
tain owners.  The  "thing"  (Sec.  $)  thus 
begins  "The  emission  of  smoke  of  a  de- 
gree of  darkness  or  density  equal  to  or 
greater  than  that  of  No.  3  of  said  chart 
from  any  stack,  except  stacks  of  loco- 
motives.'" The  chart  referred  to  is 
"Ringelmann's"  (Sec.  1).  How  many 
men  in  any  city  in  this  state  know  what 
a  Ringelmann's  chart  is?  or  the  scope? 
there  are  four  degrees  of  density  in  this 
chart,  1,  2,  ;j,  4.  a  umber  1  is  the  lightest 
shade  of  blackness,  and  number  4,  is  the 
blackest.  Anybody  can  emit  any  amount 
of  either  number  1,  2,  3.  Soft  coal 
smoke  is  black  as  jet  when  it  first  leaves 
a  chimney;  it  lessens  in  density  as  it 
becomes  scattered.  Go  ask  the  Smoke 
Inspector  to  show  you  number  2  while 
you  hold  your  watch  to  show  how  many 
minutes  number  4  was  becoming  num- 
ber 2.  The  whole  scheme  is  utter  rot, 
devised  to  fool  the  people;  no  man  liv- 
ing can  gauge  the  density  of  the  soot 
flying  from  soft  coal  from  any  chimney 
by  any   such  process. 
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I  felt  that  the  Act  of  lt)02v  made  by  a 
Commission  at  the  head  of  which  was 
Ex-Chief  Justice  Stiness  was  bad  enough 
against  the  people;  and  cost  the  people 
thousands  of  dollars,  was  a  mere  flea- 
bite  in  comparison  with  the  latest  thing. 

The  Railroads,  and  Corporations,  now 
in  control  of  the  General  Assembly,  who 
are  now  fighting  the  People,  in  order  to 
use  soft  coal,  have  taken  millions  on 
millions  of  dollars  from  the  People, 
during  the  past  three  quarters  of  a  cen- 
tury, using  only  anthricite.  are  now  try- 
ing to  double  the  dose,  by  using  the  soft 
stuff  with  Ringlemann's  Rot. 

It  was  a  neat  political  trick,  to  put  the 
destruction  of  the  law  in  the  hands  of  , 
the  Aldermen  ;  the  "control"  of  live  Al- 
dermen is  far  less  expense  to  corpora- 
tions than  the  control  of  the  General  As- 
sembly, and  enables  the  railroads  and 
the  corporations  to  cover  the  city  with 
sott,  and  rob  the  People  of  more  money. 

The  Constitution  of  the  United  States 
provides  (Art.  1.  Sec.  S)  that  all  duties, 
imports,  and  excises  shall  be  uniform 
throughout  the  United  States.  The  Con- 
stitution of  Rhode  Island  provides  that 
"All  laws  should  be  made  for  the  good 
of   the    whole   and    the    burdens    of    the, 


state    ought    to    be    fairly    distributed/' 

This  "tiling"  called  a- law  is  a  rank  vio- 
latiyn'  of  both  constitutions.  When  shall 
we  see  an  actual  abatement  of  this  nuis- 
ance so  costly   to  all  the  people. 

Can  Congress  impose  ten  different 
tariffs  on 'as  many  states;  or  can  the 
Rhode  Island  General" Assembly  make- 
ten  different  laws  in  force  in  ten  dif- 
ferent towns,  about  a -Public  Nuisance 
which  covers  the  entire  state.  It  is  re- 
freshing alter  reading  such  a'  "thing'"  to 
read  the  following  :       _..' 

NEWBURGH,  X.  V.   ■ 
Smoke,  Soot,  Dust,  Etc. — Prevention  of. 

Resolved,  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful 
within  the  limits  of  the  city  of  New- 
burgh,  for  any  person  or  persons,  firm  or 
corporation,  or  any  servant,  agent,  or  em- 
ployee of  any  person,  firm,  or  corpora- 
tion to  permit  or  allow,  or  cause  to  be 
permitted  or  allowed,  the  discharge  or 
escape  into  the  open  air  of  large  quanti- 
ties of  smoke,  soot,  dust,  steam,  or  of- 
fensive odor  to  escape  in  such  manner  or 
in  such  quantities  as  to  cause,  or  have  a 
natural  tendency  to  cause*  injury,  detri- 
ment, or  annoyance  to  any  person  or 
persons,  or  the  public,  cvyi.0  endanger  the 
comfort,  repose,  health,  or  safety  of  any 
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person  or  person  or  the  public,  or  in 
suc$i  a  manner  as  to  cause  or  have  a  nat- 
ural tendency  to  cause  injury  or  detri- 
ment to  business,  merchandise,  goods,  or 
property. 

Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  after 
due  publication  thereof,  shall  be  guilty  of 
a  misdemeanor,  and  in  addition  thereto, 
shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  $50  for 
each  offense. 

(Ordinance,  board  of  health,  adopted 
Sept.  23.  1911.)

and    yon    can    rob    everybody    of    their 
weekly  wage. 


Those  of  you  who  think  the  Devine 
Law  is  not  now  in  action,  consider  for 
a  few  moments  the  terrible  murder  in 
New  York  of  Rosenthal,  a  gambler.

There  were  fifty  of  them.     Among  them  ! 

was  a  Roman  Catholic  priest,  Don  Ciro 

Vittozzi.    He    was    the    chaplain    of    the 

Camorro.     Seventy  years  of   age.     The 

court    sentenced   him    to    seven   years   in 

prison,   and   two  years   surveillance. 
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The  Antiquity  of  the 
TOWN    CRIER. 

The  name  of  Town  Crier  is  of  great 
antiquity.  Webster  defines  it  as  being 
"a  Town  Officer  who  makes  Proclama- 
tions to  the  People;  the  Public  Crier 
of  a  Town."  Omitting  the  prelimenary 
word  "Town"  Webster  defines  it  as 
meaning  "one  who  proclaims  the  orders 
or  citations  of  a  court,  or  who  gives 
public  notice  by  loud  proclamation,  as 
a  Town  Crier.  Richardson  defines  it  as 
meaning  "a  loud  call,  to  gain  or  keep 
attention.''  It  is  a  name  of  a  public  offi- 
cer of  great  antiquity.  It  occurs  in 
several  of  the  most  ancient  books  of  the 
Bible.  This  name  "Crier**  does  not  ap- 
pear in  the  Bible,  nor  the  word  Town, 
but  the  Crier's  work  appears  in  many 
of  the  most  ancient  books  of  the  Bible. 
I  will  give  one  specimen.  "At  the  noise 
of  the  taking  of  Babylon,  the  Earth  is 
moved,  and  the  cry  is  heard  among  the 
nations."  (Jeremiah  C  50,  v  40.)  This 
was  B.  C.  :M). 

There  were  no  such  things  then  ex- 
isting as  newspapers;  or  telegraphs;  or 
telephones:  or  post  offices;  or  letter 
deliveries;  save  by  sending  a  messenger. 
These  conditions  gave  rise  to  ''criers/' 
afterwards  to  Town  Criers. 

The  first  Town  Crier  ever  appointed 
in  Rhode  Island,  was  at  Xewport,  in 
1710.  The  population  of  Xewport  was 
about  ;J0w(),  Providence  1460.  There 
was  no  newspaper  published  in  Rhode 
Island  at  that  time.  Xewport  being  at 
the  entrance  of  Xarragansett  Bay,  was 
the  first  to  receive  news,  or  communica- 


tions, from  passing  ships.  The  Town 
Council  of  Xewport  appointed  Town 
Criers  to  visit  the  larger  towns',  call 
the  people  together  with  their  bells,  re- 
cite to  them  the  news  of  a  public  cha- 
racter, which  had  been  prepared  for 
them.  Providence  was  one  of  the  towns 
so  visited. 

The  word  quoted  from  Jeremiah,  to 
wit.  "noise,"  meant  the  excitement  of 
the  People;  the  Earth  was  not  moved; 
it  was  the  great  cities,  and  counties, 
which  were  moved  ;  the  "cry"  which  was 
heard,  was  the  Public  (Town)  Criers. 
which  were  sent  among  the  nations  of 
the  Earth.  The  office  and  the  name  of 
a  Town  Crier  came  into  Rhode  Island 
from  England.  Shakespeare  used  the 
form  Town  Crier  in  Hamlet.  Act  :;, 
Scene  2;  written  before  1G11.  It  may 
have  been  so  used  before  that  time  by 
earlier  writers.  Chaucer,  in  1532,  alludes 
to  the  work  but  does  use  the  word  Town 
Crier.  One  James  Buchanan,  an  Eng- 
lish scholar,  made  a  "New  English 
Dictionary"  in-  London,  in  1757.  In  it 
is  the  word  crier,  thus  defined,  "An 
officer  in  the  Courts  of  Justice  that 
makes  proclamation  of  the  business 
then  and  there  to  be  done."  Second, 
"One  who  cries  through  the  streets  of  a 
town,  what  is  lost  or  stole." 


Ts  "HELL  A  PACT,"  or  does  "GOD 
USE  DYNAMITE." 
A  man  here  in  Providence  preached 
a  sermon  in  a  .Methodist  church  on 
Mathewson  street,  on  Sunday  the  21st 
of   July   last   on   this   ''text,"   or   theme. 
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"The  Dynamite  of  God,"  which  is,  he 
said,  "both  destructive  and  construc- 
tive. Again  he  said.  "Just  recently  the 
daily  press  (meaning,  I  suppose,  news- 
papers) brought  the  news  that  the  In- 
terii atonal  Bible  Students'  Association 
in  Washington  voted  unanimously  in 
repudiation  of  the  Bible  doctrine  of 
Hell."  Again,  the  Preacher  said.  "they. 
(men  and  women)  vote  Hell  in  to  ex- 
istence, but  eonnot  vote  Hell  out  of  ex- 
istence." 

Let  me,  for  a  few  moments,  consider 
the  stuff.  First  then,  '"Religion"  is 
merely  the  outward  act  or  form  by 
which  men  indicate  their  recognition 
of  the  existence  of  a  god.  or  gods,  hav- 
ing power  over  their  destiny.  There  has 
been  during  the  last  half  of  what  we 
call  the  "Christian  Era"  hundreds  of  dif- 
ferent forms  of  religions  invented  by 
men.  Such  work  has  no  power  what- 
ever over  my  destiny,  nor  over  yours, 
nor  over  anybody's.  Second,  %iHell" 
there  is  no  such  place.  Roger,  of  Wend- 
over;  was  a  Monk  of  the  Roman  Catholic 
Church,  at  Wendover,  a  small  town  in 
Buckinghamshire.England.  He  died  there. 


A.  D.  1237.  There  is  to-day  known  a 
book  called  the  "Chronica  she  Flores 
Historiarum.  which  has  for  centuries 
been  known  as  the  Chronicle  of  Roger, 
of  Wendover.  In  this  book,  (v.  1,  p. 
217),  is  a  section  bearing  this  heading. 
"'The  Emperor  Charles'  Vision  of  Pur- 
gatory." 1  will  give  the  following  ac- 
count of  the  invention  and  description 
of  Hell,  taken  from  it,  (v.  1,  pp.  217- 
21S  )  : 

"In  the  year  of  our  Lord  SS5,  Ste- 
phen sat  in  the  Roman  chair.''  He  was 
the  Pope.  Charles,  son  of  Louis,  was 
monarch  of  the  Roman  empire  and  of 
the  Kingdom  of  the  Franks.  He  called 
the  Bishops  and  Nobles  together,  and 
described  a  vision  which  he  had  seen. 
He  continued.  "A  terrible  voice  said. 
'Charles,  thy  spirit  shall  presently  go 
forth  from  thee  for  a  season,'  and 
straightaway  I  was  rapt  in  the  spirit  and 
he  who  bore  me  was  very  bright  to  look 
upon:  and  he  held  in  his  hand  a  clue  of 
thread,  which  sent  forth  a  beam  of 
clearest  light.  Fie  who  bore  me  said, 
'Behold  this  shining  thread — fasten  it 
lightly  to  the  thumb  of  your  right  hand. 
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for    by    means    of    it    you    shall    be    led 
through    the   maze   of   the   infernal    tor-.' 
merits.'      He    advanced    rapidly    and    led   j 
me  by  the  guttering  clue  into  deep  and   ! 
fiery    valleys    full    if    pits    burning    with   : 
Pitch,  Sulplmr,  Lead,   Wax  and  Tallow,   j 
There    1    found     the     Bishops     of     my 
Father,    and    my    uncles,    and    when    1   | 
tremblingly  asked   them  why   they   were   \ 
suffering    such   excessive   torments,   they 
answered,  'Wq  were  the  Bishops  of  your   I 
father   and    your    uncles,    and    when    we   ! 
should     have     exhorted     and     entreated    j 
them  and   their  people  to  live   in  peace, 
and    concord,    we   saved    discord    among 
them     and     encouraged    them    in    evil; 
wherefore    we    are    now    tormented    in 
these  fires  of  Hell  with  all  other  lovers 
of  murders  and  rapine:    While  I  listen-    i 
ed.  the  blackest   Devils  flew  at  me  with    ! 
fiery   hooks   and    sought   to   lay  hold   of   j 
my  thread.     But  the  Devils  were  driven   j 
off   by   the   spirit    who   held    the   thread,   j 
and  the  monarch  of  Rome  ascended  high 
and   fiery  mountains  out  of  which  came   j 
hot  streams  and   marshes,  and  all  kinds   ! 
of    boiling    metals    into    which    I    found   j 
were  cast  innumerable  souls  of  the  peo-   j 
pie    and    nobles    of    my    father,    and    my 
brothers — some  up  to  their  hair;  some  to   ! 
their  chin;  and   others   to  their  navels.'"   j 
There  is  much  more  related  of  what  the 
Monarch    saw,    but   it    does    not    change  j 


the  construction,  nor  the  working  of 
Hell.  But  one  fact  remains  in  darkness, 
to  uit.  how,  when  the  spirit  of  Charles 
went  forth  from  his  body,  was  the  thumb 
of  his  right  hand  taken  along  with  a 
clue  -oi  tread  ? 

That  was  long  supposed  to  have 
been  written  by  Roger,  a  Monk,  at 
Weridover,  a  small  village  in  Bucking- 
hamshire, England.  It  has  recently 
been  discovered  that  Roger,  the  Monk, 
was  the  author  of  the  book,  but  now  it 
is  known  that  the  book  which  is  a  his- 
tory of  the  world,  from  the  creation  of 
the  world  to  the  year  A.  D.  1235,  was 
written  by  John  de  Cella,  the  Abbot 
of  St.  Albans,  at  Wendover,  from  the 
year  1105-1214.  After  the  death  of  the 
Abbot,  Roger  completed  the  work, 
covering  the  years  11S9-1214.  Roger,  of 
Wendover,  died  in  the  year  1237. 

it  reads.  ''Charles,  son  of  Louis,  was 
Monarch  of  the  Roman  Empire,  and 
King  of  the  Franks."  The  word 
Franks  at  that  time,  A.  D.  885,  covered 
the  countries  now  known  as  Germany, 
and  France.  Go  and  read  for  a  few 
moments  the  histories  of  Italy,  and 
Germany,  and  France,  never  during  the 
"Christian  Era"  were  these  countries 
so  morally  and  politically  rotten  as 
they  were  during  the  reign  of  Charles 
the     Fat.      In    the    paper  ■  above,    he    is 
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declared  "Monarch  of  the  Roman  Em- 
pire/' the  central  power  of  which  was 
Rome;  the  story  is  well  set  forth  in 
the  "Student  History  of  France."  (Lon- 
don, lSt;2.  p.  92.)  The  Priests  of  the 
Roman  Catholic  Church  were  scattered 
all  through  the  countries  of  Charles  the 
Fat  and  his  invention  of  Hell,  was 
a  political  trick  with  which  to  frighten 
ignorant  people  by  the  Priests.  Mere 
is  a  Preacher,  in  Providence,  who  tells 
us  that  ".Men  and  Women  vote  Hell  in- 
to existence,  but  cannot  vote  Hell  out 
of  existence."'  Again,  this  Preacher 
says  ''God's  power,  like  Dynamite,  is 
both  Constructive  and  Destructive."  I 
have  supposed  Dynamite  to  be  destructive. 
to  wit,  it  might  be  used  to  blow  my  head 
^ff  hut  T  never  thought  it  would  be  useful 
to  construct  a  new  head  to  be  put  on 
what  remained  of  my  body.  I  do  not 
think  it  proper  to  describe  the  Power  of 
Cod  as  being  like  Dynamite.  On  this 
point  I  will  give  you  a  line  or  two,  writ- 
ten by  Boetius,  the  greatest  scholar,  the 
proiouiidest  thinker  of  the  Middle  Ages. 
"Since  Cod  is  the  highest  good,  and  the 
highest  good  is  true  happiness,  Cod  is 
true  happiness.'"  "How  can  real  evil 
exist;     for,    since    Cod    is    all    powerful, 


and    since    He    dot's    not    wish    evil,    evil 

must  be  non  existent."  These  paragraphs 

were    taken     from    the    most    celebrated 

book    written    during    the    Middle    Ages.

!  tical     troubles     came     upon     Theoderie, 

j  which  were  falsely  attributed  to  Boetius, 

I   resulting    from    his    teachings,    he    threw 

j    Boetius  into  prison,  and  kept  him   there 

!   until    A.    D.    525,    when    Theodoric    had 

|  him    killed.      While    in    prison,    Boetius 

'  wrote  the  book  which  I  have  cited.  Tins 

j    terrible    work     so    enraged     the    pedple, 

I  that    a    tremendous    opposition    at    once 

I  arose.     Theoderie  could  not  confront  it, 

and   himself    died    in   less   than    a    year: 

an   admirable    illustration   of   the    Divine 

Law.      It    is    time   that   the   preaching    of 

Hell   should   cease,   for   there  is   not  the 

slightest    foundation    in    existence    upon 

which  you.  who  preach  it.  can  rest. 

While   at   work  upon   this   question   of 
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Hell,  1  came  upon  a  curious  blunder  in   j 
Lowndes'     Bibliographers'     Manuel,     it-    j 
self    the    most    valuable    English    biblio-   I 
graphical  work  in  existence.    I  was  look- 
ing   for    the    Chronicles    of    Roger,    of 
Wendover.     I  turned  first  to  Wendover. 
there  it  read,   "sec  Roger;"   I   turned   to 
"'Roger;''  there  it  read  sec  "Wendover;" 
in    truth    the    Chronicles   do   not    appear 
in    Lowndes'    described    notwithstanding 
they  were  an   English  production.

days  notice  to  such  proprietor,  possess- 
or, or  owner  shall  attend  and  view  the 
same;  said  notice,  if  the  address  of  the 
owner  is  not  known  to  the  Fence  View- 
er to  he  given  bv  d  »sting  up  the  sani:? 
in  three  or  more  public  place.-  in  the 
town  where  the  land  lies  and  if  he  shall 
find  said  complaint  to  be  true  he  shall 
in  writing  order  the  delinquent  party  to 
repair,  build,  or  rebuild  the  same  within 
such  time  as  he  shall  therein  appoint, 
not  .exceeding  fifteen  (15)  days,  and 
shall  lodge  a  copy  of  said  order  in  the 
office  of  the  Town  Clerk  of  the  Town 
in  which  said  land  is  situated."  (Genera! 
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Laws.   1907,  ch.  152,  sec.  9,  page  538.) 

"'It'  such  order  shall  not  be  complied 
with  the  complainant  ma)  build,  repair, 
or  rebuild  the  said  fence  in  the  manner 

set  forth  in  said  order,  and  when  the 
same  shall  be  completed  to  the  satisfac- 
tion of  such  Fence  Viewer,  he  shall  as- 
certain the  cost  thereof  and  give  a  certi- 
ficate of  the  same,  including  also  his 
fees  to  the  complainant  who  shall  be 
entitled  to  demand  and  recover  of  the 
party  delinquent  double  the  sum  in  said 
certificate  mentioned,  and  interest  at  the 
rate  of  twelve  (12)  per  cent,  per  an- 
num.. The  said  Fence  Viewer  shall 
lodge  a  like  certificate  to  be  signed  by 
him  in  the  Town  Clerk's  Office  of  the 
Town  in  which  such  land  lies,  and  the 
double  sum  above  mentioned  shall  be  a 
lien  on  the  land  of  such  delinquent 
[-arty."  Etc..  etc.  (General  Laws.  1907, 
ch.  152,  sec.  10.  p.  538.)  There  is  no 
pecuniary  risk  in  recovering  his  fees, 
provided  by  law ;  nor  can  I  bring  an 
action  under  this  law  until  the  Fence 
Viewer  acts.  What  right  has  a  Fence 
Viewer  to  decline  to  do  what  the  law 
says  that  he  must  do.  His  act  deprives 
me  of  my  legal  rights.  If  a  Fence  View- 
er will  not  act  as  the  law  requires  he 
ought  to  be  dropped  from  this  office  by 
the  City  Council.

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Who  was,  and  when,  the 

MADONNA  CARMINE 

On  the  evenings,  and  nights,  of  the 
15th  and  16th  of  August,  the  "Society 
Madonna  del  Carmine/'  of  the  Italian 
"colony,"  on  Federal  Hi!!,  gave  a  feast, 
and  a  celebration,  to  the  "Madonna  del 
Carmine";  giving  nightly  a  fusilade  of  a 
hundred  bombs.  How  can  there  be  an 
Italian  Colony  in  the  city  of  Providence? 
There  cannot  be.  A  colony  is  "a  com- 
pany of  people  transplanted  from  their 
mother  country  to  a  remote  province, 
and  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
parent  state.''  Such  a  thing  is  not  possi- 
ble in  this  country.  All  foreigners  com- 
ing are  subject  to  American  laws;  this 
moment,  while  1  write,  six  Italian 
colonists  were  electrocuted  at  Sing 
Sing,  all  for  murder.  The  firing  of  200 
bombs,  during  two  nights,  in  celebration 
of  a  Madonna  del  Carmine,  is  a*n  abomin- 
able outrage,  and  ought  never  to  be 
permitted.  Again,  there  was  never  a 
"Madonna"  Carmine;  in  Italian  Histo- 
ry in  the  sense  that  the  word  is  used 
with  the  Virgin  Mary.  The  name  Car- 
mine is  a  corruption  of  the  name  Came- 
nae, who  were  prophetic  nymphs  who 
came  into  Italy  from  Arcadia,  then  a 
Greek  country,  the  Deity  of  which  was 
the  God  Pan:  the  pastoral  poets  always 
selected  Arcadia  as  the  theatre  of  their 
fid iles."  One  of  the  Camenae,  named 
Carmenta,  or  Carmeutis,  was  given  the 
name  Antevorta.  and  Postvorta;  "which 
meant  that  she  could  look  back  into  the 
nasi,  >r  forward  into  the  future."  In 
Rome,  a  Festival  in  her  honor,  was  an- 
nually held  on  the  11th  i,nd  15th  of  Jan- 


uary. "It  was  observed  chiefly  by 
Women.  According  to  tradition,  she- 
was  the  mother  of  Evandor,  the  Arca- 
dian, by  Hermes."  "She  endeavored  to 
persuade  her  son  to  kill  Hermes,  when 
they  both  fled  into  Italy,  where  she  gave 
Oracles  to  rhe  people";  at]  this  is  taken 
from  the  Classical  Dictionary,  and  is  mere 
legends  with  no  suspicion  of  fact  in  it. 
Camenae  is  identical  with  the  English 
Muse,  the  goddess  of  music  and  poetry. 
.  Carmenta  was  a  goddess  worshipped  by 
Roman  women  for  a  safe  delivery  in 
childbirth.  There  is  a  vast  held  of  ima- 
gination in  the  story  of  these  nymphs. 
(O*  which  I  have  here  given  merely  an 
outline.     But  it  is  sufficient.

HISTORICAL  SOCIETY  PUBLICA- 
TION WORK  IN  1807. 
The  sixth  (0th)  volume  of  the  collec- 
tions of  the  Historical  .Society  bears  the 
imprint  1SG7.  which  would  lead  to  the 
opinion  that  it  was  published  in  that 
year;  but  it  was  not  so  published:  and 
this  date  was  to  cover  a  dishonest  act. 
The  volume  was  published  under  a  com- 
mittee, consisting  of  John  R.  Bartlett, 
Edwin  M.  Stone,  and  Zachariah  Allen. 
It  consists  of  practically  three  matters: 
1st,  Thayer's  Journal ;  2nd,  some  "Revo- 
lutionary Correspondence,"  which  means 
letters  written  during-  the  war  of  1776- 
1783 ;  and  3rd.  Morgan  Edward's  "Ma- 
terials   for  a   History    of    the    Baptists. 


The  entire  book  has  377  pages.  Thayer's 
Journal,  which  forms  the  first  section, 
has  104  pages.  Mr.  Stone  edited  the  en- 
I  tire  book;  he  finished,  and  issued  the

■Adams,  seconded  by  Richard  Henry  Lee, 
that  the  United  States  Colonies  were, 
and  of  right  ought  to  be  free  and  inde- 
pendent. Thus  by  numerous  examples 
we  see  that  however  it  may  be  with 
foreign  nations  Americans  need  never 
dread  to  begin  on  Friday  any  undertak- 
ing  however   momentous    it    may   be. 

The  latest  Lippincott's  Gazetteer  says 
that  St.  Augustine  is  a  port  of  entry,  on 
Matanzas  Sound,  two  miles  from  the 
Atlantic  Ocean.

There  was  at  the  time  a  woman,  named 
Frig  or  Frigg,  or  Friga,  or  Frca ;  in 
mythology,  this  woman  was  the  wife  of 
both   Odin,  or  of  Thor.     This  name,  in 
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the  lapse  of  a  thousand  years,  has  passed 
through  many  changes.  Out  of  it  came 
the  name  Friday,  applied  to  a  day.  The 
name,  applied  to  a  day,  like  the  woman, 
had  various  forms,  thus  Frigeday.  and 
Freasdaeg,  and  many  more.  Friga.  the 
wife,  was  the  Goddess  of  Peace.  Fer- 
tility (especially  in  marriage)  and 
Riches;  Friga  with  Thor  and  Odin, 
composed  the  Supreme  Council  of  the 
Gods  (Hayden's  Diet.  p.  304).  This 
name  Friday,  applied  by  men  of  mar- 
velous ignorance,  to  a  day,  has  had  a 
tremendous  influence  upon  the  welfare 
of  all  human  races  even  to  our  own 
times;  and  it  cannot  be  unprofitable  to 
consider  them  as  they  appear  in  the 
histories    which    have    been    written.

it  was  so  called  because  it  was  used  by 
fishmongers  who  sold  fish  for  Friday 
meat.  The  Church  of  Rome,  repre- 
senting God,  had  prohibited  the  eating 
of   meat    (Brewer's    Handbook.) 

Black  Friday  in  England  was  the  Oth  ' 
of  December,  1745,  a  rumor  reached 
London  that  Charles  Edward,  the  young  ■ 
pretender  for  the  English  throne,  had  j 
readied  Derby;  it  so  scared  the  people 
that  they  gave  it  the  name.  J  have  not 
exhausted  the  field.  But  1  wish  to  touch 
cne  more  side  of  the  question;  to  wit: 
how  it  touched  Religion,  and  how  reli- 
gion was  inflicted  upon  the  people.  I 
will  give  a  few  extracts,-— "'A.  D.  700, 
Religion  consisted  of  three  Gods  who 
represented  the  interest  (private),  of  the 
worshippers."  Similar  to  the  Beef 
Trust,  the  Sugar  Trust,  the  Steel  Trust 
of  today. 

"The  founding  of  a  state  upon  the 
feeling  of  fellowship  generated  by  reli- 
gion." 

"Religion  was  the  mere  servant  in  the 
work  of   forming  a  commonwealth." 

"Religion  grill  system  for  the  com- 
munity." 

"Religion  received  so  practical  a  de- 
velopment, that  the  taxes  levied  on  men 
had  to  be  paid  to  God." 

On  the  11th  day  of  June,  1911,  Pius  X 


wrote  a  letter  to  Taft.  then  President  of 
the  United  States  {^>i  America)  in  which 
the  Pope  Of  Rome  said:  "Holding  as  we 
do     the     Supreme     Pontificate     of     the 

Church  and  representing  him  who  is 
both  t.od.  and  the  Prince  of  Peace." 
Here  the  Pope  of  Rome  rested  upon  the 
Scandinavian  mythology  of  the  seventh 
century,  set  up  by  brigga,  Thor  and 
Odin,   and   men   spoke   not   a   word. 

All  the  religions  of  today  grew  out 
of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  of  Rome, 
which  has  nothing  whatever  in  its  prin- 
ciples which  are  CATHOLIC  in  con- 
struction. This  leads  me  to  give  one 
more  illustration  of  the  use  of  Friday, 
which  the  Vatican  Popes  have  so  long 
used.  Shakespeare  wrote  it:  "Farewell 
good  Friar;  I  prythee  pray  for  me;  the 
Duke.  1  say  to  thee  again  would  eat 
mutton  on  Fridays."  (Measure  for 
Measure.  Act  3,   Scene  2.)

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THE  BOXES  OF  ROGER  WILLIAMS 
The  -Journal  of  the  6th  September 
last  has  nearly  a  galley  column  headed 
PROPOSE  to  Honor  WILLIAMS'* 
Memory.  Bones  now  in  Vault  at  North 
Burial  Ground,  would  be  buried  in  cem- 
etery at  Roger  Williams  Park.  There 
are  no  bones  of  Roger  Williams  nor  of 
his  wife  in  a  vault  at  the  North  Burial 
(•round  nor  anywhere  else  nor  is  there 
the  slightest  evidence  that  human  bones 
will  lie  in  the  naked  earth  and  remain 
intact  229  years,  since  those  two  people 
died:  the  TRIBUNE  copied  the  JOUR- 
NAL'S stuff;  and  there  it  stands  in 
both  papers,  utter'  rot.  Book  Notes  for 
August  3,  1902,  has  this  brief  note: 

During  the  recent  visit  here  of  the 
.Baptist  Young  People's  Union,  two  hun- 
dred of  them  made  a  pilgrimage  to  the 
Historical  Society  to  look  with  awe  and 
reverence  upon  a  piece  of  the  root  of  an 
apple  tree  which  was  found  on  reopening 
a  grave  in  March,  1SG0,  behind  Sullivan 
Dorr's  barn,  on  Bowen  street,  there  be- 
ing a  tradition  that  it  was  the  Burial 
G round  of  Roger  Williams.  That  the 
supposed  grave  was  opened  there  is  no 
question,  but  that  is  the  only  thing  con-

The  writer  is  now  at 
work  upon  it.  His  work  is  not  yet  fin- 
ished, but  enough  is  seen  to  utterly  de- 
stroy it.

I  am  not  the  only  man  who  thorough- 
ly sees  the  utter  rot  in,  and  the  htim- 
buggary  of  druggery.  1st  the  Spring- 
field Republican.  2nd.  the  National  Cru- 
sade against  the  use  of  Fake  (to  cheat; 
rob;  steal;  swindle)  remedies  for  con- 
sumption, tuberculosis,  is  its  latest 
name. 

This  comes  from  the  Springfield  Re- 
publican : 

"One  of  the  most  effective  exhibits  of 
patent  medicine  fakery  made  at  the  con- 
gress of  hygiene  in  Washington  is  an 
exposure  of  a  nerve  food  which  is  sim- 
ply cottage  cheese  with  a  little  sodium 
glycerophosphate  added.  The  advertise- 
ment claims  "over  700  per  cent,  more 
tissue  building,  life-sustaining  nourish- 
ment than  'wheat  flour.'  Rut  the  ex- 
perts showed  that  more  than  a  dollar's 
worth  of  the  stuff  can  be  made  from  10 
cents'  worth  of  skimmed  milk,  and  that 
5  cents'  worth  of  wheat  flour  is  -more 
than  an  equivalent  in  'tissue-building, 
life-giving  nourishment.'  Another  medi- 
cine, this  time  an  eye  wash,  mainly  bo- 
rax, cost  five  cents  a  gallon  and  sells 
at  $128.00  a  gallon.  Col.  Mulberry  Sellers 
was  quite  right  when  he  said.  '1  here's 
millions  in  it,'  though  some  one  else 
gets  the  millions.  In  tins  case,  however, 
the  medicine  is  harmless  and  for  a  sim- 
ple inflammation  soothing;  the  victim 
has  nothing  worse  to  complain  of  than 
paying  a  trifle  for  what  costs  practically 


nothing.  It  is  quite  different  with  medi- 
cines that  are  habitually  swallowed  and 
which  may  have  a  positively  injuriouc 
effect.  The  grimmest  of  the  exhibits 
shows  testimonials  from  five  consump- 
tives "cured"  by  a  patent  medicine,  and 
under  each  glowing  tribute  the  date  on 
which   the   patient   died   of   sonmimntinn. 

HOW  MEDICINE  CURES  CON- 
SUMPTION. 

From  thousand  of  pulpits  in  all  parts 
of  the  United  States,  fake  cures  for 
consumption  will  be  denounced  on  Tu- 
berculosis Day,  Oct.  27.  This  is  part 
of  the  programme  for  the  movement 
announced  by  the  National  Association 
for  the  study  and  prevention  of  tuber- 
culosis. 

"Literature  giving  information  on 
fraudulent  and  alleged  "cures"  for  con- 
sumption will  be  sent  to  clergymen  all 
over  the  country  and  an  organized  cru- 
sade against  the  traffic  in  these  drugs 
and  devices  will  be  instituted.  The  lit- 
erature will  be  sent  to  ministers  either 
directly  from  the  National  Association 
office  in  New  York,  or  through  the  State 
and  local  anti-tuberculosis  associations 
scattered  throughout  the  country.  It  is 
estimated  that  over  100,000  clergymen 
will  be  reached  in  this  way. 

From  actual  records  on  file  in  the  of- 
fice of  the  National  Association,  it  is  es- 
timated that  the  volume  of  business 
done  annually  by  the  various  concerns 
which  sell  fake  remedies  for  tubercu- 
losis amounts  to  well  over  $15,000,000. 
The  number  of  these  remedies  now  be- 
ing used  as  so-called  "cures"  is  over 
500. 
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None  of  these  remedies  will  cure  con- 
sumption, declares  The  National  Asso- 
ciation. Xo  drug,  gas,  or  other  material 
lias  yet  been  discovered,  which,  when 
eaten,  inhaled  or  injected  into  the  sys- 
tem, will  kill  the  germs  of  tuberculo- 
sis without  doinf  serious  injury  to  the 
body.  The  only  seal  cure  for  ttubereulo- 
si?  recognized  by  The  National  Asso- 
ciation consists  of  the  combination  of 
fresh  air,  good  food,  and  rest  taken  un- 
der tse  direition  of  a  competent  phy- 
sician. 

The  giving  of  an  Exclusive  Franchise 
to  the  Xarragansett  Electric  Light  Com- 
pany, by  the  Providence  City  Council, 
on  the  10th  of  August  last,  and  making 
the  act  go  into  effect  seven  weeks  be- 
fore it  was  passed  is  suggestive  of  in- 
teresting thought.  The  Charter  of  the 
Xarragansett  Electric  Lighting  Com- 
pany was  granted  by  the  General  As- 
sembly on  the  20th  of  May  1884.  The 
first  condition  was  that  "The  Capital 
Stock  shall  not  exceed  $150,000.  In 
March,  1890,  it  was  $1,000,000;  in  1892, 
it  was  $$2,000,000;  in  1S9S.  it  was 
$-1,000,000;    in    1905,     it     was    $7,000,000. 


The  par  value  of  shares  was  $50.00 
Early  in  the  year  1912  the  managers  of 
the  corporation  began  work  upon  the 
members  of  the  City  Council  of  Provi- 
dence.  to  obtain  an  "Exclusive  Fran- 
chise." This  work  continued  three  or 
four  months,  until  its  enactment.  Aug. 
10.  1912;  but  going  back  into  operation 
seven  weeks  before  the  act  was  passed.

in  March.  1912.  the  stock  was  $83.00, 
in  April.  $90.00;  in  June  $95.00;  in  July 
$97.00,  in  September  $98.00.  There  was 
$7,000,000:  140.000  shares  of  stock,  the 
par  being  $50.00.  In  March,  the  140.000 
shares  of  stock  at  $83.00  was  $11,020.- 
000.  In  September  at  $98.00.  The  value 
had  increased  to  $i:;, 720.000.  The  ad- 
vance in  these  few  weeks  was  $2,100.- 
000.  How  much  are  we  to  believe  the 
great  advance?  Did  the  Council  repre- 
sent the  people,  or  the  stockholders  of 
the  corporation? 


It  is  positively  disgraceful  for  235,000 
people  here  in  Providence  to  sit  perfect- 
1}  still  and  let  six  men,  merely  sellers 
of  coal,   combine   to   rob   them   of   their 
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earnings  every  day  in  the  week,  all  win- 
ter. The  whole  matter  will  ultimately 
turn  upon  physical  strength.  Have  not 
335,000  people  greater  physical  strength 
than  six  other  people  ? 


Why  does  the  City  Government  per- 
mit the  Italians  to  construct  houses, 
the  second  stories  of  which  overhang 
the  street  two  feet,  and  sometimes  more. 
Such  exist  on  Almy.  Knight,  Courtland, 
Ring,  Tell  and  many  other  streets. 
Everyone  of  them  ought  to  be  forced  to 
obey   the   law. 


A  western  newspaper  says  as  a  rea- 
son for  the  scarcity  of  meat,  "every 
steer  that  is  raised  for  market  is  hardly 
ready  for  slaughter  until  about  three 
years  old;  and  it  takes  from  o  to  d  acres 
to  support  it;  and  ground  rents  in  this 
country  are  at  $2  to  $10  per  acre  at 
present,  it  is  not  hard  to  account  for 
the  high  price  of  beef."  But  the  Spring- 
field Republican  says: 

"But  no  such  statement  exhausts  the 
subject.  There  are  other  countries 
where  the  supply  of  meat  animals  is 
far  in  excess  of  the  home  demand.  Cu- 
riously, even  this  country  is  still  ex- 
porting meat  products.     During  August, 


American  sirloin  of  beef  sold  in  Lon- 
don tor  19  1-2  cents  a  pound,  while  it 
was  selling  in  New  York  for  28  cents. 
During  the  first  eight  months  of  this 
year  over  $3,000*000  worth  of  cattle, 
sheep  and  hogs  were  exported  from  the 
United  States.  The  reason  why  our 
beef  sells  for  less  in  London  than  in 
New  York  is,  of  course,  due  to  the  fact 
that  the  London  prices  are  not  fixed  by 
Chicago  beef  packers.  In  London  the 
prices  are  controled  by  the  competition 
of  South  America,  Australia  and  Cana- 
da. The  English  get  their  meats  far 
cheaper  than  we  do  because  the)-  main- 
tain a  market  that  is  free  to  the  com- 
petition oi  the  world." 


There  were  69,105  voters  consisting  of 
American  people  in  Rhode  Island  in 
the  year  1904.  There  were  no  Italian 
emigrants  here  at  that  time  of  any  poli- 
tical consequence.  In  the  year  1908, 
after  "Hoods"  of  Italians  emigrants  had 
overflowed  the  U.  S.  court  here,  for 
political  franchises.  The  number  of 
voters  was  73,509.  That  vote  in  1904, 
all  Americans,  was  increased  in  190S  by 
4404.  But  this  increase  was  not  all 
Italians,  many  were  Americans,  had 
"come  of  age"  in  four  years.    More  than 
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six  hundred  Italians,  all  receeilt  emi- 
grants, were  franchised  by  the  U.  S. 
court  here  in  Providence  during-  the  last 
three  or  four  days  in  September.  Con- 
structed evidence  was  submitted  to  the 
court.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  these  emi- 
grants are  in  the  business  of  politics 
for  "trade/'  the  stock  is  for  sale. 

It  is  an  outrage  upon  the  people,  for 
the  General  Assembly  to  put  such  men 
ar  John  II.  Stiness,  and  W.  VV.  Douglas, 
both  ex-Supreme  Court  judges,  drawing 
$6300  annually  for  life,  on  a  commission 
tr  reconstruct  the  Constitution,  which 
by  the  Constitution  itself  vests  solely 
upon  the  people.

In  postoffice  matters  a  poor  man  ought 
to  have  the  same  service  that  a  rich 
man  has:  but  those  who  want  positions 
purchase,  too  often,  and  are  those  load- 
ed with  monev. 


Concerning  the  Smoke  Public  Nui- 
sance here  in  Providence,  the  City 
Government  is  itself  the  most  damnable 
of  all  the  corporatic>ns  now  using  it 
ad  lib.  Every  fire  engine;  every  street 
roller;  and  every  public  building  are  con- 
stantly throwing  it  out. 


The  abominable  use  of  money  was 
never  more  clearly  shown  than  by 
Rockefeller,  at  Pocantico;  otherwise 
Tarrytown,  near  New  York  city,  by  tie- 
importation  of  '"scum"  help  from  Eu- 
rope, to  kill  American  labor. 


The    Smoke     Public     Nuisance     Law 
which    the    General    Assemble     left     in 
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the  power  of  the  City  Council  of  Provi- 
dence to  enact,  on  the  23rd  of  April  last. 
after  waiting  nearly  six  months,  is  about 
to  be  enacted,  to  go  into  operation  next 
January.  Never  in  the  history  of  Rhode 
Island  has  a  law  been  anacted  here  so 
utterly  vile,  so  corrupt,  so  rotten.  The 
City  Council's  action  is  uterly  illegal.

hundred  per  cent,  profit  was  being  made 

on  more  or  less  of  each  kind.  Do  you 
believe  that  a  full  load  of  manure  left 
it:  the  body  of  a  dead  hen.  and  kept  in 
c»>Id  storage  for  months  purifies  the 
meat  of  the  fowl.  Never,  but  it  poisons 
those  who  eat  it.  When  you  buy  a  fowl  at 
HO  cents  a  pound,  you  throw  away  :;<> 
cents  for  the  manure,  and  intestines, 
the  legs,  and  the  neck. 


On  the  3rd  of  October,  fowls  were 
selling  at  from  16  to  30  cents  per 
pound.  Every  fowl  had  been  kept  in 
cold  storage  and  was  loaded  with  the 
intestines  and  manure.  On  the  same 
day,  lamb  and  mutton  was  sold  at 
from  11  to  IS  cents  per  pound.  All 
meats  of  each  kind  cost  the  same  price. 
Do  you  suppose  that  the  11  cent  mut- 
ton was  being  sold  below  cost  that  day; 
of  .course   vou   know   better.      Hence,   a 


Five  hundred  and  ninety-five  Italians 
were  landed  in  Providence  about  Octo- 
ber 1st;  and  at  that  same  time  more 
than  six  hundred  Italians  who  had 
dropped  in  sometime  before,  were  made 
voters;  who.  knowing  nothing  whatever 
about  our  government,  or  onr  laws,  be- 
come  a   positive   danger.

American  Sirloin  Beef  is  sold  in  Lon- 
don, England,  for  1-9] 4.  cent-;  per  pound; 
in  Xew  York,  for  28  cents  per  pound: 
here  in  Providence  at  the  "Swede's" 
Public  market,  at  32  cents;  and  Tender- 
loin, which  is  a  part  of  Sirloin,  and  the 
poorest  part  too.  because  it  is  most  sub- 
ject to  disease,  is  sold  at  this  "Public" 
market  for  30  cents  per  pound.  The  city 
of  Providence  is  to-day  the  highest 
priced  meat  market  in  the  world;  and 
that'  is  why  the  Swedes  set  up  a  shop 
here,  and  called  it  the  "Public"  market. 
The  Sirloin  is  the  loin,  and  it  came  to 
he  called  Sirloin  and  I  am  going  to. 
write  the  story.  Xo  people  on  the  face 
of  the  earth  are  paying  such  prices  for 
this  meat  as  the  people  here  in  Provi- 
dence are  now  paying.

Ambrosiana.  and  I  know  not  how  many 
more;    the    book    deserved    them. 

Later  publications  have  referred  to 
subject,  but  with  differing  statements. 
I  will  mention  <ome  of  them.  "Sirloin 
of  Beef,  James  the  First  on  his  return 
from  a  hunting  excursion,  so  much  en- 
joyed his  dinner  consisting  of  a  loin  'of 
roast  beef,  that  he  laid  his  sword  across 
it,  and  dubbed  it  Sir  Loin.  At  Ching- 
ford  in  Essex,  (England) \  is  a  place 
called  "Friday  Hill  Hou^e;''  in  one  of 
the  rooms  of  which  is  an  oak  table 
with  a  brass  plate  let  into  it  inscribed 
with  the  following  words:  "All  lovers 
of  Roast  Beef  will  like  to  know  that  on 
this  table  a  Loin  was  knighted  by  King- 
James  the  First  on  his  return  from 
hunting  in  Epping  forest."  (Brewer's 
Readers   Hand   Book.) 

"Surloin     or      Sirloin.        The    loin   of 
Beef,    so    entitled    by    King    James    the 
First/' 
"When  pleasures  to  the  eye  and   palate 

meet. 
That  cook  lias  rendered  his  great   work 

compieat.

"Sirloin,  a  corruption  of  Snrloin,  not 
no  called  because  tliis  cut  of  beef  was 
once  jocosely  knighted  I  dubbed  Sir- 
Loin )  by  an  English  King  as  according 
to  a  popular  story."'  (Webster's  Inter- 
national English  Dictionary.)  This 
same  dictionary  gives  this,  "Snrloin,  a 
loin,  or  the  upper  part  of  the  loin."  see 
sur,  and  Loin.  Sur,  is  a  prohx  signify- 
ing over,  above,  beyond;  Loin,  that 
part  of  a  man,  or  a  quadruped  which 
extends  on  either  side  of  the  spinal 
column." 

The  earliest  mention  of  the  word 
Sirloin  in  books,  in  my  own  library,  is 
found  in  Bailey's  English  Dictionary, 
Folio,  London  172S.  Bailey  thus  gives 
the  word,  "'Sirloin,  a  loin  of  beef."  Tins 
should  be  written  Sirloin,  as  having 
been  Knighted,  on  account  of  its  excel- 
lence, by  King  James  the  First."  This 
King  died  in  1625.  I  have  no  access 
to  English  Cookery  books  following  this 
date,  until  1  reached  the  "Cook's  Ora- 
cle," in  171S.  Here  is  what  Doctor 
Kitchener  said  in  a  foot  note,  (page 
130.)      It  is  the  opening  of  the  chapter 


on  "Roasting."  "Sir  Loin  of  Beef;  the 
Noble  Sir- L<»in,  of  about  15  pounds 
will   require  to  be  before  the  fire  about 

three  and  half  hours;  if  much  thicker, 
the  outside  will  be  done  too  much  be- 
fore the  inside  is  enough.  This  joint 
is  said  to  owe  its  name  to  King  Charles 
the  Second  (1G49-16S5),  who.  dining 
upon  a  Loin  of  Beef,  and  being  particu- 
larly pleased  with  it  asked  the  name  of 
the  joint;  and  said  for  its  merit,  it 
should  be  knighted,  and  henceforth  call- 
ed .S7r-Loin." 
"Our   second   Charles  of    fame    facete 

On   Loin   of   Beef   did   dine; 
He  held  his  sword,  placed  o'er  the  meat, 

Arise  thou   famed  Sir  Loin."' 

Ballad    of   the   Sir  John    Barleycorn 
"The    Ballad    of   'The    Gates   of    Calais'

Renouned  Sir  Loin,  ofttimes  decreed.

Worcester  in  his  Quarto  English 
Dictionary.  1860,  agrees  with  Webster's 
definitions,    as    I    have   given    them,    but 
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Webster's  early  writings,  before  1862, 
held  the  other  view.  Worcester  has 
given  two  elaborate  notes  which  I  will 
reproduce.  "Johnson,  (in  his  English 
Dictionary,  1755),  gives  this  definition 
of  Sir;  says  it  is  a  title  given  to  a  loin 
of  beef  which  one  of  our  Kings  Knight- 
ed in  a  lit  of  good  humor,  or  as  another 
puts  it.  "in  one  of  his  merry  moods." 
In  this  account  of  the  origin  of  sirloin 
Johnson  has  been  generally  followed  by 
subsequent  English  Lexicographer  who 
have  spoken  of  its  etymology.  The  King- 
referred  to,  according  to  some,  was 
Charles  the  Second ;  but  according  Lo 
a  greater  number,  James  the  First. 
Worcester  also  gives  Dean  Swift's  ex- 
planation of  his  "Polite  Conversation."' 
thus,  "But  why  is  it  called  Sirloin? 
WI13  you  must  know  that  our  King 
James  I  who  loved  good  eating,  being- 
invited  to  dinner  by  one  of  his  nobles, 
and  seeing  a  large  loin  of  beef  at  his 
table,  he  drew  out  his  sword,  and  in  a 
frolic,   knighted    it." 

In  Xotes  and  Querries,  v  2,  it  is  slated 
'"lMne  popular  tradition  of  knighting  the 
sirloin  has  found  its  way  into  many 
publications."  In  1840.  John  Roby  pub- 
lished his  ''Traditions  of  Lancashire," 
in  which  he  gives  an  account  of  an  en- 


tertainment given  to  James  I,  at  Hogh- 
ton  Town,  as  follows:  "These  fooleries 
put  the  King  into  such  good  humor  that 
he  was  more  witty  in  his  speach  than  or- 
dinary. Some  <n  bis  sayings  have  been 
recorded;  and  among  the  rest  that  well 
known  quibble  which  has  been  tin  ori- 
gin of  an  absurd  mistake  still  (.1840) 
current,  respecting  the  sirloin.  The 
occasion  as  far  as  we  have  been  able 
tc  gather  was  thus, — While  he  sal  at 
meat  casting  his  eyes  upon  a  noble 
sirloin  at  the  lower  end  of  the  tabic,  he 
cried  out,  "Bring  hither  that  sitrloin, 
Sirrah,  for  'tis  worthy  of  a  more  honor- 
able post,  being  as  I  may  say  not  sir- 
loin, but  JtV-loin,  the  noblest  joint  of 
all" 

Worcester  continues, — "This  word 
Sirloin  is  not  found  in  any  English  Dic- 
tionary previous  to  that  of  Johnson." 
He  is  in  error,  Johnson's  Dictionary  was 
published  in  1755,  but  Nathan  Bailey's 
English  Dictionary  was  published  in 
172S,  as  1  have  shown.  Ainsworth  in 
his  Latin  Dictionary,  published  in  Lon- 
don, in  1.736,  gives  the  form  sirloin.  He 
also  gives  the  form  surloin.  Worcester 
also  cites  Randie  Cotgrave's  French 
English  Dictionary,  published  in  Lon- 
don,   in     1611.       Worcester    cites    these 
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form?.  ari  taken  from  Cot-grave's  Dic- 
tionary ;  surlonge,  surloirfe  and  sur- 
loyne.  The  word  spelled  sirloin  does 
not  appear  in  Cotgrave's  Dictionary  ac- 
cording to  Worcester.  Mr.  Worcester. 
whose  Dictionary  appeared  first,  here 
in  New  England,  in  1859-1S60,  is  the 
first  to  give  the  orthography  of  the 
word,  to  wit.snrloin.  The  word  origin- 
ated among"  the  Norman-French,  went 
over  to  England  and  than  the  Anglo- 
Saxon,  for  a  bit  of  the  back  of  an  ox; 
thus  sur,  meaning  upon,  or  above,  and 
loyne,  one  of  the  two  parts  of  the  beast. 
lying  along  the  spine,  towards  the  tail. 
Sir  Walter  Scott  gives  in  Ivanhoe  some 
very  bright  references  concerning  the 
origin  o\  many  names  of  animals  used 
as  food  for  man,  to  wit,  hogs,  sheep, 
calves,  etc.,  and  others,  all  being  derived 
from  the  ancient  Gauls  and  tiie  Nor 
man-French;  but  curiously  enough  he- 
does  not  refer  to  surloin,  nor  sirloin.

t  prompted  Benedict  Arnold  to  at- 
tempt his  gross  act  of  treachery.  The 
State  papers  in  the  Canadian  Ar- 
chives deal  at  the  time  of  Ar- 
nold's career  with  the  Canadian 
Expedition  of  1776  when,  with  Ethan 
Allen,  he  took  Ticonderoga  by  surprise: 
the  capture  of  Crown  Point,  with  a 
garrison  of  12  men;  and  St.  John's  with 
a  garrison  of  10  men.  Then  Arnold's 
name  disappears  from  notice  in  the 
Canadian  Archives  for  nearly  twelve 
years;  when  next  appearing,  Benedict 
Arnold   was  petitioning  the  British  gov- 


eminent    for   lands   in   Canada." 

On   the   second   if  June,    L797,   Arnold 

j  wrote  a  letter  to  the   Duke  of    Portland. 

j  from  which  comes  this  paragraph, 
"There  is  none  other  man  in  England 
that  has  made  so  many  sacrifices  as  1  have 
done  of  property,  rank,  prospects,  etc.. 
in  support  of  government  (he  does  not 
state  what  government)  and  no  man  has 
received  less  in  return."  Then  follows 
this  modest  paragraph,  "1  have  tin- 
strongest  possible  claim  on  the  faith 
justice,  and  honor,  of  the  nation,  for 
some  further  compensation,  and  prov- 
ision   for   myself   and    family. 

Arnold  wrote,  later,  a  letter  to  John

number   of    G037,   or   as    it    is    sometimes 
called.    f'i:3.")7    cases    of    British    impress- 
ments.     The    first    general    remark    your 
committee  have  to  make  on  these  extra- 
ordinary Documents  is  this,  that  of  the 
,   6057  cases   many   hundreds  appear  to   be 
j   duplicate    applications;     in     many    cases 
the    same    name    appears    three,   or  four 
times,   and    in    some    five    times.      These 
;  .repetitions      occur      not      only      in      the 
'  names      of      real      persons,      but      also 
|   with      names      of      persons,      who,      by 
I  the      evidence      of      native      inhabitants

I  Americans    or    not.      Of    the    1.557    cases 
contained   in   the   Report  last    mentioned 
about    1216   have   no   designation,   of   the 
towns   and    states    to    which    the    seamen 
belonged;    the    time    and    place    of    im- 
pressment  etc.,   and   only   341    remaining 
cases   are   accompanied    with    these   par- 
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ticulars..  It  should  be  observed  further, 
that  this  list  is  entitled  by  the  Secretary 
of  State,  "a  list  of  AMERICAN  SEA- 
MEN and  CIT1ZKXS  who  have  been 
impressed  and  held  in  bondage  in  his 
Britanic  Majesty's  ships  of  war,  etc." 
This  very  title  is  calculated  to  mislead; 
it  purposes  to  be  a  list  of.  persons  im- 
pressed, and  held  on  board  British  ships; 
yet  in  many  cases  it  appears  that  the 
men  voluntarily  entered  into  the  British 
service  and  received  bounty  and  pay. 
The  list  is  also  given  as  a  list  of  Ameri- 
cans;  yet  in  a  vast  number  of  cases  the 
men  acknowledged  themselves  to  be  En- 
glishmen, Irishmen  or  other  subjects  of 
Great  Britain.  Further,  many  of  the 
men,  it  appears,  had  entered  into  French 
privateers,  and  were  taken  in  the  service 
of  the  enemies  of  Great  Britain.  Some, 
taken  from  American  ships,  were  sub- 
jects of  Denmark  or  other  nations  at 
war  with  Great  Britain." 

Such  is  the  foundation  of  the  early, 
and  later  Histories  of  the  war  of  IS  12.

brary.         

It  seems  strange  to  me  that  railroad 
|  thieves  pay  no  respect  to  the  Divine 
j  Law;  they  even  deny  the  existence  of 
the  Law.

The  ultimate  result 
will  be  the  destruction  of  individual 
ownership  of  every  railroad  in  the  United 
States  and  the  property  left  to  the 
present  stockholders  will  be  wind.

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It  is  a  supreme  delight  to  me  to  know- 
that  Woodrow  Wilson,  whose  brain  runs 
from  his  hat  to  his  boots,  takes  great 
pleasure  and  draws  great  strength  from 
this  great  poem.

The  gas  went 
up,  and  the  stock  went  up  out  of  sight; 
for,  by  gas  we-  could  see;  but  by  stock 
we  could  see — Xo  Money,  but  a  deadly 
poison,  sent  into  every  sleeping  room  in 
every  dwelling  in  Providence.  The 
price  of  gas  rose  quickly  to  $4.00  per 
thousand  feet.  T  still  have  the  receipted 
hills  which  I  paid.  This  work  brought 
a  rich  man  here  from  New  York  City 
to  establsh  a  Gas  Company.  The  City 
Council  gave  him  the  privilege  and*  he 
laid  the  pipes.  On  Westminster  street 
they  ran  by  my  book  store,  and  1  took 
their  gas.  or  agreed  to  do  so.  Put  the 
Providence  Gas  Company  bought  out  the 
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New  Yorker  and  he  returned  with  a 
car  lead  of  money,  more  or  less  and  the 
Providence  Gas  Company  took  the  Hood 
of  money  out  of  the  pockets  of  the  con- 
sumers. The  exclusive  franchise  is 
still  at  work.  The  $.54,000.  which  the 
city  will  lose.,  when  the  Providence  Gas 
Company  paid  the  city  that  money  they 
charged  it  at  once  into  the  price  to  the 
consumer.  It  is  time  to  pull  on  the 
Eminent  Do  main,  for  this  would  apply 
to  the  Gas  Company's  property  just  as 
strongly  as  it  would  upon  Wood  row 
Wilson's  property. 


The  Providence  Journal  of  November 
11  last  printed  an  article,  "Department 
Store  Innovations/'  by  Frederic  J.  Has- 
kins.  It  is  one  of  those  publications  sold. 
and  bought  by  the  yard,  which  are  sold 
to,  and  bought  by  newspapers  all  over 
the  country  for  the  reason  that  the  news- 
papers can  produce  copy  that  way  at  a 
lower  price  than  they  can  write,  and  set 
the  type  to  print  it;  or  possibly  the  arti- 
cle may  be  in  stereotype  form  when  re- 
ceived.

stores  have  been  doing  in  this  country. 
Again,  Ilaskins  does  not  inform  his 
readers  by  a  single  word  of  the  danger 
to  the  community  of  this  word,  nor  of  it> 
action.  He  goes  into  a  glorification  <-f 
a  w<-rk  which  destroys  the  possibility  of 
business  in  a  community  and  lowers  im- 
mensely the  morals,  and  manners,  of  a 
community.  A  department  store,  with 
ten  departments,  can  lower  the  goods  of 
one,  holding  nine  at  the  usual  price;

A  friend  asked  me  such  a  question; 
it  may  have  arisen  from  this  act  of  the 
General  Assembly  in  1760. 

The  General  Assembly,  at  the  Febru- 
ary session,  1760,  gave  the  "Town  of 
Newport  permission  to  have  a  Lottery 
for  ^24,000  (pounds)  in  bills  of  credit 
(then  the  paper  money,  irredeemable,  of 
the  colony  of  Rhode  Island)  to  erect  a 
handsome  building,  of  two  stories,  in  the 
town  of  Newport,  the  lower  part  to  be 
appropriated  for  a  Market  House  for- 
ever.  (R.  I.   Col.  Rec.,  v.  6,  p.  238. 

The  time,  and  legal  conditions  of  the 
Old  Market  Building  in  the  town  -of 
Providence  I  will  describe.  The  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  at  its  August  session, 
1771,  received  a  petition  from  '"'divers 
inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Providence" 
representing  that  the  "street  leading 
from  the  Court  House,  on  Main 
street,  has  been  so  gullied  and  worn 
as  to  endanger  the  foundations 
of  the  Court  House."  Also  "that 
the  inhabitants  of  the  said  town  suiter 
many  inconviences  for  the  want  of  a 
Market  House  (as  do  the  inhabitants  of 
the    adjacent    country)     and    therefore 


prayed    that    they 


have    liberty    to 


raise  a  sufficient  sum  of  money,  by  way 
of  a  Lottery,  to  pave  and  secure  said 
street,  and  aiso  build  a  Public  Market 
on  the  town's  kind,  near  the  bridge." 
On  consideration  whereof;  It  is  voted, 
and  resolved,  that  the  foregoing  peti- 
tion be,  and  the  same  is  ,  hereby  granted, 
and    that    Moses    Brown,    William    Rus- 


sell, Amos  Atwell.  James  Lovet  and  Ben- 
jamin Gushing,  Jr.,  be  appointed  direc- 
tors of  the  said  lottery;  they  giving 
bonds  in  the  usual  manner,  as  soon  as 
the  sum  to  be  raised  shall  be  ascertain- 
ed." *  (R.  I.  Col.  Rec,  v.  7,  p.  36,) 

This  act  is  printed  in  the  Rhode  Is- 
land Colonial  Records,  as  here  cited ; 
but  it  is  nut  indexed.  Hence  the  diffi- 
culty of  finding  it.  It  will  also  be 
found  in  the  Acts  and  Resolves  for  Au- 
gust, 177.1.  It  is  undoubtedly  one  of 
those  tricks  of  Secretaries  of  State, 
then  so  common.  Nothing  appears  of 
it  in  the  original  manuscript  Records  of 
the  Senate,  nor  of  the  House;  nor  does 
the  purported  petition  exist  in  manu- 
script in  the  archives  of  the  State  House. 
Many  things,  never  heard  of  or  enacted 
by  the  General  Assembly,  were  secretly 
thrust  into  the  "Acts  and  Resolves," 
when  the  manuscript  went  from  the  Sec- 
retary of  State  to  the  printer. 

The  Market  House  was  built.  The 
corner  stone  was  laid  on  the  8th  of  June, 
J  773.  (Providence  Gazette,  lun^  12, 
1773).  Nicholas  Brown  laid  the  corner 
stone. 

There  was  no  town  limit  of  the  build- 
ing for  a  market.  The  city  could  do 
with  it  as  it  pleased. 

As  originally  constructed,  the  building 
was  40xS0  feet  and  had  but  two  stjrles. 
In  1707,  tiie  Towji  Council  gave  permis- 
sion to  the  St.  John's  Lodge  of  Free  and 
Accepted  Masons  to  build  a  third  story 
and -to  occupy  the  same.  It  was  done 
and  occupied  by  the  Lodge  for  many 
years.  Staple's- Annals  of  Providence,  p. 
202.)      Also   consult   Thompson's    Fland 
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Book  of  the  "City  of  Providence,  pp. 
5,  6.  There  are  one,  or  two.  notes  in 
John  1  lowland's  Life  and  Recollections, 
p.  33;  but  these  notes  touch  more  closely 
the  "river"  and  the  bridge.  The  use  of 
the  building  by  the  city  government  end- 
ed in  1S7S.

This  injury  resulted  in 
her  becoming  in  a  short  time  totally 
blind.  She  came  under  the  medical  care 
of  Dr.  Capron,  an  eminent  and  very  re- 
spectable physician  of  this  city,  when  her 
wonderful  powers  were  discovered.  She 
could  read  the  contents  of  a  letter  which, 
under  no  possible  circumstances,  aside 
from  her  being  blind,  could  she  have 
seen.  She  could  tell  the  name  of  a  por- 
trait, and  select  it  from  any  number,  al- 
beit she  had  never  seen  nor  probably 
heard  of  the  individual  portrayed.  She 
could  describe  the  furniture,  pictures, 
and  bric-a  brae  in  a  room  in  New  York 
city,  whither  she  had  never  been,  with 
unerring  accuracy.  In  very  truth  there 
seemed  to  be  no  limit  in  this  way'  to  her 
very  remarkable  power.

The  prices  of  beef  have  gone  Up  tre- 
mendously in  the  big  markets,  but  the 
expenses  of  raising  cattle  have  increased 
tenfold. 

The  most  successful  cattle  raisers  of 
the  present  day  are  the  ones  who  do  it 
as  a  side  issue  to  their  farming;.  Money 
can  be  and  is  made  by  the  man  who  lias 
a  few  head  of  cattle  on  his  farm. 

He  can  feed  them  the  surplus  of  what 
he  raises  and  finish  them  with  his  own 
corn  for  the  markets,  but  the  man  who 
raises  cattle  on  a  large  scale.,  with  noth- 
ing else  to  fall  back  on  will  have  a  hard 
row  to  hoe  and  will  make  a  very  small 
profit,  if  any.  on  the  money  invested. 

The  big  cattle  outfits  are  gradually 
becoming  a  memory  or  the  subject  of 
"penny  dreadful."  The  cowboy  no  long- 
er carries  a  gun  and  few  of  them  know 
how  to  handle  a  rope.  Branding,  de- 
horning and  the  like  are  all  done  in  the 
chutes  and  the  puncher  wields  the  pitch- 
fork a  great  many  more  days  than  he 
rides  the  range.  There  are  no  more  bad 
men  or  cattle  rustlers  and  the  sheriff 
rides  in  an  automobile,  wearing  a  high 
collar  and  a  boiled  shirt. 

Thus  is  the  cattle  country  becoming 
commonplace,       the       picturesque       gov/ 


puncher    is    turning    to    railroading    or 
quieter  pursuits,  and  with  his  passing  is 

the  passing  of  the  big  cattleman.

America;  and  sells  sirloin  for  I".)1-  cents 
to  th?  English  people.  The  American 
Beef  Trust  lias  exp  >rted  to  England 
this  year  5,000,000  p  .utids  of  beef.  Did 
the  Beef  Trust  send  beef  to  London 
and  lose  money,  while  in  America  the 
story  runs  thus? 

The  American  Beet  Trust  sold  Amer- 
ican Beef  to  Dealers,  in  Loudon,  ot  a 
price  which  enabled  the  English  people 
to  buy  it  (sirloin)  for  19^  cents,  while 
here  in  Providence  it  has  long  been  sold 
for  32  cents. 

American  Sirloin  Beef  is  sold  in  Lon- 
don, England,  for  19%  cents  per  p  und ; 
in  Xew  York,  for  2S  cents  per  pound; 
here  in-  Providence,  at  the  "Swede's" 
Public  market,  at  32  cents;  and  Tender- 
loin, which  is  a  part  of  Sirloin,  and  the 
poorest  part,  too,  because  it  is  most  sub- 
ject to  disease,  is  sold  at  this  "Public" 
market  for  50  cents  per  pound.  The  city 
of  Providence  is  to-day  the  highest 
priced  meat  market  in  the  world;  and 
that  is  why  the  Swedes  set  up  a  shop 
here,  and  called  it  the  "Public"  marker. 
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The  Sirloin  is  the  loin,  and  it  came  to  be 

called  Sirloin,  and  I  am  going  to  write 
the  story.  No  people  on  the  face  of  the 
earth  are  paying  such  prices  for  this 
meat  as  the  people  here  in  Providence 
are  now  paying". 

Such  is  the  way  by  which  newspapers 
deceive  the  people;  thus  enabling  the 
dealers  here  to  rob  the  people,  the  rob- 
bers to  rob  us.

"Corporations  Have  No  Sun's. " 
At  least  none  in  1020. 
Once  in  a  while  we  bear  somebody 
mentioning  "Corporations,  as  having  no 
souls."  All  stockholders,  or  creatures 
who  hope  to  be,  at  once  dennounce  the 
poor  devil,  as  being  a  disgruntled  "ptirp." 
Few  of  us  know  the  antiquity  of  the 
sentence;  nor  what  a  prodigious  intel- 
lect stands  even  now,  behind  it.  Sir 
Edward  Coke  was  its  author.  "One  of 
the  most  erudite  of  English  lawyers." 
There  was  an  action  brought  against 
Sutton's  Hospital.  Coke  was  both 
Judge  and  Rjjorter;  the  decision  ap- 
peared   in    Cokx-'-s   Reports

They  can- 
not commit  treason,  nor  be  outlawed, 
nor  ex-communicated,  for  they  have  fib 
souls:  neither  can  they  appear  in  per- 
son, but  only  by  attorney."  A.  brief 
note  may  not  be  devoid  of  interest. 
The  learned  scholar's  years  were  thus 
covered,  1552-163:1  He  was  -  a  gradu- 
ate of  Trinity  College.  Cambridge;  cal- 
led to  the  Bar  in  1578;  Chief  justice  of 
the  Common  Pleas  in  1606;  Chief  Jus- 
tice of  the  King's  Bench  in  1613.  Their 
must  have  been  a  design  in  this  work- 
done  by  the  King,  James  the  First.  The 
books  tell  us  that  Coke  was  "full  01 
extreme  reverence  for  the  Common  Law, 
shout  which  he  knew  so  well,  that  he 
defended  it  against  the  Court  of  Chan- 
cery, the  Ecclesiastical  Courts,  and  the 
Royal'  Prerogative."  It  was  for  these 
reasons   that  he  was  removed  from  the 


Common  Pleas  to  the  King's  Bench  in 
1613.  He  opposed  the  King's  supremacy 
over  all  laws,  and  courts,  and  law-mak- 
ers. He  was  a  leader,  and  believed  in 
constitutions,  just  then  coming  into 
sight  all  over  the  earth.  The  crash 
came  in  1616:  James  the  First  was 
kmg,  and  the  books  tell  us  of  this  be- 
ginning of  Coke's  "destruction"  by  King 
James  the  First.  "A  trial  of  a  case 
before  Coke  in  1616,  in  which  one  of 
the  council  denied  the  validity  of  a  grant 
made  by  the  King  to  the  Bishop  of 
Lichfield  of  a  bene  rive-  to  be  held  in 
commeiidam."  A  commendam  implies 
a  license  to  hold  a  living  joint!}'  with 
some  benefice  of  higher  rank.  This 
from  the  Classic  Laws. 

Instant  madness  siezed  the  King,  and 
he  ordered  Francis  Bacon  a  command  to 
Coke,  then  Chief  Justice,  to  delay  )vA<,\- 
merrt  till  he  should  himself  discuss  the 
question  with  the  judges.  At  Coke's 
request  Bacon  sent  a  duplicate  of  this 
letter  to  each  oi  the  judges;  then  Coke 
obtained  their  signatures  to  a  document 
declaring  that  the  Attorney  General's 
(Bacon's)  instructions  were  illegal,  and 
they  were  bound  to  proceed  with  the 
case.  Thereupon  James  the  First  sum- 
moned the  judges  before  him,  and  in- 
sisted on  his  supreme  prerogative,  which. 
he  said,  ought  not  to  be  discussed  •, 
ordinary  argument  Upon  this  all  '•'■ 
judges  fell  on  their  knees,  asking  par 
don  for  the  form  of  their  letter; 
Coke  declared  his  continued  bebel  >'■' 
in  the  loyalty  of  its  substanci 
when  asked  by  the  King  \i  he  \v< 
future  delay  a  case  at  the  King's  ■ 
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ihc  only  answer  which  Goke  would 
make  was  "that  he  would  do  what  be- 
came him  as  a  Judge."  The  King  dis- 
missed Coke  from  all  the  six  offices  then 
(in  June.  1616)  held  -by  Coke.  Four 
years  later  Coke  was  elected  a  member 
of  Parliament.  Then  began  the  rising 
Constitutional  party,  with  chopping  off 
tiie  head  of  Charlc^  the  First;  and  pro- 
gressed under  the  moral  rottenness  of 
Charles    the    Second.

an  Italian  woman,  married,  and  having 


charge  of  assault  and  when  arraigned  in 
|  the  Sixth  District  Court  pleaded  not 
|  guilty  and  was  ordered  to  furnish  surety 
|  in  the  sum  of  $200  for  trial  Nov.  22. 

The  woman  went  upstairs  to  the  room 
|  where  .Miss  Rockwe11  was  and.  it  is 
I  elahned,  assaulted  the  teacher.  Pupils 
|  rushed  down  stairs  and  told  the  prmci- 
j  pal  of  the  school,  who  with  several  other 
j  teachers,  rushed  upstairs  and  found  Miss 
!  Rockwell  with-  her  hair  disarranged,  her 
[  waist  torn  and  numerous  cuts  and 
|  scratch.es  about  the  face  and  hands, 
!  while,  it  is  claimed,  the  Ciorlano  wo- 
man was  standing  over  her  and  beating 
her.. 

The    Italian    woman    was    released    on 
probation. 

Again  in  November,  one  of  our  even- 
ing papers  gave  us  this  pleasing  notice : 
"Angelina  De  Semmone,  a  middle-aged 
Italian  woman,  the  mother  of  three  chil- 
dren, was  in  the  Sixth  District  Court 
this  morning,  charged  with  assault  upon 
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Miss  Mary  D.  Phillips,  principal  of  the 
Branch  avenue  school.  She  was  placed 
on  probation. 

Marl  not  Miss  Phillips  been  in  a  for- 
giving mood,  Mrs.  De  Semmone  might 
not  have  been  so  leniently  treated,  as 
Judge  Gorham  expressed  indignation  at 
the  occurrence,  and  told  the  defendant 
that  it  was  only  the  teacher's  desire  to 
have  the  case  discontinued  which  saved 
her. 

Mrs.  Semmone  pleaded  guilty  to  going 
to  the  Branch  avenue  school  and  striking 
Miss  Phillips  after  her  boy  had  come 
home  and  told  her  that  lie  had  been  se- 
verely punished  by  one  of  the  teachers. 
Miss  Phillips  denied  that  the  boy  had 
been  punished  at  all." 

Neither  Italian  woman  was  punished 
for  her  abominable  work,  in  two  of  our 
city  schools-  Both  were  released  on  proba- 
tion. Neither  of  our  American  teachers 
dared  to  make  a  complaint  or  testify 
against  their  foreign  assailants — nor  had 
either  boy  received  what  he  so  much 
needed. 

Probation  is  a  farce;  it  is  no  punish- 
ment whatever;  on  the  contrary  it  is  a 
breeder  of  crime  and  should  be  stopped 
at  once. 


These  Italian  boys  form  gangs  which 
traverse  the  city;  guards  are  stal 
at  every  street  corner  to  watch  for  the 
Police,  while  the  gang  traverses  the 
ground  around  the  house  for  fun.  or 
plunder.  They  are,  in  fact,  young  Cam- 
orrist  gangs  developing.  They  actually 
laugh  at  the  courage  of  Americans.
